His Excellency the Governor and the Honorable Council 
then withdrawing, the Senate was called to order by L. 
Ashton Thorp, clerk of the Senate of last session. 

The clerk stated that the first business was the selection 
of a temporary presiding officer.

Senator Chase expressed his appreciation of the compli- 
mentary vote given him, and moved that the election of 
President Lord be made unanimous. The motion was sec- 
onded by Senator Ahern and it was so voted. 
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The chair requested Senators Leeman and Chase to con- 
duct the President to the chair. 

The President, having assumed the chair, addressed the 
Senate as follows: 


Senators: 


Relying upon your courtesy and good will, I assume the 
duties of the office to which you have chosen me, hopeful 
that I may so conduct myself as to merit your support and 
approbation. 

I do so with a full understanding that you are the power 
whose will it is my duty to obey. 

We are assembled, under the constitution, to make, ordain 
and establish all manner of wholesome and reasonable or- 
ders, laws and statutes which may be, in our judgment, for 
the benefit and welfare of the state. 

Let us therefore examine such measures as may be pre- 
sented to us carefully and speedily, forward the business 
of the session and strive for an early adjournment. 

I shall endeavor to rule if called upon, in strict accord 
with parliamentary usage and with fairness to all. 

I thank you most sincerely for the high honor you have 
conferred upon me and await your pleasure. 

On motion of Senator Leeman the following resolution 
was adopted:

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sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties before the

Senators Turner, Calley and Chase, a majority of the 
Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred Sen- 
ate Bill No. 10, entitled An act for the better protection 
of no-license cities and towns against the illegal sale of 
liquor therein, having considered the same, reported the 
same with the following amendments and recommended its 
passage : 

Amend section 1 by inserting after the word ‘‘town’’ 
in the third line thereof the words, ‘‘not being a licensee 
of the first, fifth or sixth class under the act passed at the 
January session, 1903, entitled, ‘An act to regulate the 
traffic in intoxicating liquor’ and amendments of said act.’’ 

Also by inserting after the word ‘‘person’’ in the fourth 
line, the words, ‘‘not being a licensee as aforesaid.’’ 

Also by inserting after the word ‘‘town’’ in the fifth 
line, the words, ‘‘not occupied by such a licensee.’’ 

Amend section 2 by striking out the words at the end 
thereof, ‘‘and provided, further, that this section shall not 
apply to licensees of the fifth class.’’ 

Amend section 3 by inserting after the words, ‘‘city or 
town,’’ the words, ‘‘in this state.’’ 

Amend by substituting for section 4 the following: 

‘‘Snot. 4. Any spirituous or intoxicating liquor being 
in the course of transportation in violation of the provi- 
sions of this act, or being in the course of transportation 
from a point in this state to a no-license city or town in 
this state, addressed to a fictitious person or a person un- 
known and who cannot be.found, or addressed in a fictitious’ 
name, may be seized, and upon due proceedings may be 
adjudged forfeited. In case of forfeiture, the liquor and 
other articles so adjudged shall be disposed of as is pro- 
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vided for the disposal of spirituous liquor adjudged for- 
feited under section 30, chapter 112, of the Public Stat- 
utes; but if sold, the proceeds thereof, less costs and ex- 
penses, shall be paid into the county treasury. 

Amend section 5 by striking out the words ‘‘delivery or 
actually delivering intoxicating liquor to any person or at 
any place,’’ in lines three and four, and inserting in place 
thereof, ‘‘transportation from any person in this state to 
any person.’’ 

Also by striking out the words, ‘‘delivery in a no-license 
city or town,’’ in line seventeen, and inserting in the place 
thereof, ‘‘from a person in a town in this state to a person 
in a no-license city or town in this state.’’ And also by 
striking out the semicolon in the twentieth line thereof. 

Senators Entwistle and Patten, a minority of the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred Senate Bill 
No 10, entitled An act for the better protection of no-license 
cities and towns against the illegal sale of liquor therein, 
reported the same with the following resolution : 

Resolved, That it is inexpedient to legislate. 

The reports were accepted. 

Senator Entwistle moved to substitute the minority re- 
port for that of the majority. 

The question being stated, 

Shall the minority report be substituted for that of the 
majority ? 

Senator Rice demanded the yeas and nays. 

The clerk proceeded to call the roll. 

The following named senators voted in the affirmative:

Senator Turner, for the Committee on Judiciary, to 
whom was referred House Bill No. 44, entitled An act in 
amendment of section 6 of chapter 24 of the Laws of 1905, 
in relation to An act in addition and supplemental to 
chapter 13 of the Laws of 1891, entitled ‘‘An act for the 
erection of a state library building,’’ having considered the 
same, report the same with the following amendment and 
recommend its passage: 

Amend section 1 by inserting in the tenth line thereof, 
after the word ‘‘state,’’ the following: ‘‘such contracts 
and the termination thereof to be subject to the approval 
of the governor and council,’’ so that said section as 
amended shall read: 

‘‘Section 1. Section 6 of chapter 24 of the Laws of 
1895 is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following clause. ‘Upon the removal of the New Hamp- 
shire Historical Society to its new building the trustees 
are authorized to make such contracts with said society for 
the administration of the two libraries in conjunction with 
each other, which may be terminated by the trustees of the 
state library of the Legislature, as shall in their opinion 
be for the best interests of the two institutions and of the 
citizens of the state, such contracts and the termination 
thereof to be subject to the approval of the governor and 
council, so that said section as amended shall read as 
follows :’ 

‘‘Seot. 6. The trustees of the state library are author- 
ized to become the custodians for the state of collections 
of books, pamphlets, and maps, and writings, and collec- 
tions of a historical nature, by arrangement with associa- 
tions or persons who may be the owners or lawful custo- 
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dians thereof, whereby the public shall enjoy the benefit 
of using and consulting such collections in the state library 
upon such terms and under such regulations as may be 
agreed upon by the parties. Upon the removal of the New 
Hampshire Historical Society to its new building the trus- 
tees are authorized to make such contracts with said so- 
ciety for the administration of the two libraries in conjunc- 
tion with each other, which may be terminated by the 
trustees of the state library or the Legislature, as shall in 
their opinion be for the best interests of the two institu- 
tions and of the citizens of the state, such contracts and the 
termination thereof to be subject to the approval of the 
governor and council.’’ 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Patten, for the Committee on Judiciary, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 246, entitled An act to provide 
for the recording of sales of real estate for taxes, having 
considered the same, reported the same with the following 
amendments and recommended its passage: 

Amend section 1 by striking out the first eight lines 
thereof and the part of the ninth line ending with the word 
‘*purchaser,’’ and inserting in the place thereof the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Each tax collector or sheriff, within two days after 
selling any real estate for taxes, shall forward by registered 
mail to the register of deeds for the county in which the 
real estate is situated, a statement of the following facts 
relating to each parcel of real estate sold, certified by him 
to be true; the name of the person, persons or corporation 
to whom the real estate was taxed, as it appears in the 
tax list committed to him; the description, if any, of the 
property as it appears in said list; the amount of the 
taxes for which the sale was made; the date of the sale; 
the name of the purchaser; the sum paid or to be paid by 
the purchaser ; a description of the parcel or interest sold; 
and a statement of the officer’s fees and expenses in making 
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the sale, and reporting the same to the register of deeds,’’ 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows: 

‘*Hach tax collector or sheriff, within two days after 
selling any real estate for taxes, shall forward by regis- 
tered mail to the register of deeds for the county in which 
the real estate is situated, a statement of the following facts 
relating to each parcel of real estate sold, certified by him 
to be true: the name of the person, persons or corporation 
to whom the real estate was taxed, as it appears in the tax 
list committed to him; the description, if any, of the prop- 
erty as it appears in said list; the amount of the taxes for 
which the sale was made; the date of the sale; the name of 
the purchaser; the sum paid or to be paid by the pur- 
chaser; a description of the parcel or interest sold; and 
a statement of the officer’s fees and expenses in making 
the sale, and reporting the same to the register of deeds. 

‘When any such sale shall be redeemed the tax col- 
lector or sheriff shall, within two days, notify the register 
of deeds in his county of the fact of such redemption, 
the date of the same and the person or persons or corpora- 
tion so redeeming.”’ 

Amend section 3 by substituting the following for it: 

‘‘Seor. 8. The tax collector or sheriff shall be allowed 
a fee of twenty-five cents for each parcel of real estate 
sold by him for taxes, together with the actual cost of 
postage for reporting the facts as provided in section 1; 
and the register of deeds shall be allowed twenty-five cents 
for recording the facts as to each parcel, to be advanced 
by the tax collector or sheriff, and taxed with his other 
fees and charges for making the sale. Like fees shall be 
allowed in cases of redemption of property from tax sales, 
to be paid by the person redeeming.”’ ) 

The report was accepted, the amendments adopted and 
the bill as amended ordered to a third reading this after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Entwistle, for the Committe on Judiciary, to 
whom was referred Senate Bill No. 17, entitled An act to 
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permit towns to maintain local telephone service, having 
considered the same, reported the same in new draft and 
new title, and recommended its passage. 

The report was accepted and the bill in its new draft 
read a first and second time. 

On motion of Senator Entwistle, the rules were so far 
suspended that printing was dispensed with and the bill 
read a third time by title, passed and sent to the House 
of Representatives for concurrence. 

Senator Patten, for the Committee on J udiciary, to 
whom was referred House Bill No. 295, entitled An act 
in amendment of section 9, chapter 176 of the Public Stat- 
utes, in relation to the private sale of real estate by guar- 
dians, having considered the same, reported the same in new 
draft and amended title, and recommended its passage. 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted and the 
bill in new draft read a first and second time and laid upon 
the table to be printed. 

Senator Adams, for the Committee on State Prison and 
Industrial School, to whom was referred House Bill No. 
119, entitled An act in amendment of section 14, chapter 
283 of the Public Statutes, relating to the industrial school, 
having considered the same, reported the same without 
amendment and recommended its passage. 

The report of the committee was accepted. 

Senator Chase offered the following amendment: 

Amend the bill by striking out the figures ‘‘283”’’ in the 
first line of section 1 and inserting in the place thereof the 
figures ‘‘284,’’ so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows: 

‘*SgcTion 1. Section 14 of chapter 284 of the Public 
Statutes is hereby amended by striking out the words ‘for 
such term not less than one year, nor extending beyond 
the age of twenty-one years, as the court or justice shall 
judge most for his true interest and benefit,’ and inserting 
instead thereof the words ‘for minority,’ so that said sec- 
tion shall read as follows: 
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““Szcr. 14. Whenever a minor under the age of seven- 
teen years shall be convicted of an offence punishable by 
imprisonment, otherwise than for life, and shall be sen- 
tenced accordingly, the court or justice, upon application 
of the minor, his friends, or the state’s attorney, may order 
that, instead of such imprisonment, the minor may be sent 
to and be kept employed and instructed at the industrial 
school for minority, provided he shall conduct himself ac- 
cording to the regulations of the school. A copy of such 
order shall be sufficient authority for his commitment and 
detention at the school.’’ 

On a viva voce vote the amendment was adopted and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Clough, for the Committee on State Hospital, 
to whom was referred House Bill No. 59, entitled An act 
to amend chapter 61 of the Session Laws of 1903, relating’ 
to the care and support of the dependent insane by the 
state, having considered the same, reported the same with- 
out amendment and recommended its passage. 

The report was accepted and the bill ordered to a third 
reading this afternoon at 2 o’clock.

Unless can- 
celled or erased, or the voter’s choice is indicated as above 
stated, all names in the party columns under the circle 
marked by the voter shall be counted, to the exclusion of 
all others.

quarters miles in the town of Woodstock to a point on the 
westerly line of Thornton; thence northerly and easterly 
in the watershed of the Eastman Branch, so called, in the 
towns of Thornton, Livermore and Waterville, to some 
convenient point in said watershed in said town of Liver- 
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more or said town of Waterville, and no lease of said rail- 
road shall be made.”’ 

Amend section 6 by inserting after the word ‘‘that’’ in 
the seventh line of said section the words ‘‘said railroad 
shall not be operated under the authority conferred by 
this act until,’’ and by inserting after the word ‘‘state,’’ 
in the eighth line of said section, the words ‘‘shall make 
and file in the office of the Secretary of State an instru- 
ment in writing agreeing that it,’’ so that said section shall 
read: 

‘*Srct. 6. This act shall be void as to any and all parts 
of said railroad not completed within two years from the 
passage of this act, and the authority hereby conferred to 
locate, construct and maintain said railroad and to operate 
the same shall cease and determine at the expiration of 
eight years from the passage of this act; and for the better 
protection of property, it is hereby provided that said rail- 
road shall not be operated under the authority conferred 
by this act until the Woodstock Lumber Company, a cor- 
poration established under the General Laws of this state, 
shall make and file in the office of the Secretary of State an 
instrument in writing agreeing that it and its successors 
and assigns shall be liable for all damages to property from 
fire or otherwise which may be caused by the operation of 
said railroad under the authority conferred by this act, to 
the same extent as such liability is imposed by the laws of 
this state upon the proprietors of railroads.’’

So that said section 1 as amended shall read: 
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SEcTION 1. Chapter 117 of the Laws of 1905 is hereby 
amended by adding the following new sections to said 
chapter : 

“Sect. 14. If any person, partnership or corporation 
shall seek, solicit, accept, or transmit in any no-license city 
or town in this state an order for liquor from any person 
(the word ‘liquor’ being meant to include its meaning as 
used in chapter 49 of the Session Laws of 1905) to be fur- 
nished or procured at any other place, to be delivered to 
any place in any no-license city or town in this state; or if 
any licensee shall fill an order for liquor, to be sent to any 
person, other than a holder of a license of the first, fifth 
or sixth class, in a no-license city or town in this state, to 
be delivered to a common carrier, expressman, truckman 
or other person for transportation to the purchaser, 
whether such carrier or other person be the agent of the 
purchaser for receiving delivery or not, such person, part- 
nership or corporation shall be punished for each offense 
by a fine of one hundred dollars ($100), and if it be a per- 
son he shall be imprisoned not exceeding ninety days, and 
if it be a corporation its charter may be revoked upon pe- 
tition to the Superior Court by the attorney-general of the 
state, or the solicitor of the county in which the offense 
was committed; and any licensee filling such order shall be 
deemed guilty of violating the provisions and conditions of 
his license, and shall be so dealt with by the State Board 
of License Commissioners, provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the seeking, soliciting, accepting or 
transmitting of orders in the regular course of business 
from those who are legally authorized to sell liquor in said 
no-license cities and towns. 

““Secr. 15. It shall be the duty of the State Board of 
License Commissioners to enforce, or cause to be enforced, 
the provisions of section 14 of this act, and it shall be the 
duty of said board to prosecute, or cause to be prosecuted, 
violations of the same.’’ 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
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all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are hereby 
‘repealed.

The message also announced that the House of rend 
tatives concurs with the Honorable Senate in the passage 
of the following entitled bill, with amendments, in the 
passage of which amendments the House asks the concur- 
rence of the Honorable Senate: 

Senate Bill No. 15, An act to provide for the nomination 
of party candidates by direct primary. 

Amend by striking out all after the enacting clause and 
insert in place thereof the following: 

Section 1. The words and phrases of this act shall, un- 
less the same be inconsistent with the context, be construed 
as follows: 

(1) The word ‘‘primary,’’ the primary election provided 
for by this act; 

(2) The word ‘‘election,’’ the general election held in 
November, as distinguished from the primary election; 

(3) The word ‘‘party,’’ any political organization which 
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at the preceding election polled at least three per centum 
of the entire vote of the state given in for governor; 

(4) The word ‘‘supervisors,’’ all officers performing the 
duties of supervisors. 

Sect. 2. (1) This act shall not apply to special elec- 
tions to fill vacancies, nor to city, town, school district, and 
ward officers, except moderator and supervisors of the 
checklist. 

(2) Moderators and other election officers, if any, chosen 
at elections other than the regular biennial election, shall , 
be considered regular election officers within the meaning 
of this act. 

Secr. 3. Hereafter all candidates for elective offices shall 
be nominated : 

(1) By a primary held in accordance with this act, or 

(2) By nomination papers, signed and filed as provided 
by existing statutes. . 

Sect. 4. (1) A primary shall be held at the regular 
polling places in each town and ward in the state on the 
first Tuesday of September, 1910, and biennially there- 
after, for the nomination of all candidates to be voted for 
at the November election. 

(2) Primaries shall be conducted by the regular election 
officers, as elections are conducted under existing laws. 

Sreor.5. (1) At least sixty days before the time of hold- 
iny any primary the secretary of state shall prepare and 
transmit to each town and ward clerk in the state a notice 
in writing designating the offices for which candidates are 
to be chosen. . 

(2) Each town and ward clerk shall, within ten days af- 
ter the receipt of such notice, cause notice of such primary 
to be posted in three public places in his town or ward; 
such notice shall state the time when, and place where, 
the primary will be held in each town and ward, to- 
gether with the offices for which candidates are to be 
nominated. It shall also state the date before which 
declarations of candidacy must be filed to place names upon 
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the ballots to be used at such primary, the officers with 
whom they must be filed, and the fees required to be paid 
at the time of filing such papers. 

Sect. 6. (1) The name of no candidate shall be printed 
upon an official ballot used at any primary unless not 
more than sixty days prior to such primary a declaration 
of candidacy shall have been filed by such candidate and 
the filing fee required by section 7 of this act shall have 
been paid. 

Declarations of candidacy shall be in the following form: 

I, ——————_, declare that I reside in ward ae 
the city (or town) of ——-———,, county of ————_——_,, 
state of New Hampshire, and am a qualified voter therein ; 
that I am a member of the —————— party; that I am a 

candidate for nomination for the office of 
to be made at the primary election to be held on fine 
day of ; and I hereby request that my name be 
printed on the official primary ballot of said party 
as a candidate for such nomination. I further declare that 
if nominated as a candidate for said office I will not with- 
draw, and that if elected I will qualify and assume the du- 
ties of said office. 

(2) Declarations of candidacy shall be filed as follows: 

(a) For governor, or any other officer to be voted for 
throughout the state, members of congress, councilors, state 
senators, and for county officers, with the secretary of 
state. 

(b) For members of the House of Representatives, mod- 
erator, and supervisors of the checklist, with the clerk of 
the city or town within which such officers are to be voted 
for. 

(3) Each town or city clerk shall forward each declara- 
tion of candidacy filed with him, within two days from the 
date of filing, to the secretary of state. The fees paid to 
a town or city clerk shall be paid to the treasurer of each 
town or city. 

(4) Declarations of candidacy filed with the secretary of

state shall be filed eighteen days before the primary, and 
all others twenty days before the primary. 

Snot. 7. At the time of filing deglarations of candidacy 
each candidate, or some person for him, shall pay to the 
officer with whom the same are filed the following fees: 

(1) For governor, one hundred dollars; 

(2) For any state officer, other than governor, to be 
voted for throughout the state, fifty dollars ; 

(3) For representative in congress, fifty dollars; 

(4) For councilor, twenty-five dollars ; 

(5) For state senator, ten dollars; 

(6) For county officer, five dollars ; 

(7) For member of the House of Representatives, two 
dollars ; 

(8) For supervisor of checklist, one dollar; 

(9) For moderator, one dollar. 

Srcr. 8. At least ten days before any primary is to be 
held, an official ballot for each political party shall be pre- 
pared by the secretary of state, and shall be as nearly as is 
practicable in the same form as ballots now used at elec- 
tions. Below the name of each office shall be printed in 
small but easily legible letters the words ‘‘vote for one,’’ 
‘‘vote for two,’’ ‘‘vote for three,’’ or a spelled number 
designating how many persons are to be voted for. When- 
ever there are two or more candidates for nomination to 
the same office who are to be voted for in more than one 
town or ward, the names of such candidates shall be so al- 
ternated on the ballots used that each shall appear thereon 
as nearly as may be an equal number of times at the top, 
at the bottom, and in each intermediate place, if any, of 
the list or group in which it belongs. Names of rival can- 
didates for nomination to the same office who are to be 
voted for in only one town or ward shall be arranged in 
the alphabetical order of their surnames. Following the 
names printed on the ballot after the name of each office 
to be filled shall be as many blank lines as there are persons 
to be elected to that office. The ballots of all parties shall 
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be upon colored paper, but the ballots of no two parties 
shall be upon paper of the same, or closely similar, color, 
and each party ballot shall be so designated by the name of 
such party printed in prominent type on the back of said 
ballot. 

Secor. 9. (1) Not later than six days before a primary, 
the secretary of state shall furnish to the clerk of each 
town and ward ballots for each political party as follows: 
For each fifty and fraction of fifty voters of each party, 
as shown by the vote for governor in the town or ward at 
the last preceding election, he shall furnish seventy-five 
ballots of said party, except that when any party has cast 
less than ten votes in a town or ward, he shall only be 
obliged to furnish twenty-five ballots. 

(2) He shall in addition furnish each such clerk with ten 
sample ballots of each political party, printed on white 
paper. 

(3) Each clerk shall within one day from the time when 
he shall receive such sample ballots post three of each po- 
litical party in three public places in his town or ward, and 
shall retain the others until the date of the primary, when 
he shall post the same in prominent positions in and about 
the polling place. 

(4) The secretary of state shall also, upon request, fur- 
nish a reasonable number of sample ballots printed on white 
paper to each person whose name appears upon the ballot 
as a candidate. 

Srot. 10. (1) The supervisors of the checklist shall pre- 
pare and post the checklist of the legal voters in their re- 
spective towns and wards and hold sessions for the correc- 
tion of the same, and give notice of such sessions before 
all primaries held under this act in the same manner as 
they are required to do before elections under existing 
laws. . 

(2) No person shall be entitled to vote at a primary un- 
less his name is upon the checklist of voters in the town 
or ward wherein he offers to vote. 
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(3) Any person offering to vote at a primary shall at 
the time of announcing his name also announce the name 
of the party to which he belongs. If his name is found 
upon the checklist, and if his party membership has not 
been before registered, it shall then be registered, and he 
shall be allowed to vote the ballot of his party, provided, 
however, that if he is challenged, he shall not be allowed 
to register as a member of such party, or to vote the ballot 
of said party unless he makes oath or affirmation that he 
affiliates with and generally supports the candidates of the 
party with which he offers to vote. If his party member- 
ship has been before registered, he shall be allowed to vote 
only the ballot of the party with which he is registered. 

(4) After the primary the town or ward clerk shall 
deliver to the supervisors the checklist with the registra- 
tion of the party membership of voters thereon. Before 
delivery, however, the moderator and clerk shall certify 
thereon, under their hands, that the list is the one used at 
the primary, and contains a correct registration of the vot- 
ers as delivered into their hands or made by them at such 
primary. Such list shall be preserved by the supervisors, 
and shall be used by them in making up the checklist to 
be posted before the next primary, as provided in para- 
graph 6 of this section. 

(5) Any person whose party membership has been reg-. 
istered may change such registration by appearing in per- 
son before the supervisors of the checklist for his town or 
ward not less than ninety days before any primary, and 
stating to them, under oath or affirmation, if required, that 
he intends to affiliate with and generally supports the 
candidates of the party with which he offers to register. 
He may also change such registration at any primary, upon 
making oath or affirmation to the same effect, if chal- 
lenged, but he shall not be permitted in such case to vote 
the ballot of any party at such primary. 

(6) After the first primary held under this act, the 
supervisors of the checklist shall be in session for the altera- 
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tion of the registration of party members, and for mak- 
ing additions to such registration before each primary. 
The session shall be on two days at least and shall not be 
less than ninety nor more than one hundred days prior to 
such primary. They shall post copies of the checklist 
showing the persons in the town or ward entitled to vote, 
with their party registration, so far as such registration 
has been made, in three public places in such town or ward, 
at least ten days prior to such session, and notice of the 
date, hour, and place of the daily sessions to revise such 
registration shall be given upon such checklists. 

After such session, the supervisors of the checklist shall 
prepare a corrected checklist, showing the registration of 
party members as corrected by them, and such corrected 
checklist, with such names as may be regularly added there- 
to, as provided in sections 6 and 7 of chapter 32 of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, shall be used at the primary. Whenever 
names are added to the checklist, as provided in sections 6 
and 7 of chapter 32 of the Public Statutes, the supervisors 
shall register the party membership of the voter, if he de- 
sires such membership registered ; but if such voter has al- 
ready been registered in any town or ward in this state 
as a member of any party, he shall not be registered as a 
member of a different party within ninety days before any 
primary. 

(7) The party membership of each voter may be regis- 
tered by writing in ink after the name of such voter the 
first three letters of the name of the party with which he 
registers. 

Secor. 11. (1) Votes cast for the same person on the 
ballots of different parties at any primary shall not be 
added together, but shall only count in favor of the per- 
son as the candidate of each party on whose ballot his name 
appears. 

(2) After the count is completed it shall be announced 
by the moderator, and the clerk shall, in the presence of the 
other election officers, fill into blanks, provided him for 
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that purpose by the secretary of state, complete returns of 
all the votes cast for the different candidates of each party. 
These blanks shall be prepared in duplicate, and shall be 
signed by the clerk. One copy shall be preserved by the 
clerk and shall be open to the inspection of any candidate, 
or his agent authorized in writing. The other copy shall 
be mailed on the day of the primary, or on the day follow- 
ing, by the clerk to the secretary of state. 

Sect. 12. (1) The second day after the primary, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, the secretary of state shall can- 
vass the returns from all the towns and wards in the state, 
and upon the completion of such canvass shall declare what 
candidates have received the greatest number of votes for 
the various offices in the various parties. 

(2) After the completion of the canvass of returns, the 
secretary of state shall publish in some paper of general 
circulation the names of the persons found to have been 
chosen as candidates for the various offices by the various 
parties, and shall cause a copy of such paper to be mailed 
sons so appointed shall be placed upon the official election 
lot. 

Sect. 3. (1) Persons voted for, at a primary, under 
this act, who receive a plurality of all the votes cast by a 
party, shall be candidates of that party for the office desig- 
nated in the ballot. 

(2) In ease of a tie vote, the tie shall be determined by 
lot by the secretary of state in the presence of the candi- 
dates who are tied, if, upon notice from the secretary of 
state, they elect to be present. 

(3) Vacancies upon any party ticket occurring after 
the holding of any primary shall be filled by the party 
committee of the state, county, town or ward, as the case 
may require, and such committee shall notify the secretary 
of state of the appointment made, and the names of per- 
sons so appointed shall be placed upon the official election 
ballot. 

Sror. 14. (1) If any person who was voted for upon 
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the ballot of any party is not, according to the count first 
made by the secretary of state, chosen as the candidate of 
such party, and desires a recount of the ballots east in the 
primary, he shall apply in writing to the secretary of state 
for such recount within ten days after the date of the ad- 
vertisement of the result of the primary, provided for in 
paragraph 2 of section 12 of this act. 

(2) The secretary of state shall fix a time for such re- 
count not earlier than ten days after the receipt of the ap- 
plication, and shall notify the opposing candidates thereof, 
and as soon after the expiration of such ten days as cireum- 
stances will permit, such recount shall be held and con- 
ducted as recounts of votes cast at elections are now con- 
ducted. 

(3) Upon the date set for the recount, the ballots shall 
be counted by the secretary of state and such assistants 
as he may require. The various candidates, however, and 
their counsel, shall have the right to inspect the ballots and 
participate in such recount under such suitable rules as 
the secretary of state may adopt. 

(4) No candidate, however, shall be entitled to a re- 
count unless he shall pay to the secretary of state at the 
time of filing his application fees as follows: 

(a) If a candidate for governor, or other officer voted 
for throughout the state, one hundred dollars; 

(b) If a candidate for member of Congress, fifty dol- 
lars; 

(c) If a candidate for councilor, twenty-five dollars; 

(d) If a candidate for a county office, ten dollars; 

(e) If a candidate for state senator, ten dollars; 

(f) If a candidate for member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, five dollars; 

(g) If a candidate for supervisor of the checklist, five 
dollars ; 

(h) If a candidate for moderator, five dollars; 

(5) If a recount shall show that some other person than 

the one declared nominated upon the canvass of the re- 
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turns from the clerks of towns and wards has the greatest 
number of votes cast at the primary, such person shall be 
declared nominated and shall be the candidate of the party 
for the office in question instead of the person so first de- 
clared, and his name shall be placed upon the official bal- 
lot at the following election. 

(6) If the recount shall show that the person who ap- 
plied for the recount was chosen as the candidate of his 
party, the secretary of state shall, within ten days of such 
recount, return to him the fee paid at the time of filing the 
application for a recount. 

Sect. 15. Any town or city clerk, with whom any dec- 
laration of candidacy has been filed, who shall fail to for- 
ward the same to the secretary of state within two days 
of the date of such filing shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
not more than thirty days, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Srct. 16. The provisions of the statutes now in force in 
reference to the holding of elections, the payment of elec- 
tion officers, the filling of vacancies, the solicitations of 
voters at the polls, the challenging of voters, the manner of 
conducting elections, of counting and preserving the bal- 
lots, and making return thereof, and all other kindred 
subjects, shall apply to all primaries in so far as they are 
consistent with this act, the intent of this act being to place 
the primary under the regulation and protection of ‘the 
laws now in force as to elections. 

Sror. 17. (1) It shall be the duty of the secretary of 
state to prepare all forms necessary to carry out the intent 
of this act and to furnish the same in reasonable quantities 
to the proper officers. It shall also be his duty to fur- 
nish full directions to the clerks of towns and wards, when 
he sends them the notice provided for in section 5 of this 
act, or when he furnishes them ballots, as provided in 
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section 9 of this act, as to the posting of notices, holding 
of primaries, and making return thereof. 

(2) The secretary of state shall have authority to em- 
ploy such additional clerical assistance as may be required 
during the canvass of votes, or in carrying out the provi- 
sions of this act; and all expense necessary shall be paid 
out of the treasury of the state. 

Sreot. 18. All sums paid to the secretary of state under 
the terms of section 6 of this act and all sums paid to him 
under the terms of paragraph 4 of section 14 shall be paid 
by him into the state treasury. 

Sect. 19. (1) Not earlier than the third Tuesday of 
September, following any primary, and not later than the 
first Tuesday of October, upon the call of the chairman of 
the state committee of the party, the nominees of each 
party for the offices of governor, councilors, state senators 
and representatives, shall meet in state convention for the 
‘purpose of adopting the platform of their party, nom- 
inating presidential electors, and effecting an organization 
for the following two years. 

(2) The party nominees in said state convention from 
each county shall elect a county committee for their party, 
to consist of such number of persons as the state convention 
shall by vote apportion to each county. The members of 
the several county committees thus chosen shall constitute 
the state committee of the party. The registered party 
members in each town, ward or city may effect such an 
organization as they may deem expedient for advancing 
the purposes of their party. 

(3) Upon application of the chairman of the state com- 
mittee of any political party, the secretary of state shall 
deliver to him a duly certified roll of the nominees of his 
party for the several offices named in the first paragraph 
of this section. None but such nominee shall take part in 
such state convention. 

Sect. 20. This statute shall be liberally construed so 
that the real will of the voters shall not be defeated, and 
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so that the voters of any town or ward shall not be deprived 
of their right to nominate or participate in the nomination 
of candidates for office by any informality or failure to 
comply with all the provisions of law in respect to giving 
notice of or conducting the primary or certifying the re- 
sults thereof. 

Sect. 21. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent or in 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

The following entitled Senate Bill having been printed, 
was taken from the table and ordered to a third reading 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock: 

Senate Bill No. 46, An act authorizing the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Company to construct a dam across the 
Merrimack river below Goff’s Falls. 

On motion of Senator Ahern, the rules were so far sus- 
pended that the bill was read a third time by title, passed 
and sent to the House of Representatives for concurrence. 

The following entitled Senate bill having been printed, 
was taken from the table and ordered to a third reading 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock: 1% 

Senate Bill No. 45, An act to provide for an issue of 
bonds to defray the expenses of establishing a state sana- 
torium for consumptives in lieu of the bonds authorized 
by chapter 92, Laws of 1905. 

On motion of Senator Entwistle, the rules were so far 
suspended that the bill was read a third time by title, passed 
and sent to the House of Representatives for concurrence.

House Joint Resolution No. 84, Joint resolution for an 
appropriation for the purpose of placing and maintaining 
suitable lights, and for the preservation and care of the 
approaches to Endicott Rock, in Lake Winnipesaukee, and 
for the necessary repairs to the bridge connecting said rock 
with the shore. 
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COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


Senator Ahern, for the Committee on Incorporations, to 
whom was referred House Bill No. 616, An act to incorpor- 
ate the Farmers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company of Bart- 
lett, Jackson and Conway, having considered the same, re- 
ported the same without amendment and recommended its 
passage. 

The report was accepted and the bill ordered to a third 
reading this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Wallace, for the Committee on Finance, to whom 
was referred Senate Joint Resolution No. 1, Joint resolu- 
tion in favor of Arthur E. Clarke, allowing him the sum of 
three hundred and thirty-nine dollars and nineteen cents, 
having considered the same, reported the same without 
amendment and recommended its passage. 

The report was accepted and the joint resolution ordered 
to a third reading this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Hamlin, for the Committee on Banks, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 555, ‘‘An act in relation to 
dividends of savings banks,’’ having considered the same, 
reported the same with the following amendment and rec- 
ommended its passage: 

Amend the bill by changing the word ‘‘and’’ in the 
eleventh line to ‘‘or,’’ so that said section as amended shall 
read: 

‘‘Section 1. No savings bank shall pay dividends in 
excess of three and one-half per cent. per annum unless 
said bank has accumulated a guaranty fund equal in 
amount to five per cent. of its deposits, nor unless the total 
value of the assets of such savings bank, as determined by 
the bank commissioners at the last preceding annual valua- 
tion, shall exceed the amount due the depositors by at least 
five per cent.; and no savings bank having a guaranty fund 
of less than five per cent. of the deposits, or the value of 
whose assets as above determined does not exceed the de- 
posits by at least five per cent. shall declare in any one year 
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dividends exceeding in amount the net income actually 
earned or collected by said bank during the year, after 
providing for the requirements of the guaranty fund.”’ 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Calley, for the Committee on Finance, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 542, An act to create a per- 
manent tax commission, defining its duties, and abolishing 
the state board of equalization, having considered the same, 
reported the same with the following amendment and rec- 
ommended its passage: 

Amend section 7 by striking out in the third line the 
following: ‘‘and said commission shall devote their whole 
time to the work of said commission,’’ so that said section 
- as amended shall read: 

‘Oncor, 7, The annual salary of each commissioner shall 
be twenty-five hundred dollars and shall be paid from the 
state treasury in equal quarterly payments. Supplies re- 
quired by the commission, and necessary. expenses of the 
commission, and such assistants as may be employed, while 
on the business of the commission, and fees of witnesses 
summoned by the commission shall be paid by the state 
upon the approval of the governor and council. 

‘‘Said commission may appoint a stenographer at a sal- 
ary not exceeding nine hundred dollars per annum, which 
shall be paid from the state treasury in equal quarterly 
payments.’’ 

The report was accepted and amendment adopted. 

Senator Chase offered the following amendment and — 
moved its adoption: 

Amend by inserting the following as section 10 and 
changing the numbers of the subsequent sections accord- 
ingly: 

‘“Smcr. 10. In assessing taxes upon railroad, telegraph, 
telephone, express and parlor car companies and corpora- 
tions and other corporations, the commission shall receive 
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and consider all evidence offered by the state or any one 
in its behalf and by the corporations that would be com- 
petent to be considered upon the questions before them if 
the questions were pending in a court of law; and excep- 
tions may be taken to their rulings thereon, and to any 
other rulings of law made by them, and such exceptions 
shall be stated and transferred to the Supreme Court upon 
the request of any party aggrieved, and it shall be the duty 
of the Supreme Court to entertain, consider and decide the 
questions thus raised.’’ 

‘“The collection of the taxes assessed by the commission 
shall not be delayed by such transfer to the Supreme Court, , 
but errors in the assessments, if any, shall be corrected by 
a new assessment, if necessary, or an abatement as the case 
shall require, and the Supreme Court shall make» such 
orders as will carry into effect its decisions upon the ques-— 
tions of law transferred to it and as justice requires and 
may issue all executions and decrees necessary for the pur- 
pose. If a tax is abated and has been paid into the state 
treasury the sum abated shall be repaid by the state treas- 
urer with interest at the rate of four per cent. per annum 
from the time of its payment; and if the tax is increased 
on a re-assessment or otherwise, interest shall be added to 
such increase from the time the tax was due at the rate of 
four per cent. per annum; and if any such change affects 
the apportionment of any tax among the towns of the state 
the same shall be equitably adjusted by the state treasurer 
in making the next subsequent apportionment.’’ 

The question being stated, 

Shall the amendment be adopted ? 

Senator Bass offered to substitute as an amendment to 
the amendment offered by the Honorable Senator from 
District No. 10, the following: 

‘“A. The state tax commission, in determining the actual 
value for purposes of taxation of any railroad, railway, tele- 
graph or telephone corporation or company, parlor, sleep- 
ing, or dining car company, or express company, or any 
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other company the tax on which is levied as a state tax, 
shall make careful inquiry into the condition of all property 
and estate of all such companies so taxed whether within or 
without the state, in order that the actual value of all that 
portion of the property and estate of such companies as is 
within this state may be accurately fixed and determined. 
Words used elsewhere in the laws of this state to describe 
the property, estate or other belongings of any such com- 
pany shall be construed as meaning all their property and 
estate within this state. 

‘“‘B, In determining the actual value of the property 
and estate of any such company, the state tax commission 
shall ascertain and consider as evidence the average market 
value of its stocks and bonds for one year prior to the first 
day of April preceding the assessment together with the 
market value of any other funded or floating debt it may 
have. In any case where the market value of the stocks 
and bonds of any such company cannot be ascertained for 
want of actual market sales, or for any other reason, the 
net income of any such company, which shall be the differ- 
ence between the gross earnings whether by lease or by 
operation and the operating expenses and taxes of the pre- 
ceding year, capitalized at such per cent. as appears to be 
equitable under all the circumstances, shall be taken as evi- 
dence of the market value of the stocks and bonds of such 
company. 

‘‘G. In determining the valuation of such companies for 
purposes of taxation, the state tax commission shall hold 
public hearings at times and places, notices of which shall 
be published in advance. Representatives of the state and 
of such companies, and any other persons shall be entitled 
to appear, be heard, and offer evidence. It shall be the duty 
of the attorney general to be present. The commission shall 
receive and consider all evidence tending to show the value 
of the property, estate and other belongings of such com- 
panies, and upon all the evidence determine the actual value 
of the same. In every case said commission shall incor- 
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porate in its records the facts as to the total market value 

of the stocks and bonds and other funded or floating debt 

of each of such companies or the capitalized value ascer- 
tained as above provided, together with such detailed state- 

ment as will show the data, method and process adopted 

by said commission in determining (@) the actual value of 
the entire property and estate of said companies, and (b) 

the actual value of the property and estate of said com- 

panies within this state. Thereafter and prior to the last 

day of September in each year said commission shall file. 
with the state treasurer certificates of their decisions. 

Their report to the legislature shall contain the detailed 
statement above provided for. A full and complete record 
of their proceedings, including evidence offered and ad- 
mitted, shall be kept and a transcript of the whole or any 
part of such record shall be made and furnished at any 
time upon tender to the clerk of the commission of the rea- 
sonable expense of making such transcription. 

“‘D. If only a portion of the property and estate of any 
such company is located within this state, such portion shall 
be ascertained by the commission on an equitable basis, pro- 
portioned in any case where necessary and just so to pro- 
portion it, to the total actual value of all the property and 
estate of such company as ascertained in accordance with 
section 3 of this act. 

‘‘In making such proportionate valuation the following 
rules may be adopted, but the commission may adopt any 
other just rule or rules provided they shall state such other 
rule so adopted and the reasons therefor in their records 
and in their report to the legislature. 

‘‘(a) In the case of railroads, such proportion as the 
total trackage of each railroad within this state bears to 
its total trackage wherever situate. 

‘*(b) In the case of telegraph and telephone companies 
such proportion as the total length of the lines of each such 
company within the state bears to the total length of its 
lines, wherever situate. 
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‘‘(@) In the case of parlor, sleeping and dining-car 
companies, such proportion as the total number of car- 
miles, or the number of miles traversed by its cars, taken 
singly, within the state, during the preceding year, bears to 
the total number of such car-miles during the same period, 
both within and without the state. 

‘*(d) In the case of express companies, such propor- 
tion as the whole length of the lines of rail and water 
routes over which the company did business within the 
state during the preceding year bears to the whole length 
of such lines over which it did business both within and 
without the state during such year. 

‘‘In determining the total valuation of railroads and 
other companies wholly within the state for purposes of 
taxation under this act, deduction shall be made from their — 
total valuation determined as above provided, of the value 
of that portion of their property which is taxed in cities 
and towns of this state, and of such of their property as is, 
by the laws of this state or of the United States, exempt 
from taxation. And in the case of railroads and other 
companies not wholly within this state, a like deduction 
shall be made from the actual value of the portion within 
this state, determined as above provided. In all cases, in 
determining the total valuation of such railroads or other 
companies, or the valuation of that portion lying within 
the state, and the deductions to be made therefrom, the 
commission shall receive and consider all competent evi- 
dence upon the questions of such valuation and deductions, 
and shall determine such valuation and deductions, upon all 
the evidence. 

‘* All valuations under this act shall be made as of the 
first day of April next preceding the annual assessment of 
taxes upon such railroads and other companies by said com- 
mission; and the words ‘the preceding year’ shall be con- 
strued as referring to the year next preceding such first 
day of April. 
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“‘K. The treasurer of every railroad, any portion of 
whose road is in this state, shall on or before the first day 
of June annually deliver to the state tax commission a 
sworn statement showing the number of shares of each class 
of its stock and the market value of each share, as of the 
first day of April, the dividends paid per share on each 
class of said stock during the year preceding the first day 
of April and the dates of such payments, the date of issue, 
number and denomination of each issue of its bonds, the 
interest paid during the year preceding and the market 
value of each of said bonds, the amount of its floating in- 
debtedness with the interest paid on the same and the aver- 
age market value of said floating indebtedness during said 
preceding year, the gross earnings, whether derived from 
operation or lease of said road, the amount expended from 
said earnings for operating expenses, not including any 
sum expended for physical betterments or transferred to 
surplus or sinking funds during said preceding year, the 
amount expended for physical betterments or transferred 
to surplus or sinking funds during the preceding year, and 
whence derived, the amount of money actually on hand in 
cash in said April 1st, and the whole trackage of the road 
and the portion thereof lying without the state. The rail- 
road shall also furnish to the commission all evidence re- 
‘quired by it, and such evidence when in writing shall be 
accessible to the attorney-general. Other companies under 
this act shall make returns in the manner and form re- 
quired by existing laws and shall furnish such further re- 
turns and evidence as may be required by said commission 
to enable it properly to perform its duties. 

‘“‘F. If any such railroad or other company shall neglect 
seasonably to furnish the aforesaid required evidence or to 
lay the required evidence before the commission, such rail- 
road or other companies may be doomed to pay a tax on 
double the value of its property and estate, subject to taxa- 
tion; and for this purpose the commission shall determine 
such value in any manner they see fit. 
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‘“‘q. Any company against whom a tax is assessed, as 
aforesaid, and who is aggrieved thereby, may apply to the 
superior court for relief, within six months after receiving 
notice of such assessment. The superior court shall there- 
upon give to the parties such notice and hearing, and shall 
make such orders and decisions concerning all matters in- 
volved in or collateral to the proceeding, as justice may 
require. 

‘‘H. The pendency of proceedings for relief under the 
preceding section shall not be cause for delay in the pay- 
ment of any tax. If, upon such proceedings, judgment for 
a reduction of any tax shall be rendered, the state treasurer 
shall credit and allow such reduction upon any tax assessed 
against the party entitled to the same, and payable next 
after the rendition of such judgment. 

‘‘T. It shall be the duty of the attorney-general to re- 
ceive complaints on behalf of the state as to the assessment 
of any such company and carefully to examine into all 
cases where it is alleged that any property or estate of any 
such company has not been assessed or has been fraudu- 
lently or for any reason improperly or unequally assessed 
or the law in any manner evaded or violated. In any such 
ease the attorney-general on behalf of the state may apply 
to the superior court for a review of the proceedings before 
said commission within six months after the certificate of 
such assessment shall have been filed with the state treas- 
urer. The superior court shall thereupon give to the 
parties such notices and hearing and shall make such orders 
and decisions concerning all matters involved in or col- 
lateral to the proceedings as justice may require. When- 
ever on such review it shall appear that the tax on any 
such company was too small either because of insufficient 
valuation or because of improper computation of the aver- 
age rate, the difference between such tax as assessed by the 
commission and the tax as assessed by the court shall be 
paid by the company concerned as of the date of the decree 
of the court, together with the costs of the proceedings. If 
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the finding of the commission is sustained by the court the 
costs of the proceedings shall be paid by the state.’’ 
The question being stated, 
Shall the proposed amendment, offered by Senator Bass, 
be adopted ? 
(Discussion ensued. ) 


On the above question Senator Bass demanded the yeas 
and nays. 

The clerk proceeded to call the roll. 

The following named Senators voted in the affirmative:

Four Senators having voted in the affirmative and nine- 
teen Senators having voted in the negative, the negative 
prevailed and the proposed amendment was not adopted. 

The question recurring, 

Shall the amendment proposed by the Honorable Sen- 
ator from District No. 10 be adopted? 

The affirmative prevailed on a viva voce vote and the 
amendment was adopted. 

Senator Chase offered the following amendment: 

Amend section 11 by adding thereto the following: ‘‘pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as depriving a corporation of the right to apply to 
the Superior Court for relief as provided in section 10, 
chapter 64 of the Public Statutes.”’ 

The question being stated, 

Shall the amendment be adopted ? 

The affirmative prevailed on a viva voce vote and the 
amendment was adopted. . 

The bill as amended was then ordered to a third reading 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

On motion of Senator Hurd, the rules were so far sus- 
pended that the bill was read a third time by title, passed 
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and sent to the House of Representatives for concurrence 
in Senate amendments.

such person. Any violation of the terms of this act may 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
The certificate of insanity shall be in the form prescribed 
by the commission and shall contain the facts and circum- 
stances upon which the judgment of the physicians is 
based. 

*« «Secor. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
upon its passage.’ ”’

and recommended its passage: 
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‘¢ Amend said bill by striking out sections 3 and 4, and 
renumbering the subsequent sections.’ 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted, and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon at 
2 o’clock. 

Senator Stahl, for the Committee on Railroads, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 258, An act relative to motor 
vehicles and to the operation thereof, having considered the 


same reported the same with the following amendment and | 


recommended its passage: 

That all after the enacting clause of said bill be stricken 
out, and the following substituted : 

Sect, 1. That section 2 of chapter 86 of the Laws of 
1905 be amended by striking out the words, ‘‘three dol- 
lars,’’ in the 17th and 18th line of said section, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: five dollars in the case of 
an automobile and one dollar in the case of a motor cycle; 
further amend said section 2 of said chapter 86 by adding 
after the word ‘‘hours,’’ in the 33d line, the following: 
Each certificate of registration shall terminate on December 
31 of the year of issue. So that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 

‘‘Sror. 2. All automobiles and motor cycles shall be reg- 
istered by the owner or person in control thereof in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. Applications for such 
registration shall be made, by mail or otherwise, to the 
secretary of state, upon blanks prepared under his author- 
ity. The application shall, in addition to such other par- 
tieulars as may be required by the secretary of state, con- 
tain a statement of the name, place of residence, and ad- 
dress of the applicant, with a brief description of the auto- 
mobile or motor cycle, including the name of the maker, 
the number, if any, affixed by the maker, the character of 
the motive power and the amount of such power stated in 
figures of horse-power, and with such application shall be 
deposited a registration fee of five dollars in the case of an 
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automobile and one dollar in the case of a motor cycle. 
Said secretary of state shall then register in a book to be 
kept for the purpose, the automobile or motor cycle 
described in the application, giving to such vehicle a dis- 
tinguishing number or mark, which in all cases shall be fol- 
lowed by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ and shall thereupon issue 
to the applicant a certificate of registration and shall fur- 
nish such applicant with two number plates or tags bearing 
the distinguishing number or mark of his vehicle, followed 
by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ of such form as to be conveniently 
attached to the vehicle registered. The certificate shall con- 
tain the name, place of residence and address of the ap- 
plicant, and the registered number or mark, and shall pre- 
scribe the manner in whieh such registered number or mark 
shall be displayed upon the vehicle, and shall be in such 
form and contain such further provisions as the secretary 
of state may prescribe. The certificate of registration shall 
always be carried in some easily accessible place in the 
vehicle described therein. A proper record of all applica- 
tions and of all certificates issued shall be kept by the seere- 
tary of state at his office and shall be open to the inspection 
of any person during reasonable business hours. Each 
certificate of registration shall terminate on December 31 
of the year of issue. Upon the sale of any automobile or 
motor cycle its registration shall expire and the vendor 
shall immediately return the certificate of registration and 
number plates to said secretary of state, with notice of the 
sale and of the name, place of residence and address of the 
vendee.”’ 

Secor. 2, That section 3 of said section be amended by 
inserting after the word ‘‘dollars’’ in the 16th line thereof 
the word ‘‘annually,’’ so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

“‘Seor. 3. Every manufacturer of or dealer in automo- 
biles or motor cycles, may, instead of registering each such 
vehicle owned or controlled by him, make application upon 
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a blank provided by the secretary of state, for a general 
distinguishing number or mark, and the secretary of state 
shall, if the facts stated in said application are true, grant 
said application and issue to the applicant a certificate of 
registration containing the name, place of residence and 
address of the applicant and the general number or mark 
assigned to him and made in such form and containing 
such further provisions as said secretary of state may de- 
termine, and all automobiles or motor cycles owned or con- 
trolled by such manufacturer or dealer shall, until sold or 
let for hire, or loaned for a period of more than five suc- 
cessive days, be regarded as registered under such general 
distinguishing mark or number. The fee for every such 
license shall be ten dollars annually, and approved number 
plates or tags shall be furnished to the applicant by said 
secretary of state for the sum of one dollar per pair.’’ 

Sror. 3. That section 6 of said chapter be amended by 
adding after the word ‘‘state,’’ in the third line of said 
section, the following: for ten days continuously, at the 
expiration of which time they shall be subject to registra- 
tion the same as automobiles and motor cycles owned by 
residents of the state; so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

‘‘Snor. 6. Automobiles or motor cycles owned by non- 
residents of this state and registered in some other state, 
may be operated upon the roads and highways of this state, 
for ten days continuously, at the expiration of which time 
they shall be subject to registration the same as automobiles 
and motor cycles owned by residents of the state, subject, 
however, to the speed limitations contained in this act. 
Any non-resident person holding an operator’s or chauf- 
feur’s license from another state may operate an automobile 
or motor cycle in this state subject to a revocation or sus- 
pension of such right by the secretary of state for cause as 
hereinafter provided.”’ | 

Sror. 4. That section 11 of said chapter be amended by 
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adding to said section the following: All fees in excess of 
the sums necessary to carry out the provisions of this chap- 
ter shall be expended for the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the highways under the direction of the governor 
and council, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
35, Laws of 1905, and amendments thereof, said balance to 
be in addition to all sums already appropriated or that may 
hereafter be appropriated by the General Court for the 
same purpose. So that said section as amended shall read 
as follows: 

““Seor. 11. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state 
to perform all acts as provided herein. The fees received 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid quarterly by 
the secretary of state into the treasury of the state, and 
such expenses as may be necessary in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act shall be paid out of the treasury of the 
state. All fees in excess of the sums necessary to earry out 
the provisions of this chapter shall be expended for the 
maintenance and improvement of the highways under the 
direction of the governor and council, in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, and amendments 
thereof, said balance to be in addition to all sums already 
appropriated or that may hereafter be appropriated by the 
General Court for the same purpose.’’ 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon January 1, 
1910, upon which date all registrations of automobiles and 
motor cycles issued prior thereto shall terminate. 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Martin, for the Committee on Forestry, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 118, An act in amendment of 
and in addition to chapter 97 of Session Laws of 1905, 
entitled ‘‘An act for the protection of forests from fire,’’ 
having considered the same, reported the same with the 
following amendment and recommended its passage : 
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Amend the bill by striking out all of sections 1 and 5 and 
renumbering the subsequent sections. 

Amend the new section 1 by inserting after the words 
‘‘approved by the,’’ in line 3, the word ‘‘state.’’ 

Further amend the new section 1 by striking out the 
words ‘‘of such city or town’’ in lines 3 and 4, so that said 
section as amended shall read: 

‘*Section 1. No person shall operate within any city or 
town any portable steam mill unless the same is provided 
with a suitable spark arrester, approved by the state forest 
fire warden—such approval shall be in writing, signed by 
the fire warden, and said approval may be revoked by said 
fire warden, in the same manner.’’ 

Amend section 2 by striking out the words ‘‘in his city 
or town’’ in line 2, so that said section as amended shall 
read: 

‘*Seor. 2. It shall be the duty of the fire warden to ex- 
amine all portable steam mills whenever he deems it neces- 
sary, to determine whether they are provided with suitable 
spark arresters, and whether the same are kept in con- 
stant use.”’ 

The report was accepted, amendment adopted and the 
bill as amended ordered to a third reading this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Turner, for the Committee on the Judiciary, to 
whom was referred House Bill No. 613, An act in amend- 
ment of section 11 of chapter 55 of the Public Statutes, re- 
lating to tax exemptions, having considered the same, re- 
ported the same with the following amendment and recom- 
mended its passage: 

Amend said bill by striking out the word ‘‘assess’’ in 
the fourth and fourteenth lines, and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘‘appraise,’’ so that said bill as amended 
shall read: 

‘‘Section 1. Amend section 11 of chapter 55 of the 
Publie Statutes by adding at the end of said section the 
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following: Provided, however, that the assessors shall an- 
nually appraise such property and the valuation deter- 
mined upon for the same shall be added to the valuation of 
all other property in the town to determine the total valua- 
tion for the purposes of state and county tax; so that said 
section as amended shall read: 

‘“* “Sect. 11. Towns may by vote exempt from taxation 
for a term not exceeding ten years any manufacturing es- 
tablishment proposed to be erected or put in operation 
therein and the capital to be used in operating the same, 
unless such establishment has been previously exempted by 
some town. Provided, however, that the assessors shall an- 
nually appraise such property and the valuation deter- 
mined upon for the same shall be added to the valuation of

139, Laws of 1907,’’’ so that said title shall read as

The governor and council shall forthwith 
designate for improvement by suitable description three 
continuous highways from the Massachusetts state line 
northerly. The first route so designated shall extend from 
the Massachusetts state line at Seabrook to and through 
Pinkham Notch, thence through Dixville Notch to Cole- 
brook and shall be known as the east side road. The second 
route so designated shall extend from the Massachusetts 
state line at Nashua over the road designated by the gov- 
ernor and council under chapter 139, Laws of 1907, and 
continuing beyond the said route to the town boundary 
between the towns of Woodstock and Lincoln, and shall be 
known as the Merrimack Valley road. The third route so 
designated shall extend from the Massachusetts state line 
at a point to be determined by the governor and council 
along the Connecticut and Ammonoosue valleys to the 
terminus of the east side road at Colebrook, and shall be 
known as the west side road. 

“Sect. 16. The routes of such highways may be changed 
ffom existing highways by the governor and council to 
such extent as in their opinion the good of the public may 
require, and for that purpose they are hereby authorized to 
designate such changes, to take or purchase land and have 
damages assessed therefor in accordance with the provis- 
ions of this act. ? | 

“‘Secr. 17. No city or town through which said roads 
are designated to pass shall receive any state aid for high- 
way improvement on city or town roads except on the road 
so designated until said improvements of such roads are 
completed within such cities or towns. No state funds, how- 
ever, shall be expended for improvements of any highways 
in the compact portion of any city or town, should there be 
any, such compact portion to be determined by the governor 
and council. 

“*SEcr. 18. Cities and towns in which the roads designated 
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or provided for in sections 15 and 16 of this act lie, shall 
receive from the funds available as herein provided one- 
half the cost of such improvements of roads within their 
limits and such further sums in towns unable to pay that 
proportion as in the opinion of the governor and council 
may be equitable. Improvements of said roads in any city 
or town shall be made upon application by said city or town 
as hereinbefore provided, except, however, that application 
shall not be required to be filed previous to May 1 of any 
year. 

‘Spor. 19. The treasurer of the state is hereby author- 
ized under the direction of the governor and council, to 
issue bonds or certificates of indebtedness in the name and 
on behalf of the state to an amount not exceeding one mil- 
lion dollars, payable in such sums and at such times, not 
exceeding thirty years, as the governor and council shall 
determine. They shall bear interest not to exceed 3% 
per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and have inter- 
est coupons attached to each bond and said bonds and 
coupons shall be signed by the treasurer and be made pay- 
able at such place or places as the governor and council 
shall designate. Such bonds shall be called the Highway 
Bonds and shall be countersigned by the governor and 
shall be deemed a pledge of the faith and credit of the state. 
The secretary of state shall keep an account of all such 
bonds countersigned by the governor, showing the number 
and amount of each bond, the time of countersigning, the 
time when payable and the date of delivery to the treasurer. 
The treasurer shall keep an account of each bond, showing 
the number thereof, the name of the person to whom sold, 
the amount received for the same, the date of the sale, and 
the time when payable. The treasurer may negotiate and 
sell such bonds by direction of the governor and council in 
such manner as they may determine most advantageous to 
the state, but the amount to be issued in any one year shall 
not exeeed one-fourth of the total authorized issue, and no 
bond shall be sold for less than its par value nor shall such 
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bonds be loaned, pledged or hypothecated in any way what- 
ever in behalf of the state. Before said bonds are negoti- 
ated and sold they shall be offered for at least thirty aays 
to residents of the state of New Hampshire at par value 
and all bonds so disposed of shall not be taxable in this 
state, provided they are held by residents of this state, and 
shall bear interest at 3 per cent. The proceeds of the sale 
of said bonds shall be held by the treasurer, and paid by 
him upon warrants drawn by the governor for the purposes 
of this act, but no proceeds, however, shall be used for the 
maintenance of highways or for any purpose except per- 
manent construction or improvement as herein provided 
and for the necessary expenditures in the administration 
of this act. 

‘‘SEor. 20. The’roads designated under sections 15 and 
16 of this act shall be maintained by the city, town or place 
within which it is located at the expense of the city, town 
or place, and to the satisfaction of the governor and coun- 
cil, and in case any city, town or place shall neglect to make 
repairs ordered by the governor and council, such repairs 
shall be made under the direction of the governor and coun- 
cil at the expense of the state, and the cost thereof shall be 
added to the state tax for that city, town or place for the 
next year, except that assistance may be rendered by the 
governor and council to such towns or places as are in their 
opinion equitably entitled thereto, from any funds pro- 
vided for such purpose by this act. 

“Sect. 21. The governor is hereby authorized to draw 
his warrants for the payment of any sum or sums of money 
provided for by this act out of any money in the treasury 
and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed and this act shall take effect upon its 
passage.”’ 

Sect. 6. The unexpended amounts apportioned by the 
governor and council under chapter 139, Laws of 1907, to 
cities and towns on the Merrimack Valley road as provided 
for in that chapter, together with the unexpended amounts 
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appropriated by the towns on said road, shall continue as 
joint funds to be expended under the provisions of chapter 
35, Laws of 1905, as amended by this act, and all existing 
contracts made under the provisions of said chapter 139, 
Laws of 1907, shall remain in force. 

Secr. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

The report was accepted and the amendments adopted. 

Senator Wallace moved that the rules be so far sus- 
pended that reference of the bill to the Committee on 
Finance be dispensed with. 

The question being stated, 

Shall the rules be suspended?

The clerk proceeded to call the roll.

The following communication was read by the Presi- 
dent: 

Concorp, N. H., April 8, 1909. 
Hon. Harry T. Lord, President of the Senate. 
Hon. Walter W. Scott, Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives. ; 

On March 24, 1909, the House of Representatives passed 

by vote of 185 in favor to 124 against House Bill No. 542, 
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entitled, ‘‘An act to create a permanent tax commission, 
defining its duties, and abolishing the state board of equal- 
ization.’’ This bill the Senate has returned to the House 
with amendments, and yesterday said bill was laid upon the 
table without a dissenting vote. 

On April 6 the House passed by vote of 208 in favor of, 
113 against, House Bill No. 622, entitled ‘‘An act relating 
to the taxation of public service companies,’’ known as the 
Wyman bill. On April 7 the Senate indefinitely postponed 
the bill by vote of 14 to 9. This record shows that the 
sentiment of the House, which doubtless represents general 
public opinion, is strongly in favor of having public ser- 
vice companies taxed by the method defined in the Wyman 
bill. 

It is obvious that the final passage of the tax commission 
pill, without including therein some substantial provisions 
for safeguarding public interests, will not be likely to prove 
satisfactory to the citizens of the state. 

Those who have been compelled to oppose the tax com- 
mission bill believe that it does not represent the essential 
features required by the Republican and Democratic plat- 
forms, for while it contemplates and makes full provision 
for the valuation of individual property, it does not pro- 
vide an efficient method of procuring a just and propor- 
tionate valuation upon public service corporations. They 
fear that should the House take from the table the amended 
pill there would be danger that House Bill No. 542 would 
become law without amendment. On the other hand, if 
the amended bill is not taken from the table the situation 
in the state in regard to taxation will be left in an unsatis- 
factory position. 

They desire to codperate with those who have heretofore 
been active in promoting the tax commission bill to secure 
the adoption of amendments which will protect the state 
and the general taxpayer as well as the public service 
companies. ; 

To accomplish any result an understanding must be 
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reached and action taken within the few remaining hours 
of the session. 

To the end of bringing this situation to a satisfactory 
conclusion, the suggestion is made to you as presiding offi- 
cers of the Senate and House, that you bring together rep- 
resentatives of the contending elements for a free discus- 
sion of the situation with a view of accomplishing a fair 
and equitable solution.

Said city 
shall be divided into three districts for the purpose of 
choosing members of said school committee, as follows: the 
first district shall include the present sixteenth senatorial 
district ; the second district shall include the present seven- 
teenth senatorial district ; and the third district shall include 
the present eighteenth senatorial district; and said school 
committee shall have and exercise all the powers by law 
granted to the existing school committee of the city of 
Manchester. It may make all reasonable rules for its own 
government and shall organize by the choice of one of its 
number as chairman and another as clerk. The members 
of said school committee, excepting the mayor and presi- 
dent of the common council, shall receive a salary of fifty 
dollars, and the chairman and clerk each twenty-five dol- 
lars additional, all payable annually. At the biennial 
election of 1910 said districts shall elect members of the 
school committee to serve from the first day of January, 
1910, as follows: the first district shall elect one member 
of said school committee to serve two years: the second dis- 
trict shall elect one member of said school committee to serve 
four years; the third district shall elect one member of said 
school committee to serve six years; and thereafter at the 
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biennial election next preceding the expiration of his term, 
each district shall elect a member of said school committee 
to serve six years from the expiration of the term of the 
member then holding said office. Each member shall serve 
until his successor is chosen and qualified. If a vacancy 
shall occur in the membership of said school committee the 
mayor may appoint a member to serve during the unex- 
pired term.’’

*‘Section 1. Except when the ground is covered with 
snow, no person shall operate within any city or town any 
portable steam mill unless the same is provided with a suit- 
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able spark arrester, approved by the forest fire warden of 
such city or town—such approval shall be in writing, 
signed by the fire warden, and said approval may be re- 
voked by said fire warden in the same manner. 

‘“‘Snor, 2. It shall be the duty of the fire warden to ex- 
amine all portable steam mills in his city or town, when- 
ever he deems it necessary, to determine whether they are 
provided with suitable spark arresters, and whether the 
same are kept in constant use as provided for by section 1 
of this act. 

‘Spor, 3. Any person operating a portable steam mill 
when the ground is not covered with snow, without a spark 
_arrester and the approval of the fire warden as herein pro- 
vided, and any owner or part owner of said mill knowingly 
permitting its operation, shall be fined not less than fifty 
dollars and not more than one hundred dollars. 

Your committee of conference further recommends that 
the House of Representatives recede from its position of 
non-coneurrence to the Senate amendments.

section as amended shall read as follows:”’ 

‘¢¢Qnop, 8. No automobile or motor cycle shall be oper- 
ated upon any public highway outside the business district 
or the compactly built sections of a city or town at a speed 
greater than twenty-five miles an hour, or within the busi- 
ness districts or compactly built sections of a city or town, 
at a speed greater than ten miles an hour. A point upon a 
road shall be considered to be within the compactly built 
section of a city or town if the buildings abutting upon the 
road for one-quarter of a mile immediately adjacent to 
the point in question average one hundred feet apart or 
less. Upon traversing a crossing of intersecting ways, in 
eoing around a corner or curve which cuts off a free view 
of the road to be traversed, or in traversing a highway bor- 
dering a steep descent or passing over a bridge, every per- 
son operating such a vehicle shall run it at a rate of speed 
less than that heretofore specified and at no time and in no 
place greater than is reasonable and proper, having regard 
to traffic, the use of the way, and the safety of the public. 
In traversing a crossing of intersecting ways or in going 
around a corner or sharp curve in a road, the operator 
shall sound his horn or bell.’ ”’ 

And by renumbering the subsequent sections so that sec- 
tion 4 shall be section 5, and section 5 shall be section 6, so 
that said amendment as amended shall read as follows: 

‘‘Snorion 1. That section 2 of chapter 86 of the Laws 
of 1905 be amended by striking out the words, ‘three dol- 
lars,’ in the 17th and 18th line of said section, and substi- 
tuting therefor the following: ten dollars in the case of an 
automobile and two dollars in the case of a motor cycle; 
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further amend said section 2 of said chapter 86 by adding 
after the word ‘‘hours,’’ in the 33d line, the following: 
Each certificate of registration shall terminate on December 
31 of the year of issue. So that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 

“Sect. 2. All automobiles and motor eycles shall be 
registered by the owner or person in control thereof in 
accordance with the provisions of this act. Applications 
for such registration shall be made, by mail or otherwise, 
to the secretary of state, upon blanks prepared under his 
authority. The application shall, in addition to such other 
particulars as may be required by the secretary of state, 
contain a statement of the name, place of residence, and 
address of the applicant, with a brief description of the 
automobile or motor cycle, including the name of the 
maker, the number, if any, affixed by the maker, the char- 
acter of the motive power and the amount of such power 
stated in figures of horse power, and with such application 
shall be deposited a registration fee of ten dollars in the 
case of an automobile and two dollars in the case of a motor 
cycle. Said secretary of state shall then register in a book 
to be kept for the purpose, the automobile or motor cycle 
described in the application, giving to such vehicle a dis- 
tinguishing number or mark, which in all cases shall be fol- 
lowed by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ and shall thereupon issue 
to the applicant a certificate of registration and shall fur- 
nish such applicant with two number plates or tags bearing 
the distinguishing number or mark of his vehicle, followed 
by the letters ‘‘N. H.,”’ of such form as to be conveniently 
attached to the vehicle registered. The certificate shall con- 
tain the name, place of residence and address of the ap- 
plicant, and the registered number or mark, and shall pre- 
scribe the manner in which such registered number or mark 
shall be displayed upon the vehicle, and shall be in such 
form and contain such further provisions as the secretary 
of state may prescribe. The certificate of registration shall 
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always be carried in some easily accessible place in the 
vehicle described therein. A proper record of all applica- 
tions and of all certificates issued shall be kept by the secre- 
tary of state at his office and shall be open to the inspection 
of any person during reasonable business hours. Each 
certificate of registration shall terminate on December 31 
of the year of issue. Upon the sale of any automobile or 
motor cycle its registration shall expire and the vendor 
shall immediately return the certificate of registration and 
number plates to said secretary of state, with notice of the 
sale and of the name, place of residence and address of the 
vendee.’ 

‘Spor, 2, That section 3 of said chapter be amended by 
inserting after the word ‘dollars’ in the 16th line thereof 
the word ‘annually,’ so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

‘«¢Qnop, 3. Every manufacturer of or dealer in auto- 
mobiles or motor cycles, may, instead of registering each 
such vehicle owned or controlled by him, make application 
upon a blank provided by the secretary of state, for a gen- 
eral distinguishing number or mark, and the secretary of 
state shall, if the facts stated in said application are true, 
erant said application and issue to the applicant a certifi- 
cate of registration containing the name, place of residence 
and address of the applicant and the general number or 
mark assigned to him and made in such form and contain- 
ing such further provisions as said secretary of state may 
determine, and all automobiles or motor cycles owned or 
controlled by such manufacturer or dealer shall, until sold 
or let for hire, or loaned for a period of more than ten suc- 
cessive days, be regarded as registered under such general 
distinguishing mark or number. The fee for every such 
license shall be twenty-five dollars annually, and approved 
number plates or tags shall be furnished to the applicant 
by said secretary of state for the sum of one dollar per 
pair.’ 
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‘‘Seor. 3. That section 6 of said chapter be amended by 
adding after the word ‘state,’ in the third line of said 
section, the following: for ten days continuously, at the 
expiration of which time they shall be subject to registra- 
tion the same as automobiles and motor eycles owned by 
residents of the state; so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

‘**Sror. 6. Automobiles or motor eycles owned by non- 
residents of this state and registered in some other state 
may be operated upon the roads and highways of this state, 
for ten days continuously, at the expiration of which time 
they shall be subject to registration the same as automobiles 
and motor cycles owned by residents of the state, subject, 
however, to the speed limitations contained in this act. 
Any non-resident person holding an operator’s or chauf- 
‘feur’s license from another state may operate an automobile 
or motor cycle in this state subject to a revocation or sus- 
pension of such right by the secretary of state for cause as 
hereinafter provided.’

The House of Representatives has passed the following 
resolution, in the passage of which the House asks the con- 
currence of the Honorable Senate: 
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Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate 
concurring, That a committee consisting of one from each 
county be appointed by the House, with such as the Senate 
may join, to wait on His Excellency the Governor and in- 
form him that the Legislature has completed the business 
of the session and is ready to receive any communication 
he may be pleased to make. 

The Speaker has appointed as such committee on the 
part of the House, French of Moultonborough, Doe of 
Somersworth, Stevenson of Exeter, Fisk of Sullivan, Dow 
of Laconia, Thompson of Concord, Gale of Greenville, Swan’ 
of Keene, Cheney of Ashland, Cole of Berlin.

His Excellency, Honorable Henry B. Quinby, attended 
by the Honorable Council, then appeared and made the fol- 
lowing communication to the Senate: 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Concorp, N. H., April 9, 1909. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: 


I have signed or returned to the body in which they orig- 
inated all the bills and joint resolutions which have been 
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submitted to me for my approval except one, and I take 
this opportunity for thanking each of you for the diligent 
and painstaking manner in which you have considered the 
problems of the session. 

The additions which you have made to our laws comprise 
two hundred and eighty-two acts and forty-two resolves. In 
them is to be found a definite advance along the line of the 
pledges under which we came together at the beginning of 
the session. New Hampshire is now protected by statute 
against the undue activity of a lobby and against the misuse 

‘of railroad free passes. Our successors will assemble with 
commissions received directly from their constituents 
through the operation of a direct primary. Communities 
which vote no license are now supplied with the statutory 
machinery necessary to make their expressed desires effec- 
tive. All branches of state activity in the line of progress 
have been cared for. Your wise action in providing for 
three trunk lines has insured the development of our beau- 
tiful mountain and lake regions. Liberal provision has 
been made for the support of the departments and institu- 
tions of the state, and our successors will come to an en- 
larged and modernized capitol building. 

These results are due to the considerate codperation of all, 
and I thank you and congratulate you on the outcome of 
our labors. 

Having been informed by a joint committee of your bod- 
ies that you have completed the business of the session and 
are ready to adjourn, I do, by the authority vested in me as 
governor, hereby declare the General Court of New Hamp- 
shire adjourned to the last Wednesday of December, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand, nine hundred and ten.

The Governor, Governor-elect and the Honorable Coun- 
cil then came in, and the Hon. Henry B. Quinby, Governor- 
elect, then took and subscribed the oath of office and the 
oath of allegiance before the President of the Senate and in 
the presence of both branches of the Legislature, where- 
upon the Hon. Harry T. Lord, President of the Senate, 
made proclamation as follows: 

Henry B. Quinby, having been duly elected Governor of 
New Hampshire, accepted the office and taken the oath pre- 
scribed by the Constitution, I do therefore declare and pro- 
claim His Excellency, Henry B. Quinby, Governor of the 
state of New Hampshire, to hold the office during the 
period prescribed by the Constitution and laws of the state,

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and I present Your Excellency with a copy of the Consti- 
tution of the state as a guide in the discharge of your of- 
ficial duties. 

His Excellency then read the following message : 


Senators and Representatives: 


As public servants we have assembled to provide for the 
continuance of good government for our state, and to ini- 
tiate measures of progress which are promised and de- 
manded, both by the advance which has already been made 
along many lines, and by our determination to keep abreast 
of our fellows in the brotherhood of states in all things 
which make for general prosperity. 

As public servants we have given our oath to this end,— 
you as representing the legislative, and I the executive 
branch of the government. Upon each of us, therefore, 
rests an unavoidable share of the responsibility of what- 
ever is done or omitted to be done in the weeks that are 
before us. In addition to or oath most of us have given 
pledges, which are equally binding, and have made dec- 
larations which are covenants with the people. I assume, 
therefore, that it remains chiefly for us to adjust only the 
natural and inevitable differences of opinion due to our 
numbers, in order to arrive at conclusions satisfactory 
alike to us and to our constituents. I therefore indulge 
the hope that mutual confidence and codperation will pre- 
vail. Let us divest our minds of prejudice, and take up 
all questions for examination in the light of our duty, 
and of the best interests of the state: To such a course 
I pledge myself without reserve, and I feel sure that none 
of you will be lacking in reciprocal spirit. In this man- 
ner we shall render this session of the General Court nota- 
ble in the legislative annals of our state, and through its 
results mark an epoch of progress for New Hampshire. 


FINANCIAL. 


The financial condition of the state, considered in its 
relation to resources and liabilities, is fairly satisfactory. 
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As regards the relation of current receipts and current 
expenditures, however, a different situation exists; for in 
recent years we have to record a material increase in the 
net indebtedness of the state. 

For the fiscal year ending August 1, 1908, the treasurer 
reports actual receipts, exclusive of cash on hand Septem- 
ber 1, 1907, of $1,868,516.39; yet less than half of this 
sum, or only $905,823.01 could be considered as revenue. 

The total disbursements of the year were $1,839,824.10 ; 
of which amount more than half, or $968,589.69 was 
chargeable to expense. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
deficit for the past year amounts to $62,766.68,—and this 
in a year when there was no session of the Legislature with 
its attendant cost for pay roll, mileage and incidental ex- 
penses. 

It is apparent, then, that if the credit of the state is to 
be maintained, there must be an immediate and consider- 
able increase in the revenue, unless we are prepared to 
abandon the existing enlightened policy in regard to our 
charitable, remedial, educational, and reformatory insti- 
tutions, or to check the progressive and liberal spirit with 
which the state has of late entered upon an extended pro- 
gram of public improvements. 

Neither of these alternatives will, I am confident, meet 
with general approval. No considerable number of our 
people begrudge the money now expended for schools, 
hospitals, libraries, reformatories, the National Guard, the 
public health, good roads, the promotion of agriculture, 
the extension of our summer business, the propagation of 
fish and game, or, indeed, any of the manifold functions 
which the modern state has taken to itself. On the con- 
trary, most people would be glad to see each of these 
agencies for the betterment of the state’s condition 
strengthened, extended and improved. It is in response 
to this spirit, so well understood, that the people’s repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature have appropriated the state’s 
money to these causes, and no one of us wishes to take a 
backward step. 
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‘TAXATION. 


But inasmuch as every dollar which is here appropriated 
from the treasury must be put there in the form of taxa- 
tion, it behooves us to see to it that the fiscal reservoir be © 
kept at least at the level of the demands made upon it, and 
that, too, in the manner least burdensome upon all classes 
of the people. This involves the consideration of problems 
which are somewhat complex. In the report of the Special 
Tax Commission, which was appointed a year ago, and 
whose conclusions have been in your hands for study for 
several weeks, you will find an illuminating discussion of 
the entire problem of taxation in New Hampshire, and I 
commend the Commission’s recommendations to your 
thoughtful consideration. 

I especially commend to you that portion of their con- 
clusions which suggests the levying of taxation upon pub- 
lic service corporations at the average rate of taxation ex- 
isting throughout the state, computed exclusive of the taxes 
upon the capital of insurance companies and the deposits 
in savings banks; and I trust that a law embodying this 
principle will soon be presented to me. 

Direct taxation is an abhorrent method of securing pub- 
lic revenue, yet in New Hampshire, the state, the county, 
and the local community, be it city, town, or precinct, thus 
levies upon every citizen. To be sure, there are peculiar- 
ities of our laws which lighten or entirely remove the bur- 
den in some instances so far as the state is concerned; but 
this is an incongruity as it stands. The entire trend of 
modern taxation systems in all commonwealths is in the 
direction of the absolute elimination of the direct state 
tax; and in the Tax Commission’s report you will find a 
recommendation to that end, and I would be glad to see 
the result attained as the Commission suggests it. I have 
long entertained the belief that two most equitable and effi- 
cient means of increasing the public revenue lie in retain- 
ing in the state treasury all of the railroad taxes except 
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that returnable to the cities and towns on account of rail- 
road locations, and in retaining the entire savings bank 
tax for the benefit of the state, leaving the literary fund 
to be cared for by direct appropriations. 

But whatever may be the form of legislation which you 
will employ, I urge upon you, gentlemen, as speedily as 
may be to send to me for signature legislation which will 
remedy the defects in our present system of taxation, which 
will distribute the public burdens equitably among all 
classes of corporations and citizens, and which will furnish 
to the state treasury the funds so sorely needed to carry 
forward the beneficent enterprises upon which the state 
is already embarked, to improve and construct enduring 
and attractive highways, to foster education, and, in gen- 
eral, to supply all legitimate demands for the state’s co- 
operation and support. 


THE RAILROAD FREE PASS. 


The railroad free pass has been fiercely attacked as be- 
ing an improper agency in political affairs. Toward the 
elimination of the free pass as a factor in politics, your 
predecessors in the Legislature of 1907 took a long step 
by prohibiting the acceptance and use of such favors by 
members of the Legislature, and by most of our public offi- 
cers. Whatever remains to be done to complete the abol- 
ishment of the political free pass, I look to you, gentlemen 
of the Legislature, speedily to accomplish. Many forms of 
enactment will doubtless be suggested to you for this pur- 
pose, but there is one general guide in this matter which 
you will not lose sight of, I am sure. I refer to the plat- 
form declarations upon that subject. Anti-free pass leg- 
islation in line with those declarations will have my heart- 
iest approval, and I trust that you will promptly lay it be- 
fore me for signature. 
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RESTRICTION OF THE LOBBY. 


The lobby, so called, has found itself seriously curtailed 
in scope and power by changing conditions of the public 
mind, and it is for us to take action still further to restrict 
its operations. The only available means for this purpose 
is by enactment requiring attorneys and all other persons 
appearing before committees of the Legislature in a repre- 
sentative capacity to register their appearance in the pub- 
lic records of the secretary of state’s office with a statement 
declaring in whose interest such appearance is made, to- 
gether with a return of their fees and expenses. Such a 
law I recommend, with the further suggestion that its pas- 
sage be expedited so as to render it serviceable during the 
session of the Legislature upon which we are now entering. 


THE DIRECT PRIMARY. 


The desire for public office rarely fails to engender a 
contest, no matter what method is in use in securing nom- 
inations. Seldom, however, within my knowledge, has a 
preliminary canvass or a nominating convention been con- 
ducted in a manner so free from reasonable basis for crit- 
icism as in our state during the past summer. Neverthe- 
less if improvements can be obtained in methods which | 
will operate to secure greater purity and honesty and 
equity in the formation of party tickets, we should most 
assuredly avail ourselves of them. ‘To this end the direct 
primary is advocated. It promises much, and hence jus- 
tifies the experiment. I therefore recommend that you 
enact a law the effect of which will be to confine party 
nominations to party adherents, and to place the nomina- 
tion of all elective state officers in the hands of the people. 


LIQUOR LEGISLATION, 


By common consent and by unbroken practice the judg- 
ment of the Legislature has been taken as final in all mat- 
ters pertaining to legislation which governs the liquor 
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traffic; and if it is your opinion that the law of 1903 shall 
be stricken from the statute books, I will complete your 
action with executive approval. If, however, you find no 
reason for making a change in the existing fundamental 
policy of the state in dealing with this matter, I earnestly 
recommend that in considering changes in the law such 
changes shall constantly be directed toward restricting to 
its minimum the use of intoxicants, and that you will not 
fail to provide every possible legal safeguard for the pro- 
tection of those communities which vote no-license. As 
a means for the better enforcement of the liquor law a 
deputy attorney-general should be provided to carry on 
such work, under the direction of the attorney-general; 
or this duty should be imposed upon the attorney-general, 
as the chief of the state’s solicitors, under a law prohibiting 
him from private practice and paying him a salary equal 
at least to that of members of the courts. The attorney- 
general acting in codperation with the county prosecuting 
officers, at hand for frequent consultation by state officials, 
available for the guidance of committees of the General 
Court, etc., would be an invaluable officer, and would be 
able many times over to save his salary each year. * 


EDUCATION. 


Under the wise and helpful leadership of the present 
superintendent of public instruction New Hampshire has 
made no inconsiderable advance in the efficiency of the 
public schools. Commensurate with the public means the 
state treasury has been opened for the advantage of the 
rural school and still wider codperation of this sort is hoped 
for and advocated by educational leaders, as well as by 
those who are qualified to voice the sentiments of the rural 
communities. This, however, like all other plans for pro- 
gressive legislation which demand money for their success, 
must be made to conform to the conditions of the treasury, 
though I have no hesitation in saying that if indebtedness 
is ever justifiable for a community or an individual, it is

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when caused by expenditures incident to the raising of the 
intellectual capacity. I recommend that among the uses 
to which you will devote the increased revenue which it 
is imperative that you provide, you include an enlarged 
measure of assistance to the public schools in the rural dis- 
tricts, an increase of the facilities for furnishing trained 
teachers, and the extension of skilled supervision for the 
graded schools. 


THE STATE COLLEGE. 


‘This institution will soon come into full enjoyment of 
the Thompson fund, when the income thus assured will 
suffice to place it in the class of the best endowed of New 
England educational institutions. It has been well pro- 
vided for by both state and national appropriations and I 
can see no pressing necessity for extraordinary expend- 
itures by you in its behalf at the present time. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The State Normal School, a pioneer in the work of train- 
ing teachers, has commanded favorable attention through 
the excellence of its accomplishments. It should be main- 
tained at the utmost of its efficiency and as I have inti- 
mated elsewhere, its efforts should be supplemented by 
those of new facilities for the training of teachers. 


THE STATE LIBRARY. 


The general interest in library development is by no 
means as active among our people now as it was ten or fif- 
teen years ago, and it seems to me that the state library 
might be usefully employed in stimulating the public at- 
tention to this subject. The library is enriching its col- 
lections along certain lines which are desirable, and as an 
instrument for the advancement of genealogical and his- 
torical research is most valuable. I would suggest that 
some portion of the funds now provided for accessions be 
made available for field work by the librarian with a view 
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to bringing about close relations between all the libraries 
of the state and the state-library, and for arousing a more 
general public interest in library work. 


BUREAU OF LABOR. 


The scope of the Bureau of Labor has been much nar- 
rowed by the limitations of the law under which it was 
established, and which has received no amendments since 
its enactment sixteen years ago. I suggest that the de- 
partment, if it is to be continued as an independent bureau, 
be broadened in scope to meet the expectations of those 
who were chiefly interested in having it created. 


LABOR. 


The progress of New Hampshire from the settlement of 
the colony has been made by the industry of her people 
and the welfare of those who toil should be an object of 
solicitude on the part of lawmakers. After a lifetime of 
close experience with a manufacturing industry, I am 
convinced that most of the difficulties for which legislative 
remedy is sought may be obviated by forbearance on the 
part of the employer and employees, and by a general and 
genuine recognition on both sides of the rights of one’s 
fellowmen. I am not, therefore, prepared to recommend 
specific legislation looking toward public interference in 
the relation between employer and employee. But, as a 
result of my observations, I have come to regard the 
trustee process as applied to laborers’ wages as tending 
to impose suffering and unwarranted hardship upon those 
who are blameless, and I ask you to abolish the practice 
by amendment of the statute. 


CHILD LABOR. 


The laws upon our statute books relative to child labor 
were designed effectively to protect the children. Let us 
ever bear in mind that upon the children of the present 
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are to be laid the burdens of the future, and that their 
rights and privileges should be fully safeguarded, so that 
they shall not be robbed by violation of law, of their health 
and educational opportunities which are so essential a 
foundation for useful lives; failure to enforce the laws in 
regard to child labor will deprive the children of those 
who labor of their birthright—intelligent citizenship. I 
therefore strongly recommend that. you not only add to 
the existing law anything lacking to make it thoroughly 
cover the subject, but that you provide that it be rigidl 

enforced. } 


THE EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS. 


The executive departments of the state government are 
all deserving of commendation. Though paying small 
salaries as compared with other states, or as compared 
with the returns secured by the same degree of capacity 
in private occupation, New Hampshire has been able to 
command a high order of service in the various commis- 
sions and boards of trust. Their reports will soon be laid 
before you for information concerning the transactions 
of the past two years, and I commend them to your study. 
I suggest further that you consider whether the economical 
and efficient conduct of the state’s affairs may not be ad- 
vanced by the consolidation of some of the various boards 
and bureaus now pursuing independent ways. I sin- 
cerely hope that you may be able to accomplish something 
along this line, for it cannot be regarded other than ex- 
travagant and inefficient that we should continue to main- 
tain and multiply individual executive agencies for the 
pursuit of work which may well be taken over by some of 
the existing departments and boards. 


BOARD OF CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 


The public interest, greatly increased during the last 
decade, in social problems, in the prevention and correc- 
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tion of crime and pauperism, in wise aid to the afflicted 
and true kindness to the unfortunate, is represented in the 
machinery of the state government by the Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections. The different state institutions 
(except the State Hospital and State Prison), the county 
institutions, and the orphanages in which public charges 
are cared for, are visited regularly by members of the 
board and, as a result, many changes for the better have 
been made. 


STATE HOSPITAL. 


This institution easily and justly holds a place among 
the foremost of its kind in the country, and I invite your 
special attention to the report of its officers. Notwith- 
standing the generous appropriations which have enabled 
large additions to its equipment, the hospital admissions 
so far exceed the discharge of patients, that more room is 
required. I do not, however, recommend that action to 
this end be taken now, but I do recommend that the time 
for receiving patients at the hospital from the county 
almshouses be extended to January 1, 1913, by which time 
provision can be made to fulfill the purposes of the Law 
of 1903. From an experience of twelve years upon the 
Hospital Board of Trustees, I feel that I have a special 
knowledge of the institution’s needs, and I ask you to 
make provision at this session for a new set of boilers to 
replace those which have served so well, for a new boiler 
house with the proper coal pockets, which will protect the 
inmates from the dangerous rigors of a possible break- 
down in the heating system at the time of its utmost need, 
and also eliminate the dangers incident to the present 
arrangement whereby the hospital carpenter shop is lo- . 
cated over the boiler room. There should also be a proper 
appropriation for necessary repairs to the hospital build- 
ings. 
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HOME FOR FEEBLE-MINDED. 


The Home for Feeble-Minded is entitled to rank among 
the necessary institutions of our state, and should receive 
its generous aid. I have recently visited this school and 
examined it thoroughly and I recommend that appropria- 
tions be made for a laundry, kitchen, dining-room, and an 
additional boiler. Under capable superintendence the 
School: for Feeble-Minded Children has made splendid 
progress, commensurate with the money afforded for its 
work. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


The Soldiers’ Home represents in part the measure of 
New Hampshire’s appreciation for the men who did battle 
for the preservation of the Union. Since opening its 
doors it has sheltered nearly seven hundred veterans. 
After some twenty years of use its buildings naturally 
are in need of extended repairs, and because of the in- 
creasing age of the inmates, with attendant feebleness and 
illness, an increase in the staff of nurses will soon be 
necessary. The generosity of the state has never failed 
to respond to the needs of this institution, and I commend 
it to your continued good favor. 


CONSUMPTIVES’ SANATORIUM. 


The State Sanatorium for Consumptives, for which pro- 
vision was made by the Legislature of 1905, is now under 
construction, and it will be your duty to provide for its 
maintenance. In this, as in the consideration of all other 
demands upon the public purse, due regard must be paid 
to the: condition of the treasury, as well as to the urgency 
of the work in hand. And in this connection I cannot 
refrain from once more directing your attention to the 
fact that upon the measures which you will adopt for the 
supply of the treasury will depend the degree with which 
you will be able to enter upon the extension of desirable 
and necessary public activities, or the inauguration of new 
ones. 
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RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The problem of the state’s relation to its common car- 
riers as then existing was met by the passage, in 1883, of 
the statute creating the present Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners. Though but slightly amended in the meantime, 
this law proves upon examination to contain the essence, 
at least, of the necessary provisions of the widely-heralded 
legislation of recent years elsewhere. The spirit of the 
times, however, calls for the state’s supervision over other 
public service agencies than the common carriers; and if 
such course is to be followed here I suggest that it be 
through a board created for that purpose or through ad- 
ding to the present duties of the Railroad Commission the 
further function of exercising the power of regulation 
which the state possesses over all forms of public utilities. 
This will entail additional labors for the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, and possibly should carry with it a larger 
-galary. This, however, should not serve to prevent the 
suggested action, if in your opinion the general welfare is 
to be subserved thereby; and in any event I earnestly 
recommend that the existing anomalous method of com- 
pensating the Railroad Commission be done away with, and 
that they be paid, as are other state officers, directly from 
the treasury upon executive warrant. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 


The savings banks of the state, as reported by the Bank 
Commissioners, show slight, but healthy, increase from year 
to year in their aggregate resources, which were on June 
30, 1908, $92,068,019.11, in their deposits and in their 
euaranty fund and in the number of their depositors, which 
was on the date named 186,610. 

The detailed reports of these different institutions indi- 
cate that they are conducted with economy of expense and 
with wisdom of investment and management. The splendid 
shape in which all of the New Hampshire banks weathered 
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what has become known as the panic of 1907 is a matter 
of congratulation. 


STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 


The State Board of Agriculture is among the oldest and 
most useful of the departments of our state government. 
In addition to the usual duties devolving upon such an of- 
fice, the secretary of the board has carried on a remarkably 
successful enterprise in the development of our summer in- 
dustries. 

Considering the smallness of the appropriations with 
which the work is carried on, the attractions and advantages 
of New Hampshire as a place of country residence have 
been wonderfully well advertised throughout the continent 
and even in foreign countries. From the first this work has 
been in charge of the secretary of the State Board of Agri- 
culture, and has been carried on principally by correspond- 
ence and by a handsome annual publication, ‘‘New Hamp- 
shire Farms for Summer Homes.’’ Exact figures cannot 


be given, but there is no doubt but that millions of dol- 
lars have been added to the wealth of New Hampshire be- 
cause of its development as a state of summer homes. 


FORESTRY. 


To no state is the cause of forest conservation more im- 
portant than to ours; and it so happens that forest pre- 
servation in New Hampshire is fraught with immeasurable 
benefit to most of our neighboring states in New England. 
At the recent meeting of the governors of New England 
states, held at Boston under the initiative of Governor 
Guild of Massachusetts, who is entitled to much praise for 
the success of the project and for the generous assistance he 
has given to the cause of the White Mountain Forest Re- 
serve, an agreement was reached for a concert of action 
in the seeking of forestry legislation in all the New Eng- 
land states. The measures suggested are all reasonable in 
tenor and promise to increase the safety of the forest from 
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the most dangerous of its enemies,—fire. I commend these 
measures to your consideration, which I hope will be favor- 
able. 

The oft-repeated suggestion for the replacing of the 
present salaried member of the Forestry Commission with 
a State Forester will again come before you, and I recom- 
mend its adoption, and that the number of the Forestry 
Commission be reduced to three members. 


INSECT PESTS. 


The work of exterminating the gypsy and brown-tail 
moth is one upon which both the federal and state govern- 
ments are engaged. New Hampshire appropriations for 
this purpose have been generously supplemented from the 
national treasury and practically all the work done in the 
past two years has been codperative between the state and 
federal authorities. In exactly the measure with which we 
show a disposition to help ourselves we can expect a contin- 
uance of assistance from Washington, and prudence as well 
as necessity accordingly urges us to maintain the appropri- 
ation which has been made for fighting these pests. From 
the report of the agent to expend the appropriation you 
will learn of the extent and character of the work and needs 
of the situation. I recommend that you make provisions 
for continued defence against these agencies which are so 
destructive of the attractiveness and resources of our state. 


FISH AND GAME. 


The fish and game laws now in force in the northern New 
England states are strongly at variance in some instances 
which affect the transportation of game and food fish from 
one state to another for, purpose of sale, and one of the 
subjects under consideration at the recent conference of 
New England governors and state officials had to do with 
this question. I recommend that our statutes be made 
uniform with those of our neighbors in this regard. 
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HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Under the legislation of the past two sessions we have 
been enabled to make a good beginning toward a com- 
prehensive system of improved highways, which are largely 
under state control. The ocean boulevard and the princi- 
pal links in what will be a central trunk line of highway 
from our southern border to the White Mountains consti- 
tute the chief elements in the work already done, and I am 
of the opinion that these projects should be brought to 
completion before any other ambitious plans are attempted. 
By means of the state aid, which is granted to the towns 
generally, a large measure of improvement has been ac- 
complished in many localities, and this feature of the work 
should be continued. In the foregoing I have referred 
only to those expenditures for highway improvement which 
must be met from the current treasury receipts. If it is 
your opinion that we should use the proceeds of a bond is- 
sue for the purpose of hastening the extension of modern 
highways, including all of the proposed trunk systems of 
roads, I will supplement your action with executive ap- 
proval. 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The State Board of Health through the Laboratory of 
Hygiene and the Bureau of Vital Statistics has largely in- 
creased its activity and usefulness in recent years. In the 
enforcement of the pure food law enacted two years ago, 
it is performing an especially helpful and valuable work. 
I believe this department to be conducted in a most progres- 
sive and efficient manner and I commend it to your contin- 
ued favor. 


INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


From the report of the Insurance Commissioner you will 
learn of the transactions of the department. Our body of 
laws concerning insurance is well administered and under 
the efficient direction of the present commissioner New 
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Hampshire finds itself upon a level with ‘the foremost of 
other states in the matter of insurance regulations and re- 
quirements. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


The recent reorganization of the New Hampshire Na- 
tional Guard in accordance with the requirements of the 
national legislation known as the Dick Bill seems to have 
had favorable effect in an increased efficiency of the whole 
brigade and a higher standard for the individual soldier. 

New Hampshire has fully complied with the provisions of 
this law. At the present time the New Hampshire National 
Guard is composed of twenty-three infantry companies, one 
battery of field artillery, one company of cavalry, a signal 
corps and a general staff corps, which includes the adjutant- 
general’s department, the inspector-general’s department, 
the medical department and hospital corps, the judge-advo- 
eate-general’s department, the quartermaster’s department, 
the commissary department, a pay department, and an ord- 
nance department, and the strength of the Guard is 
as follows: 134 commissioned officers and 1,583 enlisted 
men, being five officers and 111 men less than the maximum 
allowed by the state law. 


CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS. 


It has been twenty years since the last codification of the 
statutes was authorized by the legislature, and in the mean- 
time the additions to our body of law have been numerous 
and bulky. It is true that private enterprise has in a meas- 
ure supplied the lack, but it seems to me that the time has 
come to provide for the codification and revision of the 
Public Statutes, and I recommend that you make provision 
for that purpose. 


STATE PRISON. 


The changes in garb, dietary, and discipline at the State 
Prison which went into effect a few years since have been 
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in the line of progress, and the prison under its present 
management has maintained its reputation as a model in- 
stitution of its kind. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The Industrial School serves its purpose as well as can 
be expected under the circumstances attending its work. 
Its results may be judged by the standard of citizenship 
which it maintains as an ideal for its inmates. If our 
means were sufficient, the school, in order to attain its best 
results, should be reconstructed upon the cottage system, 
and I suggest that whatever you may provide for the school 
in the way of additional accommodations be planned with 
this idea in view. 


INSURANCE OF STATE BUILDINGS. 


The State Hospital trustees have paid the premiums for 
insurance from the proceeds of funds bequeathed for the 


benefit of the unfortunates who are under treatment. This 
is an injustice to the intended beneficiaries of these gifts 
and bequests. I recommend that you empower the Gov- 
ernor and Council to arrange for the proper insurance of all 
state property which they think requires it, or consider the 
advisability of the state carrying all its insurance and ere- 
ating a sinking fund with which to erect structures in case 
of loss by fire, and also to empower the Governor and Coun- 
cil to authorize the construction of such buildings in case of 
destruction out of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, until such sinking fund is adequate to replace 
them. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I have not attempted to speak in detail of many of the 
state boards, institutions or departments. Their annual re- 
. ports will be seasonably in your hands and from those pages 
you may learn of the things accomplished and hoped for. 
In general it may be said that the state’s affairs have been 
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well managed, with little waste and with no dishonesty. 
Indeed, Gentlemen of the Legislature, ours is a state with a 
eoodly heritage of renown, which it is our duty to hand over 
to our successors unimpaired. For myself I have sought 
to promise no more than I can perform; but I shall shirk no 
responsibility and evade no issues. To you I impute a like 
good purpose. Let us, therefore, cooperate with each other 
freely for the fulfillment in letter and in spirit of all the 
pledges which we have made, and thus meet the just expec- 
tations of our constituents. Fortunately none of the 
mooted questions before us are of a partisan nature. It is 
with confidence, therefore, that I bespeak your united and 
early attention to the problems’ of the session, and I trust 
that you may so speedily and in such wise measure accom- 
plish the results aimed at that the period of your labors will 
be brief, and that the outcome will reflect credit upon all 
who have had to do with shaping it, while satisfying to the 
utmost the just demands of the people in whose name we 
have come together.

“*24. All incidental questions of order arising after a 
motion for the previous question and related to the subjects 
affected by the order of the previous question shall be de- 
cided without debate.’’ 

Fourth: Strike out all of Rule 25 and substitute therefor 
the following: 

“25. If the previous question is decided in the negative, 
it shall not be again in order until after adjournment, but 
the main question shall be left before the House and dis- 
posed of as though the previous question had not been 
put.’’ 

Fifth: Insert after Rule 46 the following rule, to be 
numbered ‘47,’ and then renumber all following rules con- 
secutively. 

**47, Every bill and joint resolution which has been fa- 
vorably reported with material changes by the committee 
having it in charge shall be declared by the Speaker laid 
upon the table, and the same_shall be printed And distrib- 
uted as required by Rule 46; and when said bills and joint 
resolutions are so printed and distributed the clerk shall, 
after one day, cause the same to be laid on the Speaker’s 
table, and they shall be taken up in their order, without 
motion, and disposed of in the same manner as they would 
have been had they not been declared laid upon the table.’’ 

Sixth: Amend Section 35 by adding the words, ‘‘a com- 
mittee on liquor laws,’’ after the words ‘‘a committee on 
ways and means,’’ where they first occur in said section. 
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Also by adding the following words after the paragraph 
defining the duties of the committee on ways and means: 
‘‘Tt shall be the duty of the committee on liquor laws to 
consider all matters pertaining to the liquor laws of the 
state that may be referred to it.’’ 

So that said Code of Rules, as amended, shall read as 
follows: . 


OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. The Speaker shall take the chair at precisely the hour 
to which the House shall have adjourned, and shall imme- 
diately call the members to order. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order, may speak on 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the House by any two 
members. 

3. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: 
‘‘ As many as are of opinion that (as the case may be) say 
Aye’’; and after the affirmative vote is expressed, ‘‘ Those 
of a contrary opinion say No.’’ If the Speaker doubts, 
or a division is called for, the House shall divide. Those 
in the affirmative of the question shall first rise from their 
seats and stand till they be counted, and afterwards those 
in the negative shall rise and stand till they be counted. 
The Speaker shall then rise and state the decision of the 
House. 

4. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it 
sitting. 

5. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker 
unless otherwise directed by the House. 

6. The Speaker shall designate to which of the standing 
committees all memorials, petitions, accounts, or other mat- 
ters shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered by the 
House. 

7. The Speaker shall not be called upon to vote unless 
the House be equally divided, or unless his vote, if given 
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to the minority, will make the division equal; and in case 
of such equal division the question shall be lost. 

8. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be 
assigned by the Speaker; and all writs, warrants, or sub- 
peenas, issued by order of the House, shall be under his 
hand and seal, attested by the clerk. 

9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in 
the galleries, the Speaker or chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole House shall have the power to order the same 
to be cleared. 

10. No person but the members and officers of the House, ~ 
members of the council, and members of the Senate, the 
secretary of the state, treasurer, and clerks of the Senate, 
shall be admitted within the door of the Representatives’ 
chamber unless by invitation of the Speaker, or some mem- 
ber of the House, with the consent of the Speaker, except in 
public hearings, parties, their counsel and witnesses, under 
the direction of the Speaker. 

11. The Speaker shall have power to substitute any 
member to perform the duties of the chair, such substitu- 
tion not to extend beyond one legislative day. 


OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


12. When any member is about to speak in debate, make 
a motion, or deliver any matter to the House, he shall rise 
from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
Speaker. 

13. If any member transgress the rules of the House, 
the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order; 
in which case the member so called to order shall imme- 
diately sit down, and the question of order shall then be 
distinetly stated from the chair; and in all cases where a 
member shall be called to order for uttering disrespectful 
words, upon the request of any member the words objected 
to shall be reduced to writing by the member so ealling 
to order; after which the member so called to order may 
explain, and the question shall be open to debate, as in 
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other cases, and decided by the Speaker, whose decision 
shall be submitted to unless an appeal be made to the 
House, by a member, in which case the only question shall 
be, ‘‘Is the Speaker’s decision correct’? which shall be 
decided without debate. If the decision be in favor of 
the member called to order, he may proceed; if otherwise, 
and the case, may require it, he shall be liable to the censure 
of the House. 

14. In all cases the member first rising shall speak first. 
When two members rise at the same time, the Speaker shall 
name the person to speak. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
question without leave of the House; nor more than once 
until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

16. While the Speaker is putting any question, or ad- 
dressing the House, no one shall walk out of or across the 
House; nor in such case, or when a member is speaking, 
shall entertain private discourse; nor, while a member is 
speaking, shall pass between him and the chair; nor shall 
any member leave his seat while the yeas and nays are 
ealling. 

17. No member shall vote on any question in the event 
of which he is directly interested; nor in any case where 
he was not present when the question was put; nor sit 
upon any committee when he is directly interested in the 
question under consideration. In case of such interest of 
a member of a committee, the fact shall be reported to the 
House, and another person substituted on that question in 
his place. . 

18. Every member who shall be in the House when a 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the House, for 
special reason, shall excuse him. 

19. No motion shall be debated until the same shall be 
seconded and stated from the chair; and when a motion 
shall be made and seconded, it shall be reduced to writing, 
if desired by the Speaker or any member, and delivered at 
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the table, and read by the Speaker, before the same shall 
be debated. 

20. No petition shall be received by the House unless it 
be presented by a member thereof, nor until the substance 
of said petition be concisely minuted, and the name of the 
member, and the town he represents, recorded upon the 
back thereof; and it shall be the duty of the Speaker to 
state, in the first place, the substance of the petition as 
minuted on the back thereof. 

21. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, it shall be 
in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at any 
time before an amendment. 

22. When any question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received, but, first, to adjourn; second, to lay on 
the table; third, for the previous question; fourth, to post- 
pone indefinitely ; fifth, to postpone to a certain day; sixth, 
to commit; seventh, to amend; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are arranged. 
Motions to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
question, and to take from the table, shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

23. The Speaker shall put the previous question in the 
following form: ‘‘Shall the main question now be put?”’ 
and all debate upon the main question shall be suspended 
until the previous question has been decided. After the 
adoption of the previous question, the sense of the House 
shall forthwith be taken upon pending amendments, in their 
regular order, and then upon the main question. The mo- 
tion for the previous question shall not be put unless de- 
manded by three members. 

24. All incidental questions of order arising after a mo- 
tion for the previous question and related to the subjects 
affected by the order of the previous question shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

25. If the previous question is decided in the negative, 
it shall not be again in order until after adjournment, but 
the main question shall be left before the House and dis- 
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posed of as though the previous question had not been 
put. 

26. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same 
shall not be acted upon during the session except by unani- 
mous consent. 

27. Any member may call for a division of the question 
when the sense will admit of it; and upon a motion to 
amend, a refusal to strike out words shall neither preclude 
amendment to such words nor a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

28. A motion for commitment, until it is decided, shall 
preclude all amendment to the main question, and all mo- 
tions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of 
the House. 

29. No new motion shall be admitted, under color of 
amendment, as a substitute for the motion under debate. 

30. No vote shall be reconsidered, unless the motion for 
reconsideration be made by a member who voted with the 
majority, nor unless the notice of such motion be given on 
the same day on which the vote passed, or on the next day 
on which the House shall be in session, between the hours 
of 10 and 12 o’clock. 

31. When the reading of a paper is called for and ob- 
jected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote 
of the House. 

32. Any member may excuse himself from serving on 
any committee at the time of his appointment, if he is then 
a member of two other committees which have not reported. 

33. Each member shall seasonably and punctually attend 
to his duty in the House, and no one shall absent himself 
from the service of the House unless he have leave, or be 
sick and unable to attend. 

34. The Speaker shall appoint a teller for each division 
of the House, whose duty it shall be to report to the chair 
the state of the vote, whenever a division of the House is 
ealled for. . 

7 
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OF COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES. 


35. The following standing committees shall be ap- 
pointed early in the January session: 

A committee on revising and compiling the laws of the 
state; a committee on national affairs; a committee on 
elections; a committee on the judiciary; a committee on 
banks; a committee on the state prison; a committee on 
insurance; a committee on the state agricultural college ; 
a committee on agriculture; a committee on manufactures ; 
a committee on appropriations; a committee on retrench- 
ment and reform; a committee on military affairs; a com- 
‘mittee on education; a committee on the state normal 
school; a committee on incorporations; a committee on 
towns; a committee on county affairs; a committee on 
labor; a committee on state hospital; a committee on rail- 
roads; a committee on roads, bridges, and canals; a com- 
mittee on unfinished business; a committee on mileage; a 
committee on fisheries and game; a committee on the indus- , 
trial school; a committee on soldiers’ home; a committee 
on claims; a committee on forestry; a committee on public 
health; a committee on public improvements; a committee 
on school for the feeble-minded; a committee on ways and 
means; a committee on liquor laws, to consist of fifteen 
members each; a committee on journal of the House, to 
consist of three members, one of whom shall be the Speaker ; 
a committee on rules, to consist of five members, one of 
whom shall be the Speaker. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on revising and 
compiling the laws to consider all matters relating to those 
subjects, and recommend such changes, modifications, and 
additions as may be desirable; also to consider all bills, 
resolutions, and reports of committees relating to those 
subjects which may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on national affairs 
to consider all matters of national concern, all matters 
referred to the state by the general government, and all 
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matters pertaining to our federal relations, that may be 
referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on elections to 
examine and report upon the certificates or other ereden- 
tials of the election of the members returned to serve in 
this House, and to take into consideration all petitions and 
other matters in relation to elections or returns as shall 
‘ be presented, or come into question, and shall be referred 
to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on the judiciary 
to take into consideration all matters in relation to the 
judiciary system of the state; and all Matters where a 
constitutional question is involved. All applications for 
acts of incorporation which under the rules would be re- 
ferred to the committee on incorporations or manufactures, 
shall first be referred to the committee on the judiciary to 
inquire whether the object of the applicants cannot be 
obtained by voluntary incorporation under the general 
laws of the state, and shall report accordingly. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on banks to con- 
sider all applications for the incorporation of banks, and 
all subjects relating to such institutions that may be re- 
ferred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on the state prison 
to take into consideration all matters in relation to the 
state prison, to examine all reports and accounts that may 
be submitted by the warden, or that may be otherwise re- 
ferred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on insurance to 

consider all applications for the incorporation of insur- 
ance companies, and all subjects relating to insurance com- 
panies, domestic and foreign, and whether life, fire, marine, 
accidental, or of any other character, that may be referred 
to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on the state agri- 
cultural college to examine into the rules and government 
of the New Hampshire College of Agriculture and the Me- 
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chanic Arts, and all matters connected therewith, and all 
such other matters as may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on agriculture to 
take into consideration all matters concerning the agricul- 
tural interests, and the incorporation of agricultural soci- 
eties, that shall be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on manufactures 
to consider all matters concerning the manufacturing in- ' 
terests of the state, and all applications for incorporation 
for manufacturing purposes, which shall be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on appropriations 
to examine and take into consideration the state of the 
treasury, to report what sum it may be necessary to raise 
as a state tax, and on every subject touching the financial 
interests of the state that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on retrenchment 
and reform to take into consideration the public expendi- 
tures and all questions relating thereto; and also to con- 
sider all questions relating to the subject of administrative 
reforms in the various departments of the state govern- 
ment that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on military affairs 
to consider all applications for altering and amending laws 
regulating the militia of this state, and for the removal of 
military officers, that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on education to 
consider all subjects relative to the regulation of school 
districts and schools, and all matters concerning education 
that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on the state normal 
school to examine in relation to the government of the state 
normal school, and all matters connected therewith, and all 
such other matters as may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on incorporations 
to consider all applications for acts of incorporation, and 
all other matters which may come in question relative to 
bodies corporate, that may be referred to it, excepting those 
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relating to towns, parishes, turnpikes, railroads, canals, 
banks, agricultural societies, and factories. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on towns to con- 
sider all applications for the alteration of town lines by 
the annexation of one portion of a town to another, and 
all applications for incorporation of towns by division of 
towns, or otherwise, that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on county affairs 
to consider all applications for the alteration of county 
lines or the creation of new counties, the salaries of county 
officers, the settlement of paupers, and all other matters 
relating to county affairs that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on labor to consider 
all petitions relating to labor and wages, and all other mat- 
ters relating thereto that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on state hospital 
to examine all accounts of the state hospital, particularly 
of those relating to the expenditure of moneys appropri- 
ated by the state; to examine into the rules and government 
of the institution, and all matters of general interest con- 
nected therewith, and all such matters as shall be referred 
to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on railroads to 
consider all petitions for the incorporation of railroads, for 
alterations, and all matters relative thereto that may be 
referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on roads, bridges 
and canals to consider all applications for the incorpora- 
tion of turnpikes, bridges, or canals, and for the alteration 
of tolls, and all matters relative thereto that may be re- 
ferred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on unfinished busi- 
ness to examine and report, from the journals of the last 
session, all such matters as were then pending and unde- 
termined. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on mileage to ascer- 
tain the distance traveled by each member of the House, 
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and report to the House the names of the several members 
and the mileage allowed to each. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on fisheries and 
game to consider all matters concerning the location, 
erowth, cultivation, protection, improvement, and preser- 
vation of fish and game within the state, and all matters 
relative thereto, which may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on the industrial 
school to examine the rules and government of the insti- 
tution, and all matters of general interest connected there- 
with, and all such matters as may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on soldiers’ home 
to consider all the matters pertaining to the soldiers’ home 
that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on forestry to 
consider all matters relating to the forests of the state and 
public parks that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on public health 
to consider all matters relating to the health of the inhabi- 


tants of the state and vital statistics that may be referred © 


to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on public improve- 
ments to consider all matters pertaining to public Zag 
ments in the state that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on school for the 
feeble-minded to examine the rules and government of the 
institution, and all matters of general interest connected 
therewith, and all such matters as may be referred to it.. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on claims to audit, 
adjust, and report on all accounts and claims that may be 
presented for allowance, except accounts for printing, mili- 
tary accounts, and accounts for engrossing bills. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on journal of the 
House from day to day, and before the commencement of 
the morning session, to examine the journal of the preced- 
ing day, and report to the House at once any errors; pro- 
vided, however, that the journal of the preceding day shall 
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be read at the opening of any morning session whenever 
requested by any ten members. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on ways and means 
to examine and take into consideration the state of the 
treasury, to consider and report on all bills and resolutions 
relating to raising money by a state tax, the apportionment 
of the same, and all other methods proposed for raising a 
revenue for the state; and to consider and report upon 
every other subject touching the financial interests of the 
state that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on liquor laws to 
consider all matters pertaining to the liquor laws of the 
state that may be referred to it. 

It shall be the duty of the committee on rules to consider 
all matters pertaining to the rules of procedure of the 
House that may be referred to it. 

36. All other committees shall consist of three members, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

37. The standing committees shall attend at their re- 
spective committee-rooms two hours before the meeting of 
the House in the morning, and at such other times as the 
House shall order; and no committee shall sit during the 
sitting of the House unless when the Speaker shall con- 
sider it necessary. The committees shall promptly con- 
sider and report on all matters referred to them. 

_ 38. The first named member of any committee appointed 
by the Speaker of the House shall be chairman; and in 
case of his absence, or being excused by the House, the 
next named member, and so on, as often as the case may 
happen, unless the committee, by a majority of the number, 
elect a chairman. And when any committee shall report 
otherwise than by bill, they shall, if the subject admit of 
it, subjoin to their report, a resolution making such dispo- 
sition of the matter committed to them as to the committee 
shall seem expedient. 

39. Whenever it shall not be convenient for any standing 
committee to attend properly to all the business which may 
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be properly referred to it, the Speaker may, on a vote of 
the House to that effect, appoint an additional committee 
on the same subject, to consist of the same number of mem- 
bers as the original committee, whose duty it shall be to 
take into consideration all matters in relation to that sub- 
ject which shall be referred to it by the House, and to 
report thereon. 


OF BILLS, 


40. All petitions, memorials and other papers addressed 
to the House, and all bills and resolutions to be introduced 
in the House, shall be endorsed with the name of the person 
or committee presenting them, with the subject matter of 
the same, and shall be placed by the members presenting 
them in a box provided for the purpose by the clerk. The 
Speaker shall take them up for introduction at the morn- 
ing session. 

41. Every bill and resolution originally introduced into 
the House shall be expressed in words clearly, so that it 
shall not be necessary to refer to any other act or statute 
to ascertain the meaning thereof. 

42. Every bill shall have three several readings in-the 
House previous to its passage. The first reading shall be 
for information; and thereupon, if it be not rejected or 
otherwise disposed of by the House, the question shall be, 
“‘Shall the bill be read a second time?’’ and if ordered to a 
second reading it shall immediately be read a second time 
by its title, be laid upon the table to be printed under Rule 
46, and be by the Speaker referred to the appropriate 
standing committee, unless otherwise ordered by the House. 
No bill after it has been read a second time shall have a 
third reading, until after an adjournment. The time as- 
signed for the third reading of bills and resolutions shall 
be three o’clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise ordered 
by the House. 

43. No amendment shall be made but upon the second 
reading of a bill or joint resolution; and all bills and reso- 
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lutions shall be in writing, with the name of the member 
and the town he represents on the back thereof. The orders 
of the day for the reading of bills and joint resolutions 
shall hold for every succeeding day until disposed of. 

44. All bills, and all votes and resolutions that are neces- 
sary to be carried to the Senate for their concurrence, may 
be sent by the assistant clerk. 

45. Every bill shall be marked on the first page ‘‘ House 
bill,’’? and every joint resolution shall be marked ‘‘ House 
joint resolution,’? and each bill and resolution shall be 
regularly numbered, beginning with No. 1, and continuing 
consecutively, as each bill or joint resolution is introduced 
into the House. 

46. Every bill and joint resolution introduced into the 
House, either by a member or by a committee, shall be 
declared by the Speaker laid upon the table, after it has 
been read a second time, and the clerk shall procure a suf- 
ficient number of copies, printed on paper of uniform size, 
for the use of the House, and cause the same to be dis- 
tributed to the members, and when printed the bill shall 
be immediately delivered to the committee to which it shall 
have been referred. Bills and joint resolutions received 
from the Senate shall be printed at the same stage of their 
procedure unless they have been printed in the Senate and 
copies distributed in the House. 

47. Every bill and joint resolution which has been favor- 
ably reported with material changes by the committee hav- 
ing it in charge shall be declared by the Speaker laid upon 
the table and the same shall be printed and distributed as 
required by Rule 46; and when said bills and joint reso- 
lutions are so printed and distributed the clerk shall, after 
one day, cause the same to be laid on the Speaker’s table, 
and they shall be taken up in their order, without motion, 
and disposed of in the same manner as they would have 
been had they not been declared laid upon the table. 

48. All bills and joint resolutions appropriating money, 
reported from any committee, shall be referred to the com- 
mittee on appropriations for revision. 
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49. No standing rule or order of the House shall be re- 
scinded without one day’s notice being given of the motion 
therefor; nor suspended, unless by a vote therefor of two- 
thirds of the members present. 


OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE HOUSE. 


50. The House may resolve itself into committee of the 
whole House at any time, on the motion of a member made 
for that purpose; and in forming a committee of the whole 
House the Speaker shall leave the chair, and a chairman 
to preside in committee shall be appointed by the Speaker. 

51. Upon bills and resolutions committed to a committee 
of the whole House, the bill or resolution shall first be read 
throughout by the clerk, and then again read and debated 
by clauses, leaving the preamble of the bill to be last con- 
sidered; the body of the bill or resolution shall not be 
defaced or interlined, but all amendments, noting the page 
and line, shall be duly entered by the clerk on a separate 
paper, as the same shall be agreed to by the committee and 
so reported to the House. After report, the bill or reso- 
lution shall again be subject to be debated and amended 
by clauses, before a question to pass it to a third reading 
be taken. 

52. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be ob- 
served in committee of the whole House, so far as they 
may be applicable, except the rule limiting the time of 
speaking. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 


53. The Speaker shall call for petitions from members 
of the House. The petitions having been presented and 
disposed of, reports, first from the standing and then from 

the select committees, shall be called for and disposed of. 
And the above business shall be done in no other part of 
the day, except by permission of the House. ~ 

54. The unfinished business in which the House was en- 
gaged at the last preceding adjournment, if called for by 
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any member, shall have the preference over all other busi- 
ness except the general order of the day; and no motion, or 
any other business except the general order of the day, shall 
be received without special leave of the House, until the 
former is disposed of. 

The reading of the report having commenced, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Emerson of Milford further reading of the re- 
port was dispensed with. 

Mr. Swart of Nashua moved that the report be adopted. 

The question being on the motion of Mr. Swart of Nashua 


(Discussion ensued.) 


Mr. Stevens of Somersworth moved as an amendment 
that rule 46 of the rules of the session of 1907 be adopted. 
The question being on the adoption of the amendment, 


(Discussion ensued. ) 


Mr. Howe of Concord raised the point of order that the 
amendment was not an amendment, as rule 46 already ap- 
peared in the report of the Committee on Rules. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

On a viva voce vote the report of the committee was 
adopted. 

Mr. Stevens of Somersworth offered the following reso- 
lution : | 

Resoled, That the bills and joint resolutions which have 
been referred to committees without having been printed, 
and now in the control of the House, be recalled, printed 
and distributed, and then referred to the appropriate com- 
mittee. 

The question being on the adoption of the resolution, 


(Discussion ensued.) 
On a viva voce vote the resolution was adopted. 


IN CONVENTION. 


The two branches of the Legislature, having met in joint 
convention at 12 o’clock noon, agreeably to the laws of 
the United States, the journal of the Senate, containing its 
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proceedings in the choice of a United States senator on 
Tuesday, January 19, 1909, was read by the clerk of the 
Senate; and the journal of the House, containing its pro- 
ceedings in the choice of a United States senator on Tues- 
day, January 19, 1909, was read by the clerk of the House ; 
and it appearing that Jacob H. Gallinger had received a 
majority of all the votes cast in each branch of the Legis- 
lature, the chairman made declaration as follows: 

Jacob H. Gallinger having been named as a choice of a 
majority of the members, and having a majority of all 
the votes cast in each branch of the Legislature, is de- 
clared elected to represent the State of New Hampshire 
in the Senate of the United States, for the full term of 
six years, beginning on the fourth day of March, 1909, 
and ending on the fourth day of March, 1915.

Section 1. No railroad or other common carrier shall 
directly, or indirectly, issue or give any free ticket, free 
pass or free transportation for passengers between points 
within this state, except to its officers and employees and 
their families, surgeons, physicians, to ministers of reli- 
gion, traveling secretaries of Railroad Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Associations, inmates of hospitals and charitable and 
eleemosynary institutions, and persons exclusively en- 
gaged in charitable and eleemosynary work; to indigent, 
destitute and homeless persons, and to such persons when 
transported by charitable societies or hospitals, and the 
necessary agents employed in such transportation; to in- 
mates of the National Homes or State Homes for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers, and of Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Homes, including those about to enter and those return- 
ing home after discharge; to necessary caretakers of live 
stock, poultry, fruit and perishable property; to employ- 
ees on parlor, sleeping and express cars, and to linemen 
of telegraph and telephone companies; to railway mail 
service employees, post-office inspectors, customs inspec- 
tors and immigration inspectors; to policemen and firemen 
while in the discharge of their duties; to newsboys and 
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vendors on trains; baggage agents; persons injured in 
wrecks and physicians and nurses attending such persons; 
provided, that the foregoing provisions shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit any carrier from carrying passengers 
free for the object of providing relief in cases of general 
epidemic, pestilence, or other calamitous visitation. 

Sect. 2. Nothing in the preceding section shall be so 
construed as to entitle any such common carrier to give or 
furnish any pass or transportation to any attorney-at-law, 
newspaper publisher, their agents or employees for er 
vices either rendered or to be rendered. 

Sect. 3. No such railroad or carrier shall directly or 
indirectly issue or give transportation to any person at 
a special or reduced rate which is not available to all per- 
sons applying therefor; provided, that this section shall 
not apply to pupils attending any school or institution of 
learning. 

Srot. 4. Every railroad or other carrier shall annually, 
on or before the first day of September, file with the sec- 
retary of state a list of all persons resident in New 
Hampshire to whom annual passes have been issued or 
given. 

Sect. 5. Any railroad or other common earrier and 
any officer or agent of a railroad or other common carrier 
violating any of the foregoing provisions shall, on con- 
viction, be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars. Any person, other than 
the persons excepted from the provisions of the forego- 
ing section, who uses any such free ticket, free pass, free, 
special or reduced fare transportation shall, upon convic- 
tion, be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars. 

Sect. 6. No person shall be excused from testifying 
in a proceeding instituted against another person or a 
corporation under the foregoing sections, for the reason 
that he may thereby criminate himself; but no testimony 
so given by him shall be used, directly or indirectly, as 
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- evidence against him in any prosecution, nor shall he be 
prosecuted thereafter for any offense so disclosed by him. 

Seot. 7. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed ; provided, that nothing con- 
tained in this act shall affect the provisions of chapter 79, 
Laws of 1907, empowering the governor to contract for 
the transportation of state officials. 

Seot. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

‘*Hach tax collector or sheriff, within two days after 
selling any real estate for taxes, shall forward by regis- 
tered mail to the register of deeds for the county in which 
the real estate is situated, a statement of the following 
facts relating to each parcel of real estate sold, certified by 
him to be true: the name of the person, persons or corpora- 
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tion to whom the real estate was taxed, as it appears in the 
tax list committed to him; the description, if any, of the 
property as it appears.in said list; the amount of the taxes 
for which the sale was made; the date of the sale; the name 
of the purchaser; the sum paid or to be paid by the pur- 
chaser; a description of the parcel or interest sold; and a 
statement of the officer’s fees and expenses in making the 
sale, and reporting the same to the register of deeds. 

‘“When any such sale shall be redeemed the tax collector 
or sheriff shall, within two days, notify the register of 
deeds in his county of the fact of such redemption, the 
date of the same and the person or persons or corporation 
so redeeming.’’

‘*Sreor. 3. The tax collector or sheriff shall be allowed 
a fee of twenty-five cents for each parcel of real estate sold

thereof to be subject to the approval of the governor and 
council, so that said section as amended shall read as 
follows :’ 

‘‘Srct;6. The trustees of the state library are author- 
ized to become the custodians for the state of collections 
of books, pamphlets, and maps, and writings, and collec- 
tions of a historical nature, by arrangement with associa- 
tions or persons who may be the owners or lawful custo- 
dians thereof, whereby the public shall enjoy the benefit 
of using and consulting such collections in the state library 
upon such terms and under such regulations as may be 
agreed upon by the parties. Upon the removal of the New 
Hampshire Historical Society to its new building the trus- 
tees are authorized to make such contracts with said so- 
ciety for the administration of the two libraries in conjunc- 
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tion with each other, which may be terminated by the 
trustees of the state library or the Legislature, as shall in 
their opinion be for the best interests of the two institu- 
tions and of the citizens of the state, such contracts and the 
termination thereof to be subject to the approval of the 
governor and council.”’

WHEREAS, The said Weeks Bill provides for federal aid 
to those states which have an effective forest fire service; 

Resolved, by the Senate, the House of Representatives 
concurring, That the Legislature of the State of New 
Hampshire hereby approves of all provisions tending to 
the establishment of national forest reserves in the White 
Mountain region, and federal aid for an effective forest 
fire service ; 

That the state will codperate with the federal govern- 
ment in the accomplishment of the purposes proposed by 
said bill now pending in Congress and favors its early 
enactment ; 

That our senators and representatives in Congress be 
urged to favor said proposed legislation and use all honor- 
able action thereon ; 

And that a copy hereof be sent to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and to each member of the New 
Hampshire congressional delegation.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


A message from the Honorable Senate, by its clerk, an- 
nounced that the Senate concurred with the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the passage of the following entitled bill, 
with amendments, in the passage of which amendments it 
asked the concurrence of the House of Representatives: 

House Bill No. 349, An act to incorporate the city of 
Claremont. 

Amend section 49 by striking out the words ‘‘a legal’? 
at the end of the second line thereof and inserting in the 
place of the same the words ‘‘the annual,’ and by insert- 
ing after the words ‘‘town meeting”’ in the second line the 
words ‘‘to be held in March, 1909;”’ also strike out the last 
sentence of the section and insert in the place thereof the 
following: ‘‘if at the meeting so held this act shall fail to 
be thus accepted, it may at the annual meeting in March, 
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1910, be again thus submitted,’’ so that said section, as 
amended, shall read as follows: 

‘‘Sror, 49. The question of acceptance of this act may 
be submitted to the voters of said-town at the annual town 
meeting to be held in March, 1909, at which meeting the 
polls shall be open from 8 o’clock in the forenoon to 7 
o’clock in the afternoon and the vote shall be taken by 
ballot, in answer to the following question, ‘Shall an act 
passed by the General Court in the year 1909, entitled ‘SAn 
act to incorporate the city of Claremont,’’ be accepted?’ 
and the affirmative votes of a majority of the voters pres- 
ent and voting thereon shall be required for its acceptance. 
If at the meeting so held this act shall fail to be thus 
accepted, it may at the annual meeting in March, 1910, be 
again thus submitted.’’ 

Amend section 50 of said act by striking out the words, 
‘‘but it shall not take effect,’’ etc., to the end of the section, 
and substituting in the place thereof the words, ‘‘and the 
remainder of this act shall take effect if and when the same 
is accepted by the voters of the said town as provided in 
the preceding section. All acts and parts of acts that shall 
be in force and be inconsistent with this act when it takes 
effect so far as they may be applicable to said town or said 
city are hereby repealed,’’ so that said section, as amended, 
shall read: 

‘‘Srot. 50. So much of this act as authorizes the sub- 
mission of the question of its acceptance to the voters of 
said town shall take effect upon its passage and the re- 
mainder of this act shall take effect if and when the same is 
accepted by the voters of the said town as provided in the 
preceding section. All acts and parts of acts that shall be 
in force and be inconsistent with this act when it takes 
effect so far as they may be applicable to said town or said 
city are hereby repealed.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Haskell of Claremont, the House con- 
curred in the amendment sent down from the Honorable 
Senate.

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The bill was then sent to the Secretary of State to be 
engrossed. 

The message also announced that the Senate concurred 
with the House of Representatives in the passage of the 
following entitled bill, with amendment, in the passage of 
which amendment it asked the coneurrence of the House 
of Representatives :

The town of Claremont is hereby author- 
ized to choose a board of three assessors by ballot and by 
major vote, who shall perform all the duties relative to 
taking the inventory and the appraisal of property for 
taxes and in regard to the assessment and abatement of 
taxes and issuing warrants for the collection of the same, 
as are now or may hereafter be required by law of select- 
men and assessors of towns, and shall have all the powers 
‘and be subject to the same liability in regard to those 
duties which selectmen and assessors in towns now or here- 
after may have or be subject to in regard to the same, pro- 
viding, however, that they shall not have authority to abate ~ 
taxes under sections 12 and 13, chapter 59 of the Public 
Statutes, nor because of inability to pay the same, such 
authority to remain vested in the selectmen, notwithstand- 
ing anything contained in this act.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Fry of Claremont, the House con- 
curred in the amendment sent down from the Honorable 
Senate. ; 

The bill was then sent to the Secretary of State to be 
engrossed.

Division being had 81 gentlemen voted in the affirmative 
and 143 gentlemen voted in the negative and two thirds 
of the members elected not being present, and two thirds 
of those present not having voted either in the affirmative 
or the negative, no valid action was taken either in the af- 
firmative or the negative and the bill went over into un- 
finished business.

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hereby appointed and constituted a board of trustees, who 
shall have the sole care, superintendence and management 
of the property, expenditures, business, prudential affairs, 
and sale of lots in the cemetery located between Derry Road 
and Derry Lane in Hudson, together with any and all 
additions thereto; the term of office of two members of 
which board shall expire each year; and two members shall 
be elected by ballot, annually, in the month of June by the 
chairman of the board of selectmen of said town in con- 
vention with said board of trustees, by major vote, to hold 
their office for four years, retiring trustees having no vote 
therein, the first of which elections shall take place in June, 
1910, and the term for which the members herein appointed 
shall hold their office shall be determined by lot, two to 
hold their office for four years, two for three years, two 
for two years, and two for one year, from June, 1909. The 
chairman of the board of selectmen of said town shall be 
ex-officio a member of said board; said trustees shall re- 
ceive no compensation for their services as such; no person 
shall be eligible as such trustee who is not a taxpayer in 
said town and a lot owner in said cemetery. Said board 
shall meet annually on the first Monday in June for organ- 
ization, and shall elect a chairman and secretary from their 
own number, and four members shall constitute a quorum 
for the exercise of the powers and the performance of the 
duties of said board, but a less number may adjourn from 
day to day. Any vacaney occurring in said board by 
death, removal, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by 
the chairman of the board of selectmen, in convention with 
said board of trustees, for the remainder of the term.”’

If any person, partnership or corporation 
shall seek, solicit, accept, or transmit in any no-license city 
or town in this state an order for liquor from any person 
(the word ‘liquor’ being meant to include its meaning as 
used in chapter 49 of the Session Laws of 1905) to be fur- 
nished or procured at any other place, to be delivered to 
any place in any no-license city or town in this state; or if 
any licensee shall fill an order for liquor, to be sent to any 
person, other than a holder of a license of the first, fifth 
or sixth class, in a no-license city or town in this state, to 
be delivered to a common carrier, expressman, truckman 
or other person for transportation to the purchaser, 
whether such carrier or other person be the agent of the 
purchaser for receiving delivery or not, such person, part- 
nership or corporation shall be punished for each offense 
by a fine of one hundred dollars ($100), and if it be a per- 
son he shall be imprisoned not exceeding ninety days, and 
if it be a corporation its charter may be revoked upon pe- 
tition to the Superior Court by the attorney-general of the 
state, or the solicitor of the county in which the offense 
was committed; and any licensee filling such order shall be 
deemed guilty of violating the provisions and conditions of 
his license and shall be so dealt with by the State Board 
of License Commissioners, provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the seeking, soliciting, accepting or 
transmitting of orders in the regular course of business 
from those who are legally authorized to sell liquor in said 
no-license cities and towns.

‘“Onor, 17. On receipt of his ballot, the voter shall 
forthwith, and without leaving the inclosed space, retire 
alone to one of the voting shelves or compartments, and 
shall prepare his ballot as follows: He may place a cross 
(X) within the circle above the party name or designa- 
tion, in which case his vote shall be counted for all the per- 
sons named in the column under such party or designation. 
In case a voter desires to vote for a candidate whose name 
is not printed under the circle in which he has marked, he 
may vote for the candidate of his choice by marking a cross 
(X) in the square opposite the name of such candidate, 
or by writing in the name of the person for whom he de- 
sires to vote in the right-hand column prepared for the 
purpose. In such case the vote so marked in the square, 
or so inserted in the right-hand column, shall be counted, 
and such ballot shall not be counted for the candidate for 
the same office whose name is printed under the circle in 
which he has placed the cross (X). Unless cancelled or 
erased, or the voter’s choice is indicated as above stated, 
all names in the party columns under the circle marked 
by the voter shall be counted, to the exclusion of all others. 
One mark in the square opposite the names of candidates 
for electors of president and vice-president shall be counted 
as a vote for each. Provided, however, that a voter may 
omit to mark in any circle, and may vote for one or more 
candidates by marking a cross (X) in the square opposite 
the names, or he may insert the names of the candidates 
of his choice in the blank or right-hand column, and such 
votes shall be counted. In case of a question submitted 
to the vote of the people, the voter may mark in the appro- 
priate square a cross (X) against the answer which he de- 
sires to give.’’ . 

‘‘Sror. 3. This act shall take effect January 1, 1910.’’

The officers whose duty 
it is to call a special election of the legal voters of said city 
shall, within twenty days after reecipt of said petitions, if 
the total number of the signers is sixty per cent. of the 
legal voters of said city, cause a special election to be held 
at which a vote by secret ballot shall be taken upon the 
question above set forth. 

‘‘Srct. 17. Ifa majority of the qualified voters in any 
city present and voting at said biennial or special election 
shall vote in the negative upon the question stated in sec- 
tion sixteen of this act, such city from and after the first 
day of May following such vote shall be a no-license city 
until the first day of May after it shall vote in the affirm- 
ative. If a majority of the qualified voters in any city 
present and voting at said biennial or special election shall 
vote in the affirmative upon the question stated in section 
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sixteen of this act, such city from and after the first day 
of May following such vote shall be a license city until the 
first day of May after it shall vote in the negative. The 
clerk of the city shall immediately after such vote certify 
the same to the state board of license commissioners and 
they shall grant or withhold licenses to traffie in intoxicat- 
ing liquors in such city as they shall be directed by such 
vote.’’

in the watershed of the Eastman Branch, so called, in the 
towns of Thornton, Livermore and Waterville, to some 
convenient point in said watershed in said town of Liver- 
more or said town of Waterville, and no lease of said rail- 
road shall be made.’’ 

Amend section 6 by inserting after the word ‘‘that’’ in 
the seventh line of said section the words ‘‘said railroad 
shall not be operated under the authority conferred by 
this act until,’’ and by inserting after the word ‘‘state,’’ 
in the eighth line of said section, the words ‘‘shall make 
and file in the office of the Secretary of State an instrument 
in writing agreeing that it,’’ so that said section shall read: 

‘‘Sror, 6. This act shall be void as to any and all parts 
of said railroad not completed within two years from the 
passage of this act, and the authority hereby conferred to 
locate, construct and maintain said railroad and to operate 
the same shall cease and determine at the expiration of 
eight years from the passage of this act; and for the better 
protection of property, it is hereby provided that said rail-

Dear Sir: In response to the resolution adopted by the 
House on March 18th, 1909, I submit the following esti- 
mate of the income of the state, and also the expenditures, 
for the year ending August 31, 1909. The estimate of ex- 
penditures authorized by existing statutes is the same as 
for the preceding year, and is founded on the Special Re- 
port of the State Treasurer, made January 28, 1909. There 
will be, probably, but small change in the total for the 
year ended and the present year. To this I have added 
the amount of unexpended balances of specific appropria- 
tions available January 27, 1909, making total sum of $875,- 
746.03. From this, I think, should be deducted highway 
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appropriation of $125,000, which it seems to me was erro- 
neously included by the treasurer as available the present 
year. In the estimates asked by the state engineer, under 
the new law, is the sum of $125,000 for each of the years 
1909-1910 and 1910-1911. I might infer from this that 
the $125,000 ought not to be deducted from the $875,746.03. 
I add appropriations asked for the present session, many 
of which are still pending, some it being impossible to 
place as to the year. Some of them may all, or part, be 
expended the present year. This might decrease the pres- 
ent year’s expenses and add to the ensuing year, or vice 
versa. In estimating the income of the state, I see no rea- 
-son why I should not include the tax on stock trust funds, 
the increased railroad tax and the increased insurance tax.

During the session, much has been said about increasing 
the income, and practically no attention has been given to 
expenditures. Is it not quite time to seriously consider 
this end of the finances? For one, I am in favor of deal- 
ing liberally with our institutions, spending a fair amount 
in improvements and doing that which will make our state 
still more attractive to the great number of summer vis- 
itors. I believe that from $300,000 to $400,000 can be safely 
eliminated from the appropriations asked; that the pro- 
spective deficit can be turned to a surplus of $50,000 to 
$100,000 the present year, and if the estimates for 1909- 
1910 and 1910-1911 are carefully dealt with the state tax 
may be reduced to $700,000. 

I have not included the state house proposition in this 
statement, for the reason that I consider it a matter en- 
tirely outside of ordinary expenditures. I have had more 
years in this House than any other member, and have suf- 
fered more from its inadequate accommodations and its 
poor committee rooms than others. The building is far 
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from fireproof. Papers immensely valuable to New Hamp- 
shire can never be replaced should they be burned. I con- 
sider it an absolute necessity, and for the good of New 
Hampshire that the improvements and remodeling of the 
state house should be made. For this reason I voted for 
it in committee. I assume that I have ‘‘unanimous con- 
sent’? to say a word more. If this report is not as full 
and plain as desired, please consider the brief time I have 
had to make it, the large amount of work involved, and the 
fact that I have had no help or suggestions from anyone, 
and that even the typewritten work has had to be done by 
myself. I have tried to give a fair and full statement,— 
in other words common in this House, a ‘‘square deal.’ 
I wish to give New Hampshire, also, a ‘‘square deal’’ in 
the appropriations, rather than the wishes of any man or 
section.

Amend the title of the bill by striking out at the end the 
word ‘‘Derryfield’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘*Manchester,’’ so that said title as amended shall read: 

An act authorizing the City of Manchester to appropriate 
a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars to celebrate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the incorporation of the town 
of Manchester. 
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Also amend section 1 of said bill by striking out the 
word ‘‘Derryfield’’ in the fourth line thereof and substitut- 
ing therefor the word ‘‘Manchester,’’ so that said section 
as amended shall read: 

‘‘SecTion 1. The City of Manchester is hereby author- 
ized to appropriate a sum not exceeding two thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of celebrating the one hundredth an- 
niversary of the incorporation of the town of Manchester.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Hurd of Manchester, the House con- 
curred in the amendments sent down from the Honorable 
Senate. The bill was then sent to the secretary of state to 
be engrossed. 

The message further announced that the Senate con- 
curred with the House of Representatives in the passage of 
the following entitled bill with amendment, in the passage 
of which amendment it asked the concurrence of the House 
of Representatives : 

House Bill No. 496, An act authorizing the payment by 
savings banks of deposits in two names. 

Amend section 1 of the bill by adding at the end thereof 
the following: ‘‘provided, however, that if one of the par- 
ties has deceased, and the bank officials have knowledge of 
the fact, payment shall not be made to the survivor until 
the state treasurer has certified that no taxes are due the 
state, under the provisions of chapter 40 of the Laws of 
1905 and amendments thereto, on account of the interest 
of said decedent in said deposit, or that all taxes thus due 
have been paid,’’ so that said section as amended shall 
read: 

‘‘SecTion 1. When a deposit has been made, or shall 
hereafter be made in any savings bank transacting business - 
in this state in the names of two persons, payable to either, 
or payable to either or the survivor, such deposit, or any 
part thereof, or any interest or dividend therein, may be 
paid to either of said persons, whether the other be living 
or not; and the receipt or acquittance of the person so paid 
shall be a valid and sufficient release and discharge to the 
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bank for any payment so made; provided, however, that if 
one of the parties has deceased, and the bank officials have 
knowledge of the fact, payment shall not be made to the 
survivor until the state treasurer has certified that no 
taxes are due the state under the provisions of chapter 40 
of the Laws of 1905 and amendments thereto, on account 
of the interest of said decedent in said deposit, or that all 
taxes due have been paid.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Hurd of Manchester, the House con- 
curred in the amendment sent down from the Honorable 
Senate. 

The bill was then sent to the secretary of state to be en- 
grossed.

House Bill No. 398, An act in amendment of article 18, 
section 1, of chapter 114 of the Laws of 1891, relating to 
the investments of savings banks, as amended by chapter 75 
of the Laws of 1905. 

The message further announced that the Senate con- 
curred with the House of Representatives in its amend- 
ments to the following entitled bill: 

Senate Bill No. 11, An act to amend section 2 of chapter 
93 of the Public Statutes, relating to scholars. 

The message also announced that the Senate concurred 
with the House of Representatives in the passage of the fol- 
lowing entitled bill with amendment, in the passage of 
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which amendment it asked the concurrence of the House 
of Representatives: 

House Bill No. 366, An act to amend chapter 287 of the 
Public Statutes, relating to the transfers of cases from the 
Superior Court to the Supreme Court. 

Amend section 1 by striking out the following, from the 
19th to the 28th lines thereof: ‘‘The trial justice may order 
the expenses and fees herein provided for paid by the 
county in case of the poverty of the party who would 
otherwise be required to pay the same, if in the opinion 
of the trial justice the case proposed to be transferred in- 
volves a substantial question of law and the party desiring 
the transfer is acting in good faith; but if in such cases the 
excepting party shall prevail, the Superior Court may order 
the other party to reimburse the county in respect to such 
expenses and fees,’’ so that said section as amended shall 
read : 

Sect. 35. When a question of law is transferred from 
the Superior Court to the Supreme Court upon exception, 
the excepting party shall be required to pay to the clerk of 
the Superior Court the actual expense of printing the 
copies of the transferred case. If such transfer shall be 
by the agreement of the parties without ruling by the Su- 
perior Court, such expense shall be paid by the plaintiff 
unless otherwise ordered by the Superior Court. The clerk 
of the Superior Court from which the case is transferred to 
the Supreme Court shall be allowed such fees for his ser- 
vices in connection with such transfer as may be prescribed 
by rule of the Superior Court or by order of the trial 
justice ; and such fees shall be paid by the excepting party, 
if any, or by the plaintiff if the case is transferred upon 
agreement without ruling, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Superior Court. Expenses and fees paid by a party as 
above specified shall be taxed as costs, as may be provided by 
rule or order of the Supreme or Superior Court. Noth- 
ing in this act shall affect the authority of the Superior or 
Supreme Court to make such orders in respect to such ex-

penses, fees, and costs, as in their opinion justice may re- 
quire.

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


Mr. Merrill of Claremont, for the Committee on Judi- 
ciary, to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 15, An act to 
provide for the nomination of party candidates by direct 
primary, reported the same with the following amend- 
ment and the recommendation that the bill as amended 
ought to pass. 

Amend by striking out all after the enacting clause and 
insert in place thereof the following: | 

SEcTION 1. The words and phrases of this act shall, un- 
less the same be inconsistent with the context, be construed 
as follows: 

(1) The word ‘‘primary,’’ the primary election provided 
for by this act; 

(2) The word ‘‘election,’’ the general election held in 
November, as distinguished from the primary election; 

(3) The word ‘‘party,’’ any political organization which 
at the preceding election polled at least three per centum 
of the entire vote of the state given in for governor ; 

(4) The word ‘‘supervisors,’’ all officers performing the 
duties of supervisors. 

Sect. 2. (1) This act shall not apply to special elec- 
tions to fill vacancies, nor to city, town, school district, and 
ward officers, except moderator and supervisors of the 
checklist. 

(2) Moderators and other election officers, if any, chosen 
at elections other than the regular biennial election, shall 
be considered regular election officers within the meaning 
of this act. 
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Srcr. 3. Hereafter all candidates for elective offices shall 
be nominated: 

(1) By aprimary held in accordance with this act, or 

(2) By nomination papers, signed and filed as provided 
by existing statutes. 

Sect. 4. (1) A primary shall be held at the regular 
polling places in each town and ward in the state on the 
first Tuesday of September, 1910, and biennially there- 
after, for the nomination of all candidates to be voted for 
at the November election. 

(2) Primaries shall be conducted by the regular election 
officers, as elections are conducted under existing laws. 

Sor. 5. (1) At least sixty days before the time of hold- 
ing any primary the secretary of state shall prepare and 
transmit to each town and ward clerk in the state a notice 
in writing designating the offices for which candidates are 
to be chosen. 

(2) Each town and ward clerk shall, within ten days af- 
ter the receipt of such notice, cause notice of such primary 
to be posted in.three public places in his town or ward; 
such notice shall state the time when, and place where, 
the primary will be held in each town and ward, to- 
gether with the offices for which candidates are to be 
nominated. It shall also state the date before which 
declarations of candidacy must be filed to place names upon 
the ballots to be used at such primary, the officers with 
whom they must be filed, and the fees required to be paid 
at the time of filing such papers. 

Sect. 6. (1) The name of no candidate shall be printed 
upon an official ballot used at any primary unless not 
more than sixty days prior to such primary a declaration 
of candidacy shall have been filed by such candidate and 
the filing fee required by section 7 of this act shall have 
been paid. 

Declarations of candidacy shall be in the following form: 

I, —_—_——., declare that I reside in ward , in 

the city (or town) of ——————, county of

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state of New Hampshire, and am a qualified voter therein ; 
that I am a member of the ———_—_ party; that I am a 
candidate for nomination for the office of ; 
to be made at the primary election to be held on the ——— 
day of ; and I hereby request that my name be 
printed on the official primary ballot of said party 
as a candidate for such nomination: I further declare that 
if nominated as a candidate for said office I will not with- 
draw, and that if elected I will qualify and assume the du- 
ties of said office. 

(2) Declarations of candidacy shall be filed as follows: 

(a) For governor, or any other officer to be voted for 
throughout the state, members of congress, councilors, state 
senators, and for county officers, with the secretary of 
state. 

(b) For members of the House of Representatives, mod- 
erator, and supervisors of the checklist, with the clerk of 
the city or town within which such officers are to be voted 
for. 

(3) Each town or city clerk shall forward each declara- 
tion of candidacy filed with him, within two days from the 


date of filing, to the secretary of state. The fees paid to 


a town or city clerk shall be paid to the treasurer of each 
town or city. 

(4) Declarations of candidacy filed with the secretary of 
state shall be filed eighteen days before the primary, and 
all others twenty days before the primary. 

Sect. 7. At the time of filing declarations of candidacy 
each candidate, or some person for him, shall pay to the 
officer with whom the same are filed the following fees: 

(1) For governor, one hundred dollars ; 

(2) For any state officer, other than governor, to be 
voted for throughout the state, fifty dollars ; 

(3) For representative in congress, fifty dollars; 

(4) For councilor, twenty-five dollars; 

(5) For state senator, ten dollars; 

(6) For county officer, five dollars; 
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(7) For member of the House of Representatives, two 
dollars ; 

(8) For supervisor of checklist, one dollar ; 

(9) For moderator, one dollar. 

Scr. 8. At least ten days before any primary is to be 
held, an official ballot for each political party shall be pre- 
pared by the secretary of state, and shall be as nearly as is 
practicable in the same form as ballots now used at elec- 
tions. Below the name of each office shall be printed in 
small but easily legible letters the words ‘‘vote for one,’’ 
‘‘vote for two,’’ ‘‘vote for three,’’ or a spelled number 
designating how many persons are to be voted for. When- 
ever there are two or more candidates for nomination to 
the same office who are to be voted for in more than one 
town or ward, the names of such candidates shall be so al- 
ternated on the ballots used that each shall appear thereon 
as nearly as may be an equal number of times at the top, 
at the bottom, and in each intermediate place, if any, of 
the list or group in which it belongs. Names of rival can- 
didates for nomination to the same office who are to be 
voted for in only one town or ward shall be arranged in 
the alphabetical order of their surnames. Following the 
names printed on the ballot after the name of each office 
to be filled shall be as many blank lines as there are persons 
to be elected to that office. The ballots of all parties shall 
be upon colored paper, but the ballots of no two parties 
shall be upon paper of the same, or closely similar, color, 
and each party ballot shall be so designated by the name of 
such party printed in prominent type on the back of said 
ballot. 

Sror. 9. (1) Not later than six days before a primary, 
the secretary of state shall furnish to the clerk of each 
town and ward ballots for each political party as follows: 
For each fifty and fraction of fifty voters of each party, 
as shown by the vote for governor in the town or ward at 
the last preceding election, he shall furnish seventy-five 
ballots of said party, except that when any party has cast 
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less than ten votes in a town or ward, he shall only be 
obliged to furnish twenty-five ballots. - 

(2) He shall in addition furnish each such clerk with ten 
sample ballots of each political party, printed on white 
paper. 

(3) Each clerk shall within one day from the time when 
he shall receive such sample ballots post three of each po- 
litical party in three public places in his town or ward, and 
shall retain the others until the date of the primary, when 
he shall post the same in prominent positions in and about 
the polling place. 

(4) The secretary of state shall also, upon request, fur- 
nish a reasonable number of sample ballots printed on white 
paper to each person whose name appears upon the ballot 
as a candidate. 

Sect. 10. (1) The supervisors of the checklist shall pre- 
pare and post the checklist of the legal voters in their re- 
spective towns and wards and hold sessions for the correc- 
tion of the same, and give notice of such sessions before 
all primaries held under this act in the same manner as 
they are required to do before elections under existing 
laws. : 

(2) No person shall be entitled to vote at a primary un- 
less his name is upon the checklist of voters in the town 
or ward wherein he offers to vote. 

(3) Any person offering to vote at a primary shall at 
the time of announcing his name also announce the name 
of the party to which he belongs. If his name is found 
upon the checklist, and if his party membership has not 
been before registered, it shall then be registered, and he 
- Shall be allowed to vote the ballot of his party, provided, 
however, that if he is challenged, he shall not be allowed 
to register as a member of such party, or to vote the ballot 
of said party unless he makes oath or affirmation that he 
affiliates with and generally supports the candidates of the 
party with which he offers to vote. If his party member- 
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ship has been before registered, he shall be allowed to vote 
only the ballot of the party with which he is registered. 

(4) After the primary the town or ward clerk shall 
deliver to the supervisors the checklist with the registra- 
tion of the party membership of voters thereon. Before 
delivery, however, the moderator and clerk shall certify 
thereon, under their hands, that the list is the one used at 
the primary, and contains a correct registration of the vot- 
ers as delivered into their hands or made by them at such 
primary. Such list shall be preserved by the supervisors, 
and shall be used by them in making up the checklist to 
be posted before the next primary, as provided in para- 
graph 6 of this section. 

(5) Any person whose party membership has been reg- 
istered may change such registration by appearing in per- 
son before the supervisors of the checklist for his town or 
ward not less than ninety days before any primary, and 
stating to them, under oath or affirmation, if required, that 
he intends to affiliate with and generally supports the 
candidates of the party with which he offers to register. 
He may also change such registration at any primary, upon 
making oath or affirmation to the same effect, if chal- 
lenged, but he shall not be permitted in such case to vote 
the ballot of any party at such primary. 

(6) After the first primary held under this act, the 
supervisors of the checklist shall be in session for the altera- 
tion of the registration of party members, and for mak- 
ing additions to such registration before each primary. 
The session shall be on two days at least and shall not be 
less than ninety nor more than one hundred days prior to 
such primary. They shall post copies of the checklist 
showing the persons in the town or ward entitled to vote, 
with their party registration, so far as such registration 
has been made, in three public places in such town or ward, 
at least ten days prior to such session, and notice of the 
date, hour, and place of the daily sessions to revise such 
registration shall be given upon such checklists. 
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After such session, the supervisors of the checklist shall 
prepare a corrected checklist, showing the registration of 
party members as corrected by them, and such corrected 
checklist, with such names as may be regularly added there- 
to, as provided in section 6 and 7 of chapter 32 of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, shall be used at the primary. Whenever 
names are added to the checklist, as provided in sections 6 
and 7 of chapter 32 of the Public Statutes, the supervisors 
shall register the party membership of the voter, if he de- 
sires such membership registered; but if such voter has al- 
ready been registered in any town or ward in this state 
as a member of any party, he shall not be registered as a 
member of a different party within ninety days before any 
primary. 

(7) The party membership of each voter may be regis- 
tered by writing in ink after the name of such voter the 
first three letters of the name of the party with which he 
registers. 

Secr. 11. (1) Votes cast for the same person on the 
ballots of different parties at any primary shall not be 
added together, but shall only count in favor of the per- 
son as the candidate of each party on whose ballot his name 
appears. 

(2) After the count is completed it shall be announced 
by the moderator, and the clerk shall, in the presence of the 
other election officers, fill into blanks, provided him for 
that purpose by the secretary of state, complete returns of 
all the votes cast for the different candidates of each party. 
These blanks shall be prepared in duplicate, and shall be 
signed by the clerk. One copy shall be preserved by the 
clerk and shall be open to the inspection of any candidate, 
or of his agent authorized in writing. The other copy shall 
be mailed on the day of the primary, or on the day follow- 
ing, by the clerk to the secretary of state. 

Sucr. 12. (1) The second day after the primary, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, the secretary of state shall can- 
vass the returns from all the towns and wards in the state, 
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and upon the completion of such canvass shall declare what 
candidates have received the greatest number of votes for 
the various offices in the various parties. 

(2) After the completion of the canvass of returns, the 
secretary of state shall publish in some paper of general 
circulation the names of the persons found to have been 
chosen as candidates for the various offices by the various 
parties, and shall cause a copy of such paper to be mailed 
to each person whose name appeared upon any party bal- 
lot. 

Sror. 13. (1) Persons voted for, at a primary, under 
this act, who receive a plurality of all the votes cast by a 
party, shall be candidates of that party for the office desig- 
nated in the ballot. 

(2) In ease of a tie vote, the tie shall be determined by 
lot by the secretary of state in the presence of the candi- 
dates who are tied, if, upon notice from the secretary of 
state, they elect to be present. 

(3) Vacancies upon any party ticket occurring after 
the holding of any primary shall be filled by the party 
committee of the state, county, town or ward, as the case 
may require, and such committee shall notify the secretary 
of state of the appointment made, and the names of per- 
sons so appointed shall be placed upon the official election 
ballot. 

Sect. 14. (1) If any person who was voted for upon 
the ballot of any party is not, according to the count first 
made by the secretary of state, chosen as the candidate of 
such party, and desires a recount of the ballots cast in the 
primary, he shall apply in writing to the secretary of state 
for such recount within ten days after the date of the ad- 
vertisement of the result of the primary, provided for in 
paragraph 2 of section 12 of this act. 

(2) The secretary of state shall fix a time for such re- 
count not earlier than ten days after the receipt of the ap- 
plication, and shall notify the opposing candidates thereof, 
and as soon after the expiration of such ten days as circum- 
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stances will permit, such recount shall be held and con- 
ducted as recounts of votes cast at elections are now con- 
ducted. 

(3) Upon the date set for the recount, the ballots shall 
be counted by the secretary of state and such assistants 
as he may require. The various candidates, however, and 
their counsel, shall have the right to inspect the ballots and 
participate in such recount under such suitable rules as 
the secretary of state may adopt. 

(4) No candidate, however, shall be entitled to a re- 
count unless he shall pay to the secretary of state at the 
time of filing his application fees as follows: 

(a) If a candidate for governor, or other officer voted 
for throughout the state, one hundred dollars; 

(b) If a candidate for member of congress, fifty dol- 
lars; 

(ec) If a candidate for councilor, twenty-five dollars; 

(d) If a candidate for a county office, ten dollars; 

(e) If a candidate for state senator, ten dollars; 

(f) If a candidate for member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, five dollars; 

(g) If a candidate for supervisor of the checklist, five 
dollars; 

(h) If a candidate for moderator, five dollars; 

(5) If a recount shall show that some other person than 
the one declared nominated upon the canvass of the re- 
turns from the clerks of towns and wards has the greatest 
number of votes cast at the primary, such person shall be 
declared nominated and shall be the candidate of the party 
for the office in question instead of the person so first de- 
clared, and his name shall be placed upon the official bal- 
lot at the following election. 

(6) If the recount shall show that the person who ap- 
plied for the recount was chosen as the candidate of his 
party, the secretary of state shall, within ten days of such 
recount, return to him the fee paid at the time of filing 
the application for a recount. 
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Srcr. 15. Any town or city clerk, with whom any de- 
claration of candidacy has been filed, who shall fail to 
forward the same to the secretary of state within two days 
of the date of such filing shall be guilty of a midemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
not more than thirty days, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Srcr. 16. The provisions of the statutes now in force in 
reference to the holding of elections, the payment of elec- 
tion officers, the filling of vacancies, the solicitations of 
voters at the polls, the challenging of voters, the manner 
of conducting elections, of counting and preserving the 
ballots, and making return thereof, and all other kindred 
subjects, shall apply to all primaries in so far as they are 
consistent with this act, the intent of this act being to place 
the primary under the regulation and protection of the 
laws now in force as to elections. 

Sect. 17. (1) It shall be the duty of the secretary of 
state to prepare all forms necessary to carry out the in- 
tent of this act and to furnish the same in reasonable 
quantities to the proper officers. It shall also be his duty 
to furnish full directions to the clerks of towns and wards, 
when he sends them the notice provided for in section 5 of 
this act, or when he furnishes them ballots, as provided in 
section 9 of this act, as to the posting of notices, holding 
of primaries, and making return thereof. 

(2) The secretary of ‘state shall have authority to em- 
ploy such additional clerical assistance as may be required 
during the canvass of votes, or in carrying out the provis- 
ions of this act; and all expense necessary shall be paid out 
of the treasury of the state. 

Sror. 18. All sums paid to the secretary of state under 
the terms of section 6 of this act and all sums paid to him 
under the terms of paragraph 4 of section 14 shall be paid 
by him into the state treasury. 

Srcr. 19. (1) Not earlier than the third Tuesday of 
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September, following any primary, and not later than the 
first Tuesday of October, upon the call of the chairman of 
the state committee of the party, the nominees of each 
party for the offices of governor, councilors, state senators, 
and representatives, shall meet in state convention for the 
purpose of adopting the platform of their party, nom- 
inating presidential electors, and effecting an organization 
for the following two years. 

(2) The party nominees in said state convention from 
each county shall elect a county committee for their party, 
to consist of such number of persons as the state convention 
shall by vote apportion to each county. The members of 
the several county committees thus chosen shall consti- 
tute the state committee of the party. The registered party 
members in each town, ward or city may effect such an 
organization as they may deem expedient for advancing 
the purposes of their party. 

(3) Upon application of the chairman of the state com- 
mittee of any political party, the secretary of state shall 
deliver to him a duly certified roll of the nominees of his 
party for the several offices named in the first paragraph 
of this section. None but such nominee shall take part in 
such state convention. | 

Secor. 20. This statute shall be liberally construed so 
that the real will of the voters shall not be defeated, and so 
that the voters of any town or ward shall not be deprived. 
of their right to nominate or participate in the nomination 
of candidates for office by any informality or failure to 
comply with all the provisions of law in respect to giving 
notice of or conducting the primary or certifying the re- 
sults thereof. 

Srcr. 21. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent or in 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

“‘the rendering of music of a religious nature in connection 
with divine worship and at concerts given at a public hall 
or park, when not actually to the disturbance of others, 
and without an admission fee; and the giving of lectures 
pertaining to religious subjects.’’

proper, such bonds or notes to be signed by a majority of 
the water commissioners and countersigned by the treas- 
urer of said fire precinct, said indebtedness not to exceed 
at any one time the sum of ten thousand dollars; and such 
bonds or notes and all the property of said fire precinct 
used in the construction and operation of its water works, 
excepting real estate situated outside the town of New 
Hampton shall be exempt from taxation.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Howe of Concord, the House con- 
curred in the amendment sent down from the Honorable 
Senate. 

The bill was then sent to the secretary of state to be en- 
grossed.

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ations, to whom was referred House Bill No. 579, An act to 
establish a normal school, to appropriate money for the 
same and to provide for its maintenance, reported the 
same in a new draft with the recommendation that said 
bill in its new draft ought to pass. 

The report was accepted. 

The undersigned, a minority of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, to whom was referred House Bill No. 579, 
An act to provide additional normal school facilities and 
to appropriate money for the same, having considered the 
same, report as follows: Whereas this bill reported by 
the Committee on Normal School provided for the estab- 
lishment of two normal schools, one at Keene and one at 
Nashua, and whereas it was found that this would meet 
with serious objection owing to the financial condition of 
the state; and whereas the majority of the Committee on 
Appropriations are in favor of locating the school at 
Keene, and whereas the minority of your committee feel- 
ing that in fairness to both Nashua and Keene and to other 
cities and towns of the state the question of the location 
for said school should be left to the governor and council 
and the present trustees of the Normal School, hereby re- 
port a bill substantially the same as that introduced earlier 
in the session by the gentleman from Berlin, Mr. Tooth- 
aker, and report Bill No. 579 with the following amend- 
ment and the recommendation that the bill as amended 
ought to pass: 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert in 
place thereof the following: . 
‘‘Spotion 1. On or before April 15, 1909, the governor 
and council and the board of trustees of the State Normal 
School shall organize as a joint board for ‘the location and 
establishment of a normal school. Said location shall be 
selected with especial reference to the transportation facil- 
ities thereto, the opportunities for training schools and any 
other conditions, financial or other, that the joint board 

may deem it advisable to consider. 
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“Sect. 2. Said board is hereby authorized to receive 
aid in money, property or other valuable effects, for the 
benefit of said school, from any and all individuals or 
municipal or other corporations. Said board is author- 
ized to purchase or acquire such lands and cause such 
buildings to be erected thereon as it may deem best, con- 
sistent with the amount or means appropriated or other- 
wise obtained for such purposes. And in the purchase or 
acquisition of lands and the buildings thereon, if any, 
said board is authorized and directed to procure a good 
and suitable deed of conveyance in the name of the state 
and a proper instrument of sale of all such library, school 
furniture and apparatus therein as may be acquired. 

“‘Szor. 3. No money shall be expended under the pro- 
visions of this act until the city or town determined upon 
for the location of said school shall have agreed in writ- 
ing through its duly authorized officials, with the duly 
authorized officials acting for the state, to cooperate with 
said school in the maintenance of model and practice 
schools, for a term of years, in connection with the train- 
ing department of said school, in such manner as shall 
meet with the approval of said trustees, and such city or 
town is hereby authorized to enter into such contract. 

“Sect. 4. Said board shall secure building plans and 

shall procure the services of a competent engineer or super- 
 vising architect, who shall execute the aforesaid plans 
under their direction. Said inspector shall have no in- 
terest, financial or otherwise, in any contract carried on 
. under the terms of this act. 

*“‘Seor. 5. A sum not to exceed eight thousand dollars 
($8,000) is hereby appropriated for the purposes of this 
act and the governor is hereby authorized to draw his war- 
rant for all or any part of said amount upon any moneys 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, said sum to be 
used in connection with any other money or moneys that 
may be secured from any other source for the aforemen- 
tioned purposes. 
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‘‘Sect. 6. Said school when established shall be under 
the direction of the board of trustees of the State Nor- 
mal School now established, and said board shall be styled 
The Board of Trustees of the New Hampshire Normal 
Schools. All the provisions of chapter 95 of the Public 
Statutes and the amendments thereto, not inconsistent 
herewith, relating to the organization, government and 
maintenance of the normal school mentioned therein and 
all the duties imposed or prescribed thereby for the trus- 
tees, teachers or pupils and the superintendent of public 
instruction, shall apply to and be observed in the organiza- 
tion, government and maintenance of the normal school 
established under this act. 

‘‘Srct. 7. The board of trustees of the New Hampshire 
normal schools is hereby authorized to contract with any 
city or town in the vicinity of either of the normal schools 
for the maintenance of practice schools therein in connec- 
tion with said normal schools and may provide for the 
payment of such portion of the compensation of the super- 
vising teachers employed in said practice schools as they 
may deem just and equitable. 

‘‘Sect. 8. Any city or town is hereby authorized to 


enter into such contract, as is provided by either sec- 


tion 3 or section 7 of this act; also any city or town is au- 
thorized to make such gifts as it may determine for the 
establishment or maintenance of said school. 

‘*Ssot. 9. The sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
is hereby appropriated for the support and maintenance 
of said school for each school year beginning with the 
school year opening in September, 1910. 

‘*Sect. 10. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are aie repealed and this act shall take effect 
upon its passage.’

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following message from His Excellency the Governor 
was laid before the House by the Honorable Seeretary of 
State: 

State or New Hampsuire. 
EXECUTIVE CounciL CHAMBER, 
ConcorpD, March 31, 1909. 
To the House of Representatives: 

Herewith I return without my signature House Bill No. 
195, entitled “‘An act in amendment of chapter 78 of the 
Laws of 1897, entitled ‘An act in amendment of the Public 
Statutes relating to the manner of conducting caucuses and 
elections.’ ’’ ; 

The first section of the bill, providing penalties for chang- 
ing or altering a ballot after it has been legally cast, would, 
I believe, remedy a defect in the present statutes. 

My objection to the bill is on account of section 2, which 
I understand proposes to substitute for the existing pro- 
vision that a cross in a circle at the head of a party ticket 
votes all names of candidates printed in the column beneath 
such circle, not erased, the following: 
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‘In ease a voter desires to vote for a candidate whose 
name is not printed under the circle in which he has 
marked, he may vote for the candidate of his choice by 
marking a cross in the square opposite the name of such 
candidate, or by writing in the name of the person for 
whom he desires to vote in the right-hand column prepared 
for the purpose. In such case the vote so marked in the 
square, or so inserted in the right-hand column, shall be 
counted and such ballot shall not be counted for the candi- 
date for the same office whose name is printed under the 
circle in which he has placed the cross.’’ 

I will illustrate my understanding of the proposed change 
by the following cases: 

In the case of county commissioners, with three candi- 
dates to be voted for, if a cross was marked in the circle 
at the head of the Democratic column and neither of the 
three names printed therein was erased, and a cross was 
placed in the square after the name of one of the Repub- 
lican candidates for county commissioner, the vote for the 
Republican would be the only one that could be counted, for 
it would be impossible to determine which two of the three 
Democratic candidates had been voted for. 

In a city ward entitled to choose eight representatives, a 
cross marked in a circle would vote for no one of the eight. 
names not erased in the column beneath it if a cross had 
been marked in a square after the name of a single candi- 
date for representative elsewhere on the ticket, and votes 
for seven would be sacrificed in an attempt to save one 
vote. 

The same application might be made in the case of any 
office to which two or more persons are to be elected, and 
I deem the objections to the proposed change to be so seri- 
ous that I cannot give the bill my approval.

Senate Bill No. 10, An act in amendment of chapter 117 
of the Laws of 1905, entitled ‘‘An act relating to the en- 
forcement of the laws relating to the illegal sale of intox- 
icating liquors in no-license territory.’’ 

The message further announced that the Senate con- 
curred with the House of Representatives in the passage of 
the following entitled bill with amendment, in the passage 
of which amendment it asked the concurrence of the House 
of Representatives : 

House Bill No. 341, An act in amendment of chapter 
135 of the Public Statutes, relating to the sale of drugs and 
medicines. 

Amend section 3 of the bill by striking out the words 
‘‘Byery registered pharmacist who desires to continue the 
business of an apothecary and druggist shall biennially af- 
ter January 1, 1910, pay to the secretary of said board be- 
tween January 1 and April 1 a registration fee of one dol- 
lar, for which he shall receive a certificate of renewal of 
said registration,’’ in lines 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10, and also in 
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lines 22, 23, 24, 25 and 26, and substitute the following: 
‘‘Every registered pharmacist who desires to continue the 
business of apothecary and druggist shall, on J anuary 1, 
1910, and biennially thereafter, re-register,’’ so that said 
section as amended shall read: 

“‘Sror. 3. That section 10 of chapter 135 of the Public 
Statutes be amended by inserting after the word ‘prescrip- 
tion’ and before the word ‘without’ in the fourth line 
thereof the following words, to wit: ‘or shall expose for 
sale any drugs, medicines or chemicals.’ Also by adding 
at the end of said section the following words, to wit: 
‘Every registered pharmacist who desires to continue the 
business of apothecary and druggist shall, on J anuary 1, 
1910, and biennially thereafter, re-register. For failure to 
re-register or incompetency from any cause the commission 
may suspend a certificate of registration until the cause is 
removed,’ so that said section shall read as follows: 

‘Sect. 10. If any person shall engage in the business of 
retailing and vending, directly or indirectly, drugs, medi- 
cines and chemicals, and in dispensing medicines and com- 
pounding physicians’ prescriptions, or shall expose for sale 
any drugs, medicines, or chemicals, without being regis- 
tered as provided by this chapter, or any law heretofore in 
force, he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each week he shall continue the business with- 
out being so registered. Every registered pharmacist who 
desires to continue the business of apothecary and druggist 
shall, on January 1, 1910, and biennially thereafter, re- 
register. For failure to re-register or incompeteney as a 
pharmacist from any cause the commission may suspend a 
certificate of registration until the cause is removed.’ 

On motion of Mr. Dunnington (H. E.) of Manchester, 
the House concurred in the amendment sent down from the 
Honorable Senate. 

The bill was then sent to the secretary of state to be en- 
grossed.

to sales by apothecaries or druggists, upon physicians’ pre- 
scriptions, provided the prescription is retained and kept on 
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file as authority for the sale,’’ so that said section as 
amended shall read: 

“Sect. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to sell, exchange, deliver, expose for sale, give 
away or have in his possession or custody with intent to 
sell, exchange, deliver, or give away, in any street, way, 
Square, park or other publie place, or in any hotel, res- 
taurant, liquor saloon, bar-room, public hall, place of amuse- 
ment, or public building, any cocaine or any of its salts, 
or any synthetic substitute for the aforesaid, or any pre- 
paration containing any of the same, provided, however, 
that the foregoing provisions shall not apply to sales to 
apothecaries, druggists, physicians, veterinaries and den- 
tists, nor to sales by apothecaries or druggists upon phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions, provided the prescription is retained 
and kept on file as authority for the sale.’’ 

Mr. Rawson of Newport moved that the House concur in 
the amendment sent down from the Honorable Senate. 

Mr. Dunnington (H. E.) of Manchester moved that the 
bill with the amendment be laid upon the table and made 
a special order for Friday, April 2, at 11.05 o’clock. 

On a viva voce vote the motion did not prevail. 

Mr. Dunnington called for a division.

The bill was then sent to the secretary of state to be en- 
grossed. 

House Bill No. 444, An act relative to sentences to the 
state prison. 

Amend section 7 of the bill by striking out the first six 
lines thereof, so that said section as amended shall read: 

‘“Sror, 7. The county solicitors, the sheriffs and their 
deputies, and the police departments of the several cities 
shall, upon the request of the parole officer, furnish to the 
latter such information as they may possess relative to the 
conduct of paroled convicts and such reasonable assist- 
ance as he may require in his investigations.”’ 

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, the House con- 
curred in the amendment sent down from the Honorable 
Senate.

House Bill No. 568, An act in amendment of sections 1, 
2 and 3 of chapter 137 of the Session Laws of 1907, en- 
titled ‘‘An act in relation to fire escapes on certain build- 
ings.’’ 

Amend section 1 by inserting at the end of the last line 
but one of the section the words ‘‘or other means of exit,’’ 
so that said section as amended shall read: 

‘‘Smotion 1. Amend section 1 of chapter 137 of the 
Session Laws of 1907 by striking out all of said section 
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and inserting in place thereof the following: ‘Section 1. 
No building three or more stories in height, any part of 
which is used or occupied above the second story as a 
hotel, transient lodging house, schoolhouse, orphan asylum, 
theater, hall for public assembly or factory, shall be let, 
leased or occupied for such purposes unless provided with 
a steel or wrought iron ladder or stairway fire escape at- 
tached to the outer wall and with platforms of like ma- 
terial of such size, shape and nearness to one or more win- 
dows of each story above the first or ground floor as to 
render access thereto easy and safe. If said building be 
of a length greater than one hundred and fifty feet, it shall 
be provided with one additional such fire escape for every 
additional one hundred and fifty feet or fractional part 
thereof, provided that any other metal fire escape may be 
so attached if approved by the building inspector, chief of 
the fire department or board of selectmen. The provisions 
of this section shall not apply to any such building which 
shall be adequately equipped with fireproof stairways or 
other means of exit duly approved by said officers.’ ’’ 

Mr. Hurd of Manchester moved that the House concur 
in the amendment sent down from the Honorable Senate. 

Mr. Gale of Greenville moved that the House non-concur 
in the amendment and ask for a committee of conference. 

Mr. Hurd of Manchester withdrew his motion.

Amendment No. 2.—Amend section 3 by striking out 
in lines 7, 8 and 9 the following words: ‘‘to the state road 
at the town boundary between the towns of Bartlett and 
Hart’s Location, and shall be known as the Crawford Notch 
Road,”’ and insert in place thereof the following: ‘‘to and 
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through Pinkham Notch, thence through Dixville Notch 
to Colebrook, and shall be known as the East Side Road.’’ 
Strike out all of the division numbered as section 14 after 
the word ‘‘Fitzwilliam’’ in the 16th line of section 3 and 
insert in place thereof the following: ‘‘along the valleys of 
the Connecticut and Ammonoosuc to the terminus of the 
East Side Road at Colebrook; and shall be known as the 
West Side Road,’’ so that division numbered section 14 
shall read as follows: Scr. 14. The governor and coun- 
cil shall forthwith designate for improvement by suitable 
description three continuous highways from the Massachu- 
setts state line northerly. The first route so designated 
shall extend from the Massachusetts state line at Seabrook 
to and through Pinkham Notch, thence through Dixville 
Notch to Colebrook, and shall be known as the Hast Side 
Road. The second route so designated shall extend from 
the Massachusetts state line at Nashua over the road des- 
ignated by the governor and council under chapter 139, 
Laws of 1907, and continue beyond the said route to the 
town boundary between the town of Woodstock and Lin- 
coln, and shall be known as the Merrimack Valley Road. 
The third route so designated shall extend from the Massa- 
chusetts state line at Fitzwilliam along the valleys of the 
Connecticut and Ammonoosuce to the terminus of the East 
Side Road at Colebrook, and shall be known as the West 
Side Road. 

Amendment No. 3.—Strike out all of division numbered 
section 19 in section 3 of the bill and insert in place 
thereof the following: Sect. 19. The roads designated 
under sections 14 and 15 of this act shall be maintained 
by the city, town or place within which it is located at the 
expense of the city, town or place, and to the satisfaction 
of the governor and council, and in case any city, town or 
place shall neglect to make repairs ordered by the governor 
and council, such repairs shall be made under the direc- 
tion of the governor and council at the expense of the state, 
and the cost thereof shall be added to the state tax for that

city, town or place for the next year, except that assistance 
may be rendered by the governor and council to such towns 
or places as are in their opinion equitably entitled thereto, 
from any funds provided for such purpose by this act.

‘‘Supplies required by the commission, and necessary 
expenses of the commission, and such assistants as may 
be employed, while on the business of the commission, 
and fees of witnesses summoned by the commission shall 
be paid by the state upon the approval of the governor 
and council. 

‘‘Qaid commission may appoint a stenographer at a 
salary not exceeding nine hundred dollars per annum, 
which shall be paid from the state treasury in equal 
quarterly payments.”’ 

Amend by inserting the following as section 10 and 
changing the numbers of the subsequent sections accord- 
ingly. 

‘‘Sror, 10. In assessing taxes upon railroad, telegraph, 
telephone, express and parlor car companies and corpora- 
tions and other corporations, the commission shall receive 
and consider all evidence offered by the state or any one 
in its behalf and by the corporations that would be compe- 
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tent to be considered upon the questions before them if the 
questions were pending in a court of law; and exceptions 
may be taken to their rulings thereon, and to any other 
rulings of law made by them, and such exceptions shall 
be stated and transferred to the Supreme Court upon the 
request of any party aggrieved, and it shall be the duty of 
the Supreme Court to entertain, consider and decide the 
questions thus raised. 

‘‘The collection of the taxes assessed by the commission 
shall not be delayed by such transfer to the Supreme Court, 
but errors in the assessments, if any, shall be corrected 
by a new assessment, if necessary, or an abatement as the 
case shall require and the Supreme Court shall make 
such orders as will carry into effect its decisions upon the 
questions of law transferred to it and as justice requires, 
and may issue all executions and decrees necessary for the 
purpose. If a tax is abated and has been paid into the 
state treasury the sum abated shall be repaid by the state 
treasurer with. interest at the rate of four per cent per 
annum from the time of its payment; and if the tax is in- 
creased on a reassessment or otherwise interest shall be 
added to such increase from the time the tax was due 
at the rate of four per cent per annum.’’ 

Amend section 11 by adding thereto the following, ‘‘pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed as depriving a corporation of the right to apply 
to the Superior Court for relief as provided in section 10, 
chapter 64 of the Public Statutes.’’

The fee for such license or renewal thereof 
shall be fixed by the board which issues the license and 
shall be paid into the treasury of the city or town in which 
the license is to be in force, and no person in any city or 
town shall be required to pay a larger fee for said license 
than that required to be paid by any other person in the 
same city or town for a similar license; such license shall 
expire in one year after the date thereof and may be re- 
newed upon application to the licensing board.’’

Unanimous consent was given Mr. Morrill of Canterbury 
to state his reasons for his vote and the same was ordered 
entered on the records. 
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Concorp, N. H., April 8, 1909. 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

In explanation of my vote in the negative on House Bill 
No. 191, I desire to give a few of my reasons, as follows: 

(1) That this financial gigantic scheme is not sufficiently 
well matured. The gentleman from Milford, Mr. Emerson, 
representing that not one mile of road will be added to the 
highways of the state, we submit that the best results to 
the state cannot be secured in that way. Dangerous grade 
crossings will still exist in Concord and in the Merrimack 
valley above, which can be saved by crossing all three of 
the railroads at Bridge Street in Concord. 

(2) Nothing is said in this bill, or by its advocates to ever 
‘‘do away’’ with any grade crossings that now exist. 

(3) It is a waste of the people’s money to build a state 
road on some ten (10) miles or more of sandy road under- 
laid with water mains and branches, most of the route fur- 
ther complicated with sewer pipes and a street railway 
where it is always liable to be dug up. 

I will confine my criticisms to the Merrimack valley road, 
though some of it may apply to the other two roads. 

How much of the road south of Concord is underlaid with 
water and sewer mains and branches, I am unable to esti- 
mate. 

(4) It is an injustice to the traveling public to compel 
them to travel the longer route when there is a shorter route 
on the east side of the Merrimack river to Laconia, with fine 
views and scenery commencing within three miles of the 
state house. 

(5) It is an injustice to the inhabitants living on the 
shorter route, some of whom own, or will soon own, auto- 
mobiles, who lack good railroad facilities, and who are now 
petitioning for relief. 

(6) It is an injustice and an ever-present danger to the 
people living on the electric car line between Concord and 
Penacook. At times the dust raised by the automobiles is 
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intolerable and the people, especially at West Concord, 
where 75 automobiles have passed by in one day, are seri- 
ously inconvenienced and endangered while going to the 
postoffice, railroad depot and the 15-minute service enjoyed 
on the electric road. 

Inasmuch as I have not asked for the unanimous consent 
of the House during the entire session and was denied the 
chance to ask for it now, I cheerfully accept even this oppor- 
tunity to state that I commenced my actual citizenship by 
securing one of the few Canterbury roads that were built 
where God and Nature favored their location, at an expense 
of one thousand dollars to my father and one hundred and - 
fifty dollars to myself before I owned a horse to drive over 
it, and have been on record for good roads ever since, and 
now own a right of way across a large farm in East Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, for any kind of a road that may be 
asked for ‘‘and surveys therefor.”’ 

Whenever and wherever necessary, the state of Massa- 
chusetts has surveyed and built her state roads outside of 
the old roads often on firmer and higher ground, and 
thereby making it possible to acquire flowage rights that 
are now very valuable to the owners, and greatly enhancing 
the previous value of the property. 

It would seem that a subject of such vast importance 
should receive from the Governor and Council and all 
others in authority a more careful and thorough investiga- 
tion than can be made by passing up and down our valleys 
on an automobile tour. I have only to add that I was in 
structed at our annual town meeting to vote against the 
so-called ‘‘ Million Dollar Road’’ bill, and I feel duty bound 
to carry out their instructions.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


A message from the Honorable Senate by its clerk an- 
nounced that the Senate concurred with the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the passage of the following entitled bill 
with amendment, in the passage of which amendment it 
asked the concurrence of the House of Representatives : 

House Bill No. 599, An act in amendment of section 2, 
chapter 104, Session Laws of 1907, entitled ‘‘An act to 
extend the state highway system.”’ 

Amend House Bill No. 599, An act in amendment 
of section 2, chapter 104, Session Laws’ of 1907, en- 
titled ‘‘An act to extend the state highway system,’’ by 
adding to the title thereof the following words: ‘‘and in 
amendment of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, entitled ‘An act 
to provide for state aid and for the expenditure of other 
public moneys in the permanent improvement of main high- 
ways throughout the state and in amendment of chapter 
139, Laws of 1907,’’’ so that said title shall read as 
follows: ‘‘An act in amendment of section 2, chapter 104, 
Session Laws of 1907, entitled ‘An act to extend the state 
highway system and in amendment of chapter 35, Laws of 
1905, entitled ‘‘ An act to provide for state aid and for the 
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. expenditure of other public moneys in the permanent im- 
provement of main highways throughout the state, and in 
amendment of chapter 139, Laws of 1907.’’’ ’’ 

Further amend said bill by adding the following sections: 

Sect. 3. Amend section 10 of chapter 35, Laws of 
1905, by striking out the entire section and eee 
therefor the following: 

“‘SroT. 10. The sum of $125,000.00 annually is = 
appropriated for the purpose of paying the interest and 
annual installments of the principal of the bonds herein- 
after authorized and for the purpose of securing the per- 
manent improvement of main highways in accordance with 
the provisions of this act, and for the maintenance of state 
highways. Any unexpended balance of any annual appro- 
priation shall be applied to and be made additional to the 
appropriation for the succeeding year. Upon the sale of 
any bonds the treasurer shall estimate the amount necessary 
to be set aside annually to cover such bonds when they shall 
become due, and shall also estimate the amount necessary 
to pay the interest on same, and the balance left after de- 
ducting said amounts shall be available for the other pur- 
poses mentioned in this act. After the said amount shall 
have been set aside, and after the expenses of the admin- 
istration of this act and the amounts necessary for road 
maintenance shall have been provided for, the remainder 
of the total sum appropriated by this act, together with 
the proceeds from sale of bonds as hereinafter provided, 
shall be available for the purposes of section 5 of this act, 
as designated under section 15 of this act. In making 
apportionments to said trunk lines it shall be the duty of 
the governor and council to apportion the sums as nearly 
equal as practicable to each of the three trunk lines as 
hereinafter described.”’ 

Sect. 4. Further amend said act by striking out the 
second sentence of section 14 so that said section shall read 
as follows: 
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‘‘Spor. 14. The word ‘valuation’ as used in this act shall 
be construed to mean the assessed valuation of the previous 
year.”’ 

Scr. 5. Further amend said act by adding sections 15, 
16, 17, 18, 19, 20 and 21 as follows: 

‘‘Spor, 15. The governor and council shall forthwith 
designate for improvement by suitable description three 
continuous highways from the Massachusetts state line 
northerly. The first route so designated shall extend from, 
the Massachusetts state line at Seabrook to and through 
Pinkham Notch, thence through Dixville Notch to Cole- 
brook and shall be known as the east side road. The second 
route so designated shall extend from the Massachusetts 
state line at Nashua over the road designated by the gov- 
ernor and council under chapter 139, Laws of 1907, and 
continuing beyond the said route to the town boundary 
between the towns of Woodstock and Lincoln, and shall be 
known as the Merrimack Valley road. The third route so 
designated shall extend from the Massachusetts state line 
at a point to be determined by the governor and council 
along the Connecticut and Ammonoosuc valleys to the 
terminus of the east side road at Colebrook, and shall be 
known as the west side road. 

‘‘Sror.16. The routes of such highways may be changed 
from existing highways by. the governor and council to 
such extent as in their opinion the good of the public may 
require, and for that purpose they are hereby authorized to 
designate such changes, to take or purchase land and have 
damages assessed therefor in accordance with the provis- 
ions of this act. 

‘‘Sror. 17. No city or town through which said roads 
are designated to pass shall receive any state aid for high- 
way improvement on city or town roads except on the road 
so designated until said improvements of such roads are 
completed within such cities or towns. No state funds, how- 
ever, shall be expended for improvements of any highways 
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in the compact portion of any city or town, should there be 
any, such compact portion to be determined by the governor 
and council. 

‘*Suor. 18. Cities and towns in which the roads aoa 
or provided for in sections 15 and 16 of this act lie, shall 
receive from the funds available as herein provided one- 
half the cost of such improvements of roads within their 
limits and such further sums in towns unable to pay that 
proportion as in the opinion of the governor and council 
may be equitable. Improvements of said roads in any city 
or town shall be made upon application by said city or town 
as hereinbefore provided, except, however, that application 
shall not be tequired, to, pe filed previous to May 1 of ony , 
year. 

**Szor. 19. The theasaner of the state is hereby pean 
ized under the direction of the governor and council, to 
issue bonds or certificates of indebtedness in the name and 
on behalfdf the state to an amount not exceeding’ one mil- 
lion dollars, payable in such sums and at such times, not 
exceeding thirty years, as the governor and council shall 
determine. They shall bear interest not to exceed BY 
per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and have inter- 
est coupons attached to each bond and said bonds and 
coupons shall be signed by the treasurer and be made pay- 
able at such place or places as the governor and council 
shall designate. Such bonds shall be called the Highway 
Bonds and shall be countersigned by the governor and 
shall be deemed a pledge of the faith and credit of the state. 
The secretary of state shall keep an account of all such 
bonds countersigned by the governor, showing the number 
and amount of each bond, the time of countersigning, the 
time when payable and the date of delivery to the treasurer. 
The treasurer shall keep an account of each bond, showing 
the number thereof, the name of the person to whom sold, 
the amount received for the same, the date of the sale, and 
the time when payable. The treasurer may negotiate and 
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sell such bonds by direction of the governor and council in 
such manner as they may determine most advantageous to 
the state, but the amount to be issued in any one year shall 
not exceed one-fourth of the total authorized issue, and no 
bond shall be sold for less than its par value nor shall such 
bonds be loaned, pledged or hypothecated in any way what- 
ever in behalf of the state. Before said bonds are negoti- 
ated and sold they shall be offered for at least thirty days 
to residents of the state of New Hampshire at par value 
and all bonds so disposed of shall not be taxable in this 
state, provided they are held by residents of this state, and 
shall bear interest at 3 per cent. The proceeds of the sale 
of said bonds shall be held by the treasurer and paid by 
him upon warrants drawn by the governor for the purposes 
of this act, but no proceeds, however, shall be used for the 
maintenance of highways or for any purpose except per- 
manent construction or improvement as herein provided 
and for the necessary expenditures in the administration 
of this act. 

‘‘Secr. 20. The roads designated under sections 15 and 
16 of this act shall be maintained by the city, town or place 
within which it is located at the expense of the city, town 
or place, and to the satisfaction of the governor and coun- 
cil, and in case any city, town or place shall neglect to make 
repairs ordered by the governor and council, such repairs 
shall be made under the direction of the governor and coun- 
cil at the expense of the state, and the cost thereof shall be 
added to the state tax for that city, town or place for the 
next year, except that assistance may be rendered by the 
governor and council to such towns or places as are in their 
opinion equitably entitled thereto, from any funds pro- 
vided for such purpose by this act. 

‘*Srcr. 21. The governor is hereby authorized to draw 
his warrants for the payment of any sum or sums of money 
provided for by this act out of any money in the treasury 
and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
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hereby repealed and this act shall take effect upon its 
passage. ’” 

Sect. 6. The unexpended amounts apportioned by the 
governor and council under chapter 139, Laws of 1907, to 
cities and towns on the Merrimack Valley road as provided 
for in that chapter, together with the unexpended amounts 
appropriated by the towns on said road, shall continue as 
joint funds to be expended under the provisions of chapter 
35, Laws of 1905, as amended by this act, and all existing 
contracts made under the provisions of said chapter 139, 
Laws of 1907, shall remain in force. . 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and 
all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

The reading of the message having commenced on motion 
of Mr. Ahern of Concord, the rules were suspended and 
the further reading dispensed with.

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House Bill No. 436, An act creating a school committee 
for the city of Manchester. 

Amend said bill by striking out all except the enacting 
clause and inserting in place thereof the following: 

‘‘Section 1. That on January 1, 1910, the existing 
school committee of the city of Manchester be abolished, 
and on and after that date the school committee of said 
city consist of a board of five citizens, of whom the mayor, 
and the president of the common council, ex officio, shall be 
two, the other three to be chosen by the people of the school 
committee districts hereinafter provided. Said city shall 
be divided into three districts for the purpose of choosing 
members of said school committee, as follows: the first dis- 
trict shall include the present sixteenth senatorial district ; 
the second district shall include the present seventeenth 
senatorial district; and the third district shall include the 
present eighteenth senatorial district ; and said school com- 
mittee shall have and exercise all the powers by law granted 
to the existing school committee of the city of Manchester. 
It may make all reasonable rules for its own government 
and shall organize by the choice of one of its number as 
chairman and another as clerk. The members of said 
school committee, excepting the mayor and president of the 
common council, shall receive a salary of fifty dollars, and 
the chairman and clerk each twenty-five dollars additional, 
all payable annually. At the biennial election of 1910 
said districts shall elect members of the school committee 
to serve from the first day of January, 1910, as follows: 
the first district shall elect one member of said school com- 
mittee to serve two years; the second district shall elect 
one member of said school committee to serve four years; 
the third district shall elect one member of said school com- 
mittee to serve six years; and thereafter at the biennial 
election next preceding the expiration of his term, each dis- 
trict shall elect a member of said school committee to serve 
six years from the expiration of the term of the member 
then holding said office. Each member shall serve until 
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his successor is chosen and qualified. If a vacancy shall 
occur in the membership of said school committee the mayor 
may appoint a member to serve during the unexpired 
term.’’ 

Mr. Hurd of Manchester moved that the House non-con- 
cur in the amendments sent down from the Honorable Sen- 
ate and ask for a committee of conference. 

On a viva voce vote the motion prevailed.

House Bill No. 258, An act relative to motor vehicles and 
to the operation thereof. 

That all after the enacting clause of said bill be stricken 
out and the following substituted : 

‘‘SecTion 1. That section 2 of chapter 86 of the Laws 
of 1905 be amended by striking out the words ‘three dol- 
lars,’ in the 17th and 18th lines of said section, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: five dollars in the case 
of an automobile and one dollar in the case of a motor 
cycle; further amend said section 2 of said chapter 86 by 
adding after the word ‘hours,’ in the 33d line, the follow- 
ing: East certificate of registration shall terminate on 
December 31 of the year of issue, so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows: 

‘* “Sect, 2. All automobiles and motor cycles shall be 
registered by the owner or person in control thereof in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act. Applications for 
such registration shall be made, by mail or otherwise, to the 
secretary of state, upon blanks prepared under his author- 
ity. The application shall, in addition to such other par- 
ticulars as may be required by the secretary of state, con- 
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tain a statement of the name, place of residence, and ad- 
dress of the applicant, with a brief description of the auto- 
mobile or motor cycle, including the name of the maker, 
the number, if any, affixed by the maker, the character of 
the motive power and the amount of such power stated in 
figures of horse-power, and with such application shall be 
deposited a registration fee of five dollars in the case of 
an automobile and one dollar in the case of a motor cycle. 
Said secretary of state shall then register in a book to be 
kept for the purpose, the automobile or motor eycle de- 
scribed in the application, giving to such vehicle a distin- 
guishing number or mark, which in all cases shall be fol- 
lowed by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ and shall thereupon issue to 
the applicant a certificate of registration and shall furnish 
such applicant with two number plates or tags bearing the 
distinguishing number or mark of his vehicle, followed by 
the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ of such form as to be conveniently 
attached to the vehicle registered. The certificate shall 
contain the name, place of residence and address of the 
applicant, and the registered number or mark, and shall 
prescribe the manner in which such registered number or 
mark shall be displayed upon the vehicle and shall be in 
such form and contain such further provisions as the secre- 
tary of state may prescribe. The certificate of registration 
shall always be carried in some easily accessible place in 
the vehicle described therein. A proper record of all ap- 
plications and of all certificates issued shall be kept by the 
secretary of state at his office and shall be open to the in- 
spection of any person during reasonable business hours. 
Kach certificate of registration shall terminate on Decem- 
ber 31 of the year of issue. Upon the sale of any automo- 
bile or motor cycle its registration shall expire and the 
vendor shall immediately return the certificate of registra- 
tion and number plates to said secretary of state, with no- 
tice of the sale and of the name, place of residence and 
address of the vendee.’ 


“‘Secr. 2. That section 3 of said chapter be amended 
56 
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by inserting after the word ‘dollars,’ in the 16th line 
thereof the word ‘annually,’ so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 

‘« ‘Snor. 3. Every manufacturer of or dealer in auto- 
mobiles or motor cycles, may, instead of registering each 
such vehicle owned or controlled by him, make application 
upon a blank provided by the secretary of state for gen- 
eral distinguishing number or mark, and the secretary of 
state shall, if the facts stated in said application are true, 
grant said application and issue to the applicant a certifi- 
cate of registration containing the name, place of residence 
and address of the applicant and the general number or 
mark assigned to him and made in such form and contain- 
ing such further provisions as said secretary of state may 
determine, and all automobiles or motor cycles owned or 
controlled by such manufacturer or dealer shall, until sold 
or let for hire, or loaned for a period of more than five 
successive days, be regarded as registered under such gen- 
eral distinguishing mark or number. The fee for every 
such license shall be ten dollars annually, and approved 
number plates or tags shall be furnished to the appli- 
cant by said secretary of state for the sum of one dollar 
per pair.’ 

‘‘Secr. 3. That section 6 of said chapter be amended by 
adding after the word ‘state’ in the third line of said sec- 
tion the following: for ten days continuously, at the ex- 
piration of which time they shall be subject to registra- 
tion the same as automobiles and motor cycles owned by 
residents of the state, so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

‘* «Srct. 6. Automobiles or motor cycles owned by non- 
residents of this state and registered in some other state 
may be operated upon the roads and highways of this 
state for ten days continuously, at the expiration of which 
time they shall be subject to registration the same as auto- 
mobiles and motor cycles owned by residents of the state, 
subject, however, to the speed limitations contained in 


ee 
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this act. Any non-resident person holding an operator’s 
or chauffeur’s license from another state may operate an 
automobile or motor cycle in this state subject to a revoca- 
tion or suspension of such right by the secretary of state 
for cause as hereinafter provided.’ 

“Sect. 4. That section 11 of said chapter be amended 
by adding to said section the following: All fees in ex- 
cess of the sums necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this chapter shall be expended for the maintenance and 
improvement of the highways, under the direction of the 
governor and council, in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 35, Laws of 1905, and amendments thereof, said 
balance to be in addition to all sums already appropriated 
or that may hereafter be appropriated by the General Court 
for the same purpose, so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

“““Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the secretary of 
state to perform all acts as provided herein. The fees re- 
ceived under the provisions of this act shall be paid 
quarterly by the secretary of state into the treasury of the 
state, and such expenses as may be necessary in carrying 
out the provisions of this act shall be paid out of the treas- 
ury of the state. All fees in excess of the sums necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this chapter shall be expended 
for the maintenance and improvement of the highways 
under the direction of the governor and council, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, and 
amendments thereof, said balance to be in addition to all 
sums already appropriated or that may hereafter be appro- 
priated by the General Court for the same purpose.’ 

“Sect. 5. This act shall take effect January 1, 1910, 
upon which date all registrations of automobiles and motor 
cycles issued prior thereto shall terminate.’’ 

The reading of the message having commenced, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Dodge of Lincoln, the further reading was dis- 
pensed with.

voked by said fire warden, in the same manner. 

““Srcr. 2. It shall be the duty of the fire warden to 
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examine all portable steam mills in his city or town when- 
ever he deems it necessary, to determine whether they are 
provided with suitable spark arresters, and whether the 
same are kept in constant use as provided for by section 1 
of this act. 

‘‘Sror. 3. Any person operating a portable steam mill 
when the ground is not covered with snow, without a spark 
arrester, and the approval of the fire warden as herein 
provided, and any owner or part owner of said mill know- 
ingly permitting its operation, shall be fined not less than 
fifty dollars and not more than one hundred dollars.’’ 

Your Committee of Conference further recommends that 
the House of Representatives recede from its position of 
non-concurrence to the Senate amendments.

House Bill No. 258 in a new draft, entitled ‘‘An act rela- 
tive to motor vehicles and to the operation thereof,’’ report 
the same with the recommendation that the Senate adopt 
the amendments to its amendment, as recommended by the 
Committee of Conference, and that the House of Represent- 
atives recede from its position of non-concurrence to the 
Senate amendment and adopt the amendment as amended 
by the Committee of Conference: 

Amend section 1 of said amendment by striking out the 


word ‘‘five’’ in the fourth line, after the word ‘‘following,”’ ° 
and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘ten’’; and by , 


striking out the word ‘‘one’’ in the fifth line, after the 
word ‘‘and,’’? and ‘inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘two;’’ and by striking out the word ‘‘five’’ in the twenty- 
fourth line, after the word ‘‘all,’’ and. inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘‘ten,’’ and by striking out the word 
‘Cone’ after the word ‘‘and’’ in the twenty-fifth line, and 
inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘two.’’ And amend 
section 2 of said amendment by striking out the word ‘‘sec- 
tion’’ in the first line, after the word ‘‘said,’’ and insert- 
ing in place thereof the word ‘‘chapter,’’ and by striking 
out the word ‘‘five’’ in the eighteenth line, after the word 
‘‘than,’’ and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘ten, ”? and 
by striking out the word ‘‘ten’’ in the twenty-first line, af- 
ter the word ‘‘be,’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘<twenty-five,”’? and by inserting’ after section 3 a new sec- 
tion numbered 4, as follows: 

‘Spor, 4, That section 8 of chapter 86 of the Laws of 
1905 be amended by striking out after the word ‘than,’ in 
the fourth line, the word ‘twenty,’ and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘twenty-five,’ and striking out after the 
word ‘than’ in the sixth line the word ‘eight,’ and insert- 
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ing in place thereof the word ‘ten,’ so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows: 

““*Seor. 8. No automobile or motor eyele shall be 
operated upon any public highway outside the business dis- 
trict or the compactly built sections of a city or town at a 
speed greater than twenty-five miles an hour, or within the 
business districts or compactly built sections of a city or 
town at a speed greater than ten miles an hour. A point 
upon a road shall be considered to be within the compactly 
built section of a city or town if the buildings abutting 
upon the road for one-quarter of a mile immediately ad- 
jacent to the point in question average one hundred feet 
apart or less. Upon traversing a crossing of intersecting 
ways, in going around a corner or curve which euts off a 
free view of the road to be traversed, or in traversing a 
highway bordering a steep descent or passing over a bridge, 
every person operating such vehicle shall run it at a rate 
of speed less than that heretofore specified and at no time 
and in no place greater than is reasonable and proper, hav- 
ing regard to traffic, the use of the way, and the safety of 
the public. In traversing a crossing of intersecting ways 
or in going around a corner or sharp curve in a road, the 
operator shall sound his horn or bell.’ ”’ 

And by re-numbering the subsequent sections so that sec- 
tion 4 shall be section 5, and section 5 shall be section 6, so 
that said amendment as amended shall read as follows: 

“SECTION 1. That section 2 of chapter 86 of the Laws of 
1905 be amended by striking out the words ‘‘three dol- 
lars,’’ in the 17th and 18th lines of said section, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: ten dollars in the case of 
an automobile and two dollars in the case of a motor cycle ; 
further amend said section 2 of said chapter 86 by adding 
after the word ‘“‘hours’’ in the 33d line, the following: 
Each certificate of registration shall terminate on December 
31 of the year of issue, so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: _ aver” 

“**Sgor. 2. All automobiles and motor cycles shall be 
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registered by the owner or person in control thereof in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act. Applications for 
such registration shall be made, by mail or otherwise, to the 
secretary of state, upon blanks prepared under his author- 
ity. The application shall, in addition to such other par- 
ticulars as may be required by the secretary of state, con- 
tain a statement of the name, place of residence, and ad- 
dress of the applicant, with a brief description of the auto- 
mobile or motor cycle, including the name of the maker, 
the number, if any, affixed by the maker, the character of 
the motive power and the amount of such power stated in 
figures of horse-power, and with such application shall be 
deposited a registration fee of ten dollars in the case of an 
automobile and two dollars in the case of a motor cycle. 
Said secretary of state shall then register in a book to be 
kept for the purpose the automobile or motor cycle de- 
scribed in the application, giving to such vehicle a dis- 
tinguishing number or mark, which in all cases shall be fol- 
lowed by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ and shall thereupon issue 
to the applicant a certificate of registration and shall fur- 
nish such applicant with two number plates or tags bearing 
the distinguishing number or mark of his vehicle, followed 
by the letters ‘‘N. H.,’’ of such form as to be conveniently 
attached to the vehicle registered. The certificate shall con- 
tain the name, place of residence and address of the ap- 
plicant, and the registered number or mark, and shall pre- 
seribe the manner in which such registered number or mark 
shall be displayed upon the vehicle, and shall be in such 
form and contain such further provisions as the secretary 
of state may prescribe. The certificate of registration shall 
always be carried in some easily accessible place in the 
vehicle described therein. A proper record of all applica- 
tions and of all certificates issued shall be kept by the secre- 
tary of state at his office and shall be open to the inspection 
of any person during reasonable business hours. Hach 
certificate of registration shall terminate on December 31 
of the year of issue. Upon the sale of any automobile or 
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motor cycle its registration shall expire and the vendor 
shall immediately return the certificate of registration and 
number plates to said secretary of state, with notice of the 
sale and of the name, place of residence and address of the 
vendee.’ 

“‘Suct. 2. That section 8 of said chapter be amended by 
inserting after the word ‘dollars’ in the 16th line thereof 
the word ‘annually,’ so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

‘* *Seor. 3. Every manufacturer of or dealer in automo- 
biles or motor cycles may, instead of registering each such 
vehicle owned or controlled by him, make application upon 
a blank provided by the secretary of state, for a general 
distinguishing number or mark, and the secretary of state 
shall, if the facts stated in said application are true, grant 
said application and issue to the applicant a certificate of 
registration containing the name, place of residence and 
address of the applicant and the general number or mark 
assigned to him and made in such form and containing 
such further provisions as said secretary of state may de- 
termine, and all automobiles or motor cycles owned or con- 
trolled by such manufacturer or dealer shall, until sold or 
let for hire, or loaned for a period of more than ten suc- 
cessive days, be regarded as registered under such general 
distinguishing mark or number. The fee for every such li- 
cense shall be twenty-five dollars annually, and approved 
number plates or tags shall be furnished to the applicant by 
said secretary of state for the sum of one dollar per pair.’ 

‘‘Secr. 3. That section 6 of said chapter be amended by 
adding after the word ‘state,’ in the third line of said 
section, the following: for ten days continuously, at the 
expiration of which time they shall be subject to registra- 
tion the same as automobiles and motor cycles owned by 
residents of the state, so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows: 

** “Sect. 6. Automobiles or motor cycles owned by non- 
residents of this. state and registered in some other state 
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may be operated upon the roads and highways of this state 
for ten days continuously, at the expiration of which time 
they shall be subject to registration the same as automobiles 
and motor cycles owned by residents of the state, subject, 
however, to the speed limitations contained in this act. 
Any non-resident person holding an operator’s or chauf- 
feur’s license from another state may operate an automobile 
or motor cycle in this state subject to a revocation or sus- 
pension of such right by the secretary of state for cause as 
hereinafter provided.’ 

‘‘Seor. 4. That section 8 of chapter 86 of the Laws of 
1905 be amended by striking out after the word ‘than,’ in 
the third line, the word ‘twenty,’ and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘twenty-five,’ and striking out after the 
word ‘than,’ in the fifth line, the word ‘eight,’ and in-. 
serting in place thereof the word ‘ten,’ so that said section 
as amended shall read as follows: 

‘* “Srot. 8. No automobile or motor cycle shall be oper- 
ated upon any public highway outside the business district 
or the compactly built sections of a city or town at a speed 
greater than twenty-five miles an hour, or within the busi- 
ness districts or compactly built sections of a city or town at 
a speed greater than ten miles an hour. A point upon a 
road shall be considered to be within the compactly built 
section of a city or town if the buildings abutting upon the 
road for one-quarter of a mile immediately adjacent to the 
point in question average one hundred feet apart or less. 
Upon traversing a crossing of intersecting ways, in going 
around a corner or curve which cuts off a free view of the 
road to be traversed, or in traversing a highway bordering 
a steep descent or passing over a bridge, every person oper- 
ating such a vehicle shall run it at a rate of speed less than 
that heretofore specified and at no time and in no place 
greater than is reasonable and proper, having regard to 
traffic, the use of the way, and the safety of the public. In 
traversing a crossing of intersecting ways vor going around 
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# corner or sharp curve in a road, the operator shall sound 
his horn or bell.’ 

‘“‘Seot. 5. That section 11 of said chapter be amended 
by adding to said section the following: All fees in excess 
of the sums necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
chapter shall be expended for the maintenance and im- 
provement of the highways under the direction of the goy- 
ernor and council, in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 35, Laws of 1905, and amendments thereof, said 
balance to be in addition to all sums already appropriated 
or that may hereafter be appropriated by the General Court 
for the same purpose, so that said section as amended shalt 
read as follows: 

***Seot. 11. It shall be the duty of the secretary of state 

_ to perform all acts as provided herein. The fees received 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid quarterly by 
the secretary of state into the treasury of the state, and 
such expenses as may be necessary in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act shall be paid out of the treasury of the 
state. All fees in excess of the sums necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this chapter shall be expended for the 
maintenance and improvement of the highways under the 
direction of the governor and council, in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, and amendments 
thereof, said balance to be in addition to all sums already 
appropriated or that may hereafter be appropriated by the 
General Court for the same purpose.’ 

‘‘Srot. 6. This act shall take effect upon January 1, 
1910, upon which date all registrations of automobiles and 
motor cycles issued prior thereto shall terminate.’’

Mr. Rollins of Alton, for the Committee on Engrossed 
Bills, reported that they had examined and found properly 
engrossed a bill with the following title: 

House Bill No. 168, An act to amend section 21, chapter 
180 of the Public Statutes, relating to the payment of 
wages. 

The report was accepted. 

Mr. French of Moultonborough, for the joint committee 
appointed to wait upon His Excellency, the Governor, and 
inform him that the Legislature had completed its duties, 
reported that they had attended to their duty and that the 
governor informed them that he had a communication to 
lay before the House. 

The report was accepted, and immediately His Excel- 
leney, Henry B. Quinby, governor, appeared before the 
House of Representatives and delivered the following mes- 
sage: 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: 


I have signed or returned to the body in which they orig- 
inated, all the bills and joint resolutions which have been 
submitted to me for my approval, except one; and I take 
this opportunity for thanking each of you for the diligent 
and painstaking manner in which you have considered the 
problems of the session. 

The additions which you have made to our laws com- 
prise 288 acts and 42 resolves. 

In them is to be found a definite advance along the line 
of the pledges under which we came together at the begin- 
ning of the session. New Hampshire is now protected by 
statute against the undue activity of a lobby and against 
the misuse of railroad free passes. Our successors will 
assemble with commissions received directly from their con- 
stituents through the operation of a direct primary. Com- 
munities which vote no-license are now supplied with the 
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statutory machinery necessary to make their expressed 
desires effective. All branches of state activity in the line 
of progress have been cared for. Your wise action in pro- 
viding for three trunk lines has insured the development of 
our beautiful mountain and lake regions. Liberal pro- 
vision has been made for the support of the departments 
and institutions of the state and our successors will come to 
an enlarged and modernized capitol building. These re- 
sults are due to the considerate codperation of all, and I 
thank you and congratulate you on the outcome of our 
labors. 

Having been informed by a joint committee of your 
bodies that you have completed the business of the session 
and are ready to adjourn, I do, by the authority vested in 
me as governor, hereby declare the General Court of New 
Hampshire adjourned to the last Wednesday of December, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand, nine hundred and 
ten.
